Sib — -As  Commissioaer  of  Insarauce,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  here- 
with, in  accordance  with  requirements  of  l&v.  Part  I.  of  the  twenty-second 
anmiA]  report  of  this  department,  embracing  the  business  of  fire  and  inland 
Insurance  tor  the  year  ending  December  31,  1891: 

At  the  commencement  of  tne  year  there  were  three  joint  stock  companies 
oTgmized  under  laws  of  Michigan,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  com- 
panies of  other  states  and  countries  anthorized  to  transact  the  bosiness  of 
fire  and  inland  marine  insurance  in  this  State.  During  the  year  there 
was  no  change  in  the  number  of  home  stock  companies.  Of  companies  of 
other  states,  eight,  with  aggregate  capital  of  {2,157,619.00,  were  authoriited 
and  nineteen  companies  with  capital  aggregating  $6,100,010.00  withdrew 
Eiofn  the  State.  The  net  decrease  in  the  number  of  companies  doing 
bosinees  in  the  State  is  eleven,  and  of  capital  represented,  $2,942,391.00. 

Xbe  past  year  was  one  of  unusually  heavy  losses  by  fire;  the  amoant  of 
indemnity  paid  by  companies  reporting,  on  fire  business  alone  aggregating 
•2,479,525.67,  as  against  $2,189,462.94  for  the  year  1S90.  The  premiums 
received  were  $4,018,219.83  for  1891,  and  $3,769,590.00  for  1890,  the  ratios 
of  laeaee  to  premiums  increasing  from  68.1  per  cent  in  1890  to  61.2  per 
cent  in  1891.  The  results  in  the  country  at  large  are  believed  to  have  not 
been  more  Batisfactory,  and  as  a  consequence  there  is  a  disposition  on  the 
part  Off  the  weaker  companies  to  retire  from  the  field.  The  effect  of  the 
diaastFOOS  experience  of  the  last  few  years  has  been  to  cause  underwriters 
to  aericHisIy  consider  the  outcome  of  the  business  of  fire  insurance,  and  to 
dt-viae  if  possible  some  means  to,  in  a  measure  at  least,  stay  the  yearly 
incressiD^  fire  waste  in  the  country,  a  lai^e  percentage  of  which,  it  is 
believed,  is  the  result  either  of  incendiarism  or  criminal  carelessness.

With  this  in  view  the  national  convention  of  insutaace  commiBsioners 
of  the  United  States,  recently  held  at  St.  Loais,  adopted  the  following 
reeolotion: 

"Retolved,  That  it  ia  the  aeose  of  this  convention  that  laws  should  be  eaaotod  by 
the  several  etatea  providing  for  ofBoial  inveatigation  ol  th«  oanaee  of  fires,  aod  ptoviding 
for  prosecutioD  where  inoeodiarisD}  or  oriminal  n«vle<)t  is  the  oause  of  the  fire." 

While  not  present  at  the  convention  referred  to,  I  fully  agree  in  the 
action  taken  in  this  matter,  and  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  exec- 
utiye  recommendation  to  the  legislstare  for  the  enactment  of  some  meas- 
ure to  effect  the  object  of  the  resolution.  I  am  well  satisfied  that  the 
passage  of  a  well  considered  act  would  do  much  toward  reducing  the 
abnormal  fire  waste  of  the  last  few  years,  and  would  not  only  be  in  the 
interests  of  fire  insurance  companies,  but  do  much  to  protect  the  people 
of  the  State  from  the  destruction  of  property  not  covered  by  insurance. 

The  state  of  Massachusetts  has  for  several  years  had  a  law  providing 
for  an  investigation  in  the  causes  of  fires,  and  it  is  reported  to  have  worked 
admirably.  This  matter  is  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  by  the  national 
bonrd  of  underwriters  to  induce  it  to  memorialize  the  president  of  the 
United  States  on  the  subject  of  wastage  by  fires.  The  document  says  that 
the  lose  by  fires  for  the  last  five  years  has  aggregated  the  enormous  sum  of 
six  hundred  millions  of  dollars. 

The  abstracts  and  statistical  tables  included  in  this  report  give  sufficient 
data  from  which  the  standing  of  the  companies  authorized  to  do  business 
may  be  estimated.  The  companies  are  generally  managed  by  men  of  large 
experience  in  underwriting,  and  it  may  be  said,  without  undue  flattery, 
that  no  class  of  associations  involving  large  financial  trusts,  have  been 
more  honestly  and  prudently  managed  than  have  the  insurance  compa- 
nies now  authorized  in  Michigan.

There  is,  and  probably  vill  continue  to  be,  so  long  as  people  are  willing 
to  pnrchase  it,  a  large  amount  of  anderground  or  nuaathonzed  insurance 
on  the  market.  Wi|h  the  view  of  saving  a  few  dollars  in  premiums,  some 
people  are  willing  to  "  take  the  chaneee,"  and  a  policy  iu  some  wild  cat 
oi^ianization  stealthily  coming  into  the  State  in  search  of  victims,  inno- 
cently believing  that  they  have  driven  a  good  bargain,  and  keeping  quiet 
until  their  policy  becomes  a  claim,  when  oE  a  sudden  they  awake  to  a  real- 
izing sense  of  its  worthlessness. 

This  business  is  engineered  principally  by  persons  residing  outside  of 
the  State,  whom  it  is  difficult  to  reach  by  procesees  from  the  Stete  courts.

MUTUAL  C0MPANIE6. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  two  mutual  companieB  of 
other  states  authorized  in  this  State;  but  one  of  these,  the  Protection 
Mutual  of  Chicago,  has  reported  the  business  of  1891,  and  had  its  author- 
ity renewed.  This  company  confines  its  business  to  manufacturerB*  riskB 
and  was  admitted  under  act  No.  121,  laws  of  1883. 
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HOME   MDTUAL8. 

The  namber  of  State  mutuals  doing  business  at  the  commencement  of 
the  yeer  was  seventy-fonr,  of  these  sixty-Bix  confined  their  business  to 
insariog  farm  property,  including  in  Bome  cases  schoolhonses  and  churches 
Bttaateu  in  the  country;  and  of  the  remaining  six,  two  to  insuring  detached 
property  in  cities  and  vill^es,  and  four  to  manufacturing  and  miecellaneous 
property.  These  companies  have  been  separated,  in  preparing  the  statis- 
tical tables.  At  the  commtncement  of  the  year  there  were  ten  State 
mntnal  companies,  formerly  doing  bosinesB,  in  process  of  being  closed  up 
throogh  the  agency  of  receivers  appointed  by  and  reporting  to  the  circuit 
(X>art8  in  the  counties  where  organized;  of  these,  the  affairs  of  two  have 
been  finally  closed  np  and  the  receivers  discharged;  the  affairs  of  the 
remaining  eight  companies  are  being  adjusted  as  rapidly  as  possible  and  it 
is  probable  that  all  will  'be  closed  during  the  present  year.  The  statements 
of  the  receivers,  so  far  as  they  have  been  received,  are  included  as  an 
appendix  to  the  printed  abstracts  of  mutual  companies. 

As  a  rule,  the  business  of  the  "Farmers'  mutnals"  has  been  satisfactory 
to  the  members  of  the  associations,  having  been  well  managed  and  furnish- 
ing indemnity  against  loss  by  Sre  at  a  cost  not  in  any  instance  excessive. 
Many  of  these  companies  have  been  in  existence  for  a  period  of  quite  or 
nearly  thirty  years,  the  limit  of  time  fixed  by  their  charters  and  the  con- 
HtitutioD  of  the  Stata 

To  prolong  the  existence  of  corporations  which  in  results  have  proved 
BO  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  the  State,  the  legislature  in  1887  pa^ed  an 
aict  amending  chapter  132,  by  adding  Sec.  23,  which  prescribed  the 
mode  of  procedure,  and  declaring  that  such  extension  "  shall  he  deemed 
a  reorganization  of  such  company,  and  it  shall  succeed  to  all  the 
rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  the  corporation  so  reorgan- 
ized." This  act  was  plainly  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  Sec.  10, 
Art.  15  of  the  constitution,  and  to  overcome  this,  an  amendment  was  pro- 
posed by  the  l^slature  ot  1889,  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the  April 
election  of  that  year  and  ratified.  The  legislature  of  1891  by  act  18,  general 
laws,  re-enacted  the  section  in  question  and  under  its  provisions  the  follow- 
ing companies  have  extended  their  corporate  existence  for  thirty  years 
from  dates  given:

The  Detroit  Manufacturers'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  organized 
in  March,  1887,  under  act  No.  78,  laws  of  1883,  for  the  insuring  of  manu- 
facturing property,  is  being  wound  up  by  its  own  officers;  who  expect  to 
pay  alt  liabilities  in  fulL  The  liabilities  of  this  company  on  the  23d  day 
of  November,  1891,  were  $27,937.16,  to  meet  which  the  directors  have 
ordered  an  assecement  of  40%  on  the  deposit  notes  aggregating  $80,000.00, 
the  avails  of  this  assessment  was  deemed  sufficient  to  pay  all  existing 
liabilities,  and  also  expenses  of  settling  up  the  company's  affairs.

I  submit  herewith  Part  II  of  the  Twenty-Second  Annual  Report  of 
this  department,  containing  an  exhibit  of  the  business  of  life,  fidelity, 
and  casualty  insurance  companies,  transacting  other  than  6re  and  marine 
insurance  hnsinese  in  the  State  on  the  Slat  day  of  December,  1891. 

The  number  of  life  companies  designated  regular,  in  contradistinction 
to  those  doing  business  on  the  cooperative  assessment  plan,  authorized  in 
the  State  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  thirty-four,  of  which  two  were  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  State;  thirty-one  of  other  states,  and  one  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

The  following  is  a  comparative  exhibit  of  business  transacted  in  Michi- 
gan from  1870  to  1891  inclusive:

STATISTICAL  TABLED. 

•  Table  No.  I  ia  s  ^neral  statement  ot  the  businese  of  the  re^lar  life 
insurance  companies  transacted  in  the  state  of  Michigan  during  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31, 1891. 

Table  No.  II  shows  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  thirty-foui  life  insor- 
ance  companies  doing  businese  in  this  State  on  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1891.  The  total  admitted  assets  of  these  companies  was  $823,851,948— 
34,  an  increase  over  Dec.  31,  1890  of  $68,456,486.98,  of  which  amount 
$472,783.91  was  of  the  two  home  companies. 

The  total  liabilities  of  the  same  companies  was  $706,967,536.02,  an 
increase  over  1890  of  $61,048,656.41  of  which  $57,604,052.79  was  increase 
in  the  reinsurance  reserve.  The  increase  of  net  surplus  as  to  policy  hold- 
ers over  that  of  1890  is  $7,407,830.67. 

Table  No.  Ill  is  a  statement  of  balances  of  net  or  ledger  assets,  of  pre- 
vious year,  compared  with.those  of  1891. 

Table  No.  IV  is  an  exhibit  of  income  and  disbursements  during  the  year 
and  compared  with  those  of  previous  year  shows  an  increase  in  total 
income  of  $15,541,079.76,  and  of  disbursementa  of  $9,562,985.71.  The  total 
increase  in  premium  receipts  was  $14,015,269.25  of  which  amount $17 ,646.- 
48  is  credited  to  the  two  State  companies. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  losses  and  matured  endowments  is 
$4,495,851.69  of  which  $37,133.51  was  by  Michigan  companies. 

Table  No.  V  shows  the  numbor  and  amount  of  policies  issued  and  term- 
inated during  the  year,  compared  with  the  business  of  1890  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  policies  in  force  of  192,576,  and  in  amount  at  risk 
of  $325,683,542.65. 

Table  No.  VI  is  a  showing  of  the  number  and  amount  of  terminated 
policies  during  the  year,  with  the  manner  of  termination. 

Two  companies,  the  Vermont  Life,  and  the  Provident  Life  and  Trust 
Company,  have  been  admitted  since  the  commencement  of  1892,  the 
application  statemento  of  which  are  included  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

CO-OFBBATIVE  OB  ASBEBBUBST  ASSOCIATIONS  OF   THIS  BTATB. 

The  whole  number  of  this  class  of  associations  organized  under  Michigan 
laws  and  doing  business  at  the  b^inning  of  1891  was  six.  Of  these  one,  the 
Western  Union  of  Detroit,  early  in  the  year  trEmsferred  ite  membership 
to  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Bene&t  Association  of  Boston,  Maes.,  and 
retired.  The  others  continued  through  the  year,  and  filed  their  annual 
statements  showing  their  condition  on  the  31st  day  of  December  last, 
abstracte  of  which  herewith  published  furnish  the  necessary  data  from 
which  te  estimate  their  stending  at  that  date. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year,  the  condition  of  the 
Michigan  Mutual  Benefit  Association  of  Hillsdale  on  account  of  heavy 
losses  and  decreased  membership  has  gradually  grown  worse,  and  has  at 
last  compelled  its  managers  to  apply  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver 
to  wind  up  its  business.  This  is  with  one  exception  the  oldest  of  the 
assessment  associations  organized  under  State  laws  now  doing  business, 
having  been  organized  in  March,  1879.  No  complaints  have  ever  been 
made  so  far  bb  I  am  informed,  of  mismanagement,  and  its  losses  up  to  a 
recent  date  were  promptly  paid.  It  is  understood  that  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  a  transfer  of  its  membership  to  an  association  of  another 
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state  and  that  its  aeeets   will  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  over  fifty   per  cent  of 
liabilitiea. 

The  Masonic  Mutual  Benefit  Association  of  Grand  Eapids,  after  dis- 
cassing  a  proposition  to  transfer  its  membership  to  bd  association  of 
another  state,  resolved  aeainst  it,  and  having  made  some  desirable  -changes 
in  its  plans  of  businsss,  lb  said  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition.  The  other 
asBociaiione  of  the  State  reporting,  are  according  to  the  annual  statements, 
ID  a  fairly  prosperous  condition.  Since  January  1,  of  the  present  year 
the  Odd  Fellows  Mutual  Benefit  Association,  with  principal  office  at  Lan- 
sing, has  been  organized  under  the  co-operative  act  of  1887,  and  was 
authorized  to  commence  business  the  25th  of  April  lest. 

ASSESaMENT  ASEOCIATIOHS    OF  OTHEE   STATES. 

The  number  of  Assessment  Associations  of  other  states  authorized  at 
the  commencement  of  1891  was  thirty-four.  During  the  year  eight  were 
admitted.  And  one,  the  Mercantile  Accident  Association  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  did  not  apply  for  renewal  of  authority.  Leaving  the 
nmnber  of  authorized  associations  January  1,  41. 

Since  January  1,  1892,  the  following  named  have  been  admitted  to  the 
State:  Fidelity  Mutual  Aid,  California;  Globe  Mutual  Accident, 
Indiana;  Atlas  Accident,  Massachusetts;  Des  Moines  Life  Association, 
Iowa. 

The  statistical  tables  numbered  12, 13,  14,  give  ageueral  synopsis  of  the 
business  transacted  by  this  class  of  associations  during  the  past  year. 

UNAUTHORIZED  OBAVEYABD    JN8UBAMCE. 

In  addition  to  the  large  number  of  associations  whose  condition,  and 
plans  of  business  are  such  as  to  warrant  their  being  authorized  under  the 

Jrovisions  of  our  laws,  a  class  of  concerns  incorporated  by  other  states  and 
oing  bnsinesa  ostensibly  as  "  Mutual  Benefit  Societies,"  but  in  reality 
principally  for  the  benefit  of  their  managers,  known  as  "  Graveyard  Asso* 
ciations,"  have  been,  and  undoubtedly  are  still  carrying  on  a  large  busi- 
ness in  the  State.  Their  schemes  have  been  so  often  and  so  thoroughly 
exposed,  that  it  seems  uncharitable  to  attribute  their  success  in  gathering 
in  victims  to  ignorance  on  the  part  of  our  people;  and  it  is  a  fair 
inference  that  their  patrons  come  very  largely  from  the  class  found  in  all 
communities  calling  themselves  speculators,  who  make  wagers  with  the 
managers  of  these  ooncems,  who  also  act  as  stake-holders,  on  the  proba- 
bilities of  the  survival  for  a  fixed  term  of  some  venerable  resident  of  the 
neighborhood,  possibly  a  grandfather,  grandmother,  uncle  or  aunt,  between 
the  ages  of  seventy  and  one  hundred  years,  suffering  not  only  from  the 
natural  infirmities  of  age,  but  in  many  cases  from  acute  disease,  promising 
their  speedy  taking  off,  and  a  winning  to  the  affectionate  beneficiary,  who 
watches  with  pathetic  solicitude  the  failing  health  of'the  "insured" 
friend  or  relative. 

The  speculator  or  beneficiary  is  supplied  with  a  magnificently  illumi- 
nsted  certificate,  calling  In  large  gilt  figures  for  the  payment  of  from  one 
to  ten  thousand  dollars,  upon  proper  proofs  that  the  "insured"  has  passed 
to  the  "  bourne  from  which  no  traveler  ever  returns,"  By  the  "  Old  Peo- 
ples Mutual  Benefit  Association  "  regularly  incorporated  by  some  of  the 
other  states  of  the  Union,  and  possessed  of  a  large  supply  of  certificates, 
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duly  impressed  wiih  a  great  seal,  regularly  signed  by  its  officers  and  ready 
for  sale  when  called  for.  The  signature  to  the  applications  for  the  certiS- 
cates,  purporting  to  be  si^ed  by  the  "  insured "  are  usually  forgeries, 
either  by  the  beueGciary  himself,  or  the  authorized  soliciting  agent,  who 
not  infrequently  is  a  co-partner  in  the  "deal,"  and  sharing  in  the  profits  or 
losses  of  the  same.  And  the  same  is  true  of  the  "  medical  examiners" 
certificate  of  the  result  of  an  examination  which  was  never  made. 

When  the  grim  monster  has  succeeded  between  two  assessment  periods 
In  overtaking  the  venerable  "  insured,"  and  the  holder  of  the  certificate  is 
entitled  to  draw  the  amount  "nominated  in  the  bond,"  an  asseBsment  is 
made  on  the  members  sufficient  to  pay  the  certificate  at  its  face  value; 
when,  after  being  collected,  it  is  divided  according  to  varying  degrees  of 
unfairness.  If  the  "beneficiary"  is  in  favor  at  headquarters,  or  was  a  joint 
speculator  with  one  of  the  successful  agents  of  the  concern,  possibly 
tweuty-five  or  thirty  per  cent  is  deducted  from  the  amount  realized  from 
the  assessment  and  the  remainder  paid  over  to  the  "bereaved"  beneficiary, 
with  the  understanding  that  he  sign  a  receipt  for  full  payment  of  the 
amount  named  in  his  certificate,  which  he  very  cheerfully  does.  But  if  the 
beneficiary  happens  to  be  some  poor  victim,  iterant  of  his  or  her  riKhts, 
the  claim  is  settled  for  by  the  payment  of  a  trifling  sum,  and  receipted  for 
in  full,  the  manager  pocketing  in  most  instances  the  difference  between  the 
amount  raised   by  the   assessment   upon  members  and  that  paid  to  the 


In  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  I  have  endeavored  to  prevent  the 
transaction  of  this  disreputable  business  so  far  as  possible,  and  nave  caused 
complaints  to  be  made,  followed  by  the  arrest  and  holding  for  trit^  of 
parties  who  are  believed  to  have  for  years  been  acting  as  agents,  in  solicil- 
ing  business  for  the  worst  of  this  class  of  associations.  I  am  also  in 
possession  of  information  as  to  other  cases  of  the  same  nature,  and  bojK 
to  successfully  prosecute  the  wrong  doers.  I  desire  to  add  that  in  my 
judgment  the  punishment  inflicted  by  existing  laws  upon  persons  cod- 
victod  is  not  commensurate  with  the  enormity  of  the  offense;  and  respect- 
fully suggest  that  the  legislature  should  prescribe  more  severe  pumshnieDt. 

FfiATCBNAL   600IETIBS. 

The  Act  of  1887,  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  and  supen'sion  of  the 
business,  of  assessment  societies,  excepted  from  its  provisions,  "Secret 
or  fraternal  societies,  lodges,  or  counsels,  which  are  or  shall  be,  under  the 
supervision  of  a  grand  or  supreme  body  and  secure  members  through  tlie 
lodge  system."  This  exception  has  opened  the  doors  to  a  horde  of  so 
cal^  "orders"  organized  as  such  with  the  purpose  of  evading  the  soper- 
vision  of  the  insurance  department;  and  includes  many  of  the  endowment 
corporations  organized  under  statutes  of  other  states.  These  concerns 
osually  assume  some  "taking"  name,  such  as  the  "Royal  Ark,"  the 
"Gulden  Lion,"  "Golden  Grail,"  "Mystic  Seven,"  "North  Star,"  etc., 
etc.;  and  with  some  dozen  or  more  euphonious  titled  scamps  as  managers, 
start  in  their  career  of  nsefniness  by  promulgating  their  "plans, 
throwing  mathematics  to  the  dogs,  and  promising  somethtug  for  nothing 
to  all  who  apply.  Massachusetts  has  for  months  legalized  this  species  of 
swindling,  and  notwithstanding  the  earnest  protest  of  her  insurance 
superintendant  has  continued  it  until  the  present  day. 

Fraternal   beneficiary  associations  paymg    only  death   and  disability 
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benefits  and  doing  a  legitimate,  honorable  buBiness,  are  entitled  to  be 
regarded -with  favor;  and  in  the  intereet  of  such  asaociationB  I  earnestly 
recommend  an  amendment  to  the  present  law,  by  which  all  aeaociationB 
doing  an  aBseBsment  life  or  disability  buBiness  shonld  be  brought  under 
the  BuperviBion  of  the  insurance  department. 

OOOPEBATtTE  TABLES. 

Tables  Nos.  X,  XI  and  XII  is  a  showing  of  bnsinesB  of  assessment  sbso- 
ciatioDB,  life  and  accident.  The  total  number  of  certificates  in  force  Dec. 
31,  1890,  was  467.080,  amounting  to  «1,458,669,781,  and  Dee.  31, 1891  was 
619,361.  and  amounted  to  |1,670,441,633.  The  number  in  force  in  Michi- 
gan at  above  dates  respectively  was  11,666,  amounting  to  $21,246,800,  and 
12,225,  amounting  to  $25,805,500.  The  gross  assets  of  the  associations 
Dec.  31,  1891,  was  $10,786,654.91,  and  at  same  date  1890,  88,646,752.01. 
The  gross  liabilities  was  $678,273.02,  and  on  Dec.  31, 1890,  $752,980.  The 
surplus  on  Dec.  31, 1891,  was  $10,113,381.89,  and  at  same  date,  1890,  was 
$7,898,703.32. 

PIDELITT  AHD  0A80ALTT  IK8UEANCB  COMPANIES. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  fourteen  companies,  of  which  but  one, 
the  Standard  Life  and  Accident,  was  a  Michigan  company,  were 
authorized  in  the  State.  Of  these,  five  trauBscted  guarantee  or  surety 
business,  three  plate  glass,  two  steam  boiler,  and  four  exclusively  accident 
business,  paying  indemnity  for  loss  of  time  or  life  resulting  from 
accidents  to  persons,  including  in  two  cases  indemnity  to  employers  from 
losses  by  accident  to  employes.  For  statements  of  business  transacted 
reference  is  made  to  the  abstracta  and  statistical  tables.  During  the 
year  the  New  York  Plate  Glass  Insurance  Company  was  authorized,  and 
also  the  Northwestern  Live  Stock  Insurance  Company,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
was  admitted  to  the  State,  and  are  included  in  this  classification  of 
companies. 

In  the  last  annual  report,  the  2lBt  of  this  department,  ^'as  included  the 
statements  of  the  four  live  stock  insurance  companies  organized  and  doing 
business  on  the  assessment  plan.  The  reports  of  these  associations  were 
this  year  included  in  Fart  I  of  this  report,  following  mutual  fire  insurance 
companies  abstracts,  for  the  reason  that  in  this  manner  they  will  be  more 
liable  to  come  to  the  notice  of  the  class  most  likely  to  be  interested  in  the 
busineBB  of  live  stock  insurance. 

INSUEANCB  LAWS. 

A  revision  of  the  laws  relative  to  insurance  iB,  in  my  judgment,  ad^-iBa> 
ble.  At  present  these  consist  of  a  BerieB  of  enactments  passed  as  neces- 
sity seemed  to  exist  for  the  accomplishment  of  special  objects,  and  often 
without  intelligent  comprehension  of  their  purpose  or  operation.  I  sim- 
ply direct  attention  to  lliis  important  matter  without  suggesting  any  spec- 
ial changes,  believing  that  the  legislature  may  be  able,  with  a  little  care, 
to  accomplish  the  task  of  a  satisfactory  revision.    -

!7'o  the  Oovemor  and   Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit,  in  compliance  with  law,  the  annual 
report  of  the  Attorney  General  of  all  bnsineae  transacted  by  this  depart- 
ment from  3yi\y  1,  1890,  to  July  1,  1891,  including  an  amtract  of  the 
reports  of  the  Proeecuting  Attorneys  of  the  State,  showing  the  criminal 
prosecutions,  penalties  inflicted,  and  other  items  pertaining  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice. 

The*various  matters  embraced  in  said  report  are  covered  by  schedules 
hereto  attached  from  "A"  to  "J"  inclusiva 

In  making  this  report  I  deem  it  advisable  to  call  attention  to  several 
material  changes  in  the^nanner  of  its  compilation,  which,  in  my  judgment, 
are  more  fully  in  accord  with  the  intent  and  spirit  of  the  law  relative 
thereto. 

1.  Schedule  "A"  contains  a  fall  statement  of  all  criminal  cases  brought 
to  the  Supreme  Court  on  exceptions,  writ  of  error,  or  certiorari,  which  are 
disposed  of  or  pending,  in  which  the  Attorney  General  has  appeared. 

In  this  schedule  I  have  endeavored,  under  the  title  of  each  cause,  to  give 
a  short  statement  of  the  facts,  the  points  in  dispute,  and  the  rulings  of 
the  court  thereon. 

These  cases  involve  questions  of  criminal  law,  and  as  the  report  is 
forwarded  to  the  various  Prosecnting  Attorneys  of  this  State,  I  believe 
this  arrangement  will  make  the  volume  of  practical  valae  to  the 
Prosecuting  Attorneys  and  others  who  are  interested  in  the  enforcement 
and  practice  of  criminal  law. 

2.  Schedule  "B"  containB  a  list  of  mandamus,  quowarranio,  and  other 
proceedings  cotomenced  by  the  Attorney  General  in  behalf  of  the  State, 
or  commenced  by  other  parties,  in  which  the  State  is  directly  interested. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  a  g^eat  many  of  these  cases  is 
announced  orally,  no  v  ritten  opinion  being  filed,  and  unless  a  person  is  in 
coui-t  at  the  time  of  the  announcement  of  the  decision,  he  has  no  way,  in 
the  records  of  the  court,  to  ascertain  the  reasons  announced  by  the  court 
for  its  decision. 

These  decisions  embrace  questions  of  criminal  practice,  the  constitution- 
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ality  of  lawB,  righta  of  TsrionB  State  and  coanty  officers,  rights  to  public 
office,  and  various  other  queetiooB  that  are  of  great  interest  to  the  people 
and  the  legal  profession  generally. 

In  order  that  the  reasons  of  these  decisions  might  be  known  to  those 
interested  therein,  in  the  annexed  schedule  I  have  given  a  short  statement 
of  the  facts  presented  to  the  conrt,  the  points  in  dispute,  and  the  reasons 
assigned  by  the  conrt  for  their  ruling  thereon. 

3.  Schedule  "0"  contains  a  list  of  chancery  cases  commenced  or  com- 
pleted between  July  1,  1890,  and  Jnly  1, 1891,  and  cases  no^v  pending, 
in  which  the  State  is  directly  interested, 

4.  Schedule  "D"  contains  a  list  of  quo  Karranto  and  other  special  pro- 
ceedings authorized  by  the  Attorney  General  in  the  name  of  the  State,  but 
directed  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  parties  interested. 

In  the  last  two  schedules  named  I  nave  given  briefly  a  statement  of  the 
facts  of  the  case,  and  the  rulings  of  the  court,  if  decision  has  been 
rendered,  so  that  persons  interested  in  such  proceedings  may  understand 
the  nature  and  disposition  of  the  case. 

5.  Schedule  "E"  contains  a  list  of  chanceiy  cases  commenced  in  the 
various  circait  courts  in  chancery,  in  which  the  State  is  somewhat  interested 
and  to  which  some  State  officer  was  made  a  party. 

These  cases,  in  accordance  with  the  usual  practice,  have  been  referred  to 
the  Prosecuting  Attorneys  of  the  various  comities,  in  which  they  are 
pending  and  left  in  their  chaise.  Xo  report  relative  to  those  caSee  is 
made  to  the  Attorney  General's  office,  and  I  am  unable  to  make,  from  any 
record  in  this  office,  any  definite  statement  as  to  results. 

6.  Schedule  "F"  contains  a  statement  of  money  received  by  the 
Attorney  General  and  turned  over  to  the  State  Treasurer.  The  money 
was  received  in  Jane,  1891,  in  settlement  of  a  case  growing  out  of  t^a 
detention  of  an  indigent  soldier  at  the  Kalamazoo  Asylum. 

7.  Schedule  "G"  contains  a  list  of  insurance  companies  where  aridcleB 
of  association  of  such  companies,  or  amendments  to  such  articles,  hare 
been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  in  pursuance  of  law. 

8.  Schedule  "H"  contains  an  abstract  of  the  reports  of  the  Prose- 
cuting Attorneys  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1891. 

In  previous  reports  made  by  this  department  the  reports  of  the  various 
Prosecuting  Attorneys  have  been  printed  separately  verbatim  in  the  report 
of  the  Attorney  General. 

The  law  provides  that  "  the  Attorney  General  shall  include  in  his  annual 
report  an  abstract  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  Prosecuting 
Attomeys,"     Howell's  Statutes,  Sec.  289. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  Legislatujre  intended  that  a  summary  or 

ropsia  of  the  records  of  the  several  Prosecuting  Attomeys  of  the  State 
uld  be  included  in  the  report  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  not  that 
the  complete  report  of  each  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  every  county  in  this 
State  should  be  included.  I  realize  that  the  change  is  quite  an  important 
one  and  breaks  in  upon  a  long  established  construction  of  this  statute, 
and  therefore  give  my  reasons  for  making  the  change: 
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F^rst,  The  law  requires  an  "abstract  of  the  annual  reporte."  Ad  abstract 
of  a  report  is  not  tbe  report  itself^  but  an  abridgment,  compendium  or 
synopsis  of  it; 

Second,  Under  the  past  manner  of  publishing  these  reporte  they  were  of 
litUe  or  no  value  in  the  way  of  fumiehing  statiatics  or  other  informatiou  con- 
cerning the  number  and  nature  of  the  crimes  and  their  punishment  in  the 
State  at  large.  If  a  person  desired  to  know  how  many  persons  were  prose- 
cuted during  the  year  for  any  offense,  or  the  result  in  any  class  of  cases, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  examine  each  of  the  reports  of  the  prosecuting 
attorneys  of  the  eighty-four  comities,  and  then  make  his  own  computation 
of  the  result  reached  by  such  examination. 

I  believe  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  rec|uire  the  Attorney 
General,  by  this  statute,  to  furnish  an  abstract  of  the  criminal  business  of 
the  State  at  lai^  so  that  under  each  particular  head,  when  a  person 
desired  to  obtain  information  concerning  any  particular  crime,  he  could 
do  so  by  examining  the  one  report,  the  same  as  a  person  can  obtain  the 
result  from  any  county  by  examining  the  report  of  the  Prosecuting  Attor- 
ney of  the  business  of  his  county. 

By  this  method  I  can  lay  before, the  G-ovemor  and  Legislature  the 
^^egate  of  prosecutions  had  within  the  State,  the  disposition  of  each 
case,  and  thus  by  comparison  of  this  report  with  subsequent  reports,  if  the 
same  interpretation  of  the  statnte  shall  prevail,  suggest  to  the  minds  of 
the  Legislature  some  of  the  imperfections  in  our  criminal  laws. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  in  this  report  that  every  Prosecuting  Attorney  of 
the  State  of  Michigan  has  filed  in  this  office  the  report  required  by  law, 
and  hence  the  abstract  given  of  the  prosecutions  in  the  State  of  Michigan 
during  the  past  year  in  schedule  "H"  must  be  substantially  correct 

9.  In  order  that  the  public,  and  the  several  officers  who  have  an  in- 
terest in  the  enforcement  of  criminal  law,  mayknow  the' relative  number  of 
persons  prosecuted  in  the  several  counties,  and  also  have  the  address  of  the 
present  FrosecntiDg  Attorney,  should  they  desire  to  communicate  relative 
to  any  matter  pertaining  to  the  criminal  law  of  the  county,  in  schedule 
"I"  I  give  the  name  and  address  of  the  officer,  and  the  number  of  persons 
prosecuted  in  each  county  during  the  current  year.  The  punishments  for 
the  offenses  and  the  results  will  be  found  in  the  aggregate  of  all  the 
counties  in  schedule  "  H." 

10.  Schedule  "J"  contains  the  opinions  written  by  the  Attorney 
General  during  the  fiscal  year,  there  being  fifty-nine  in  all. 

The  Legislature  of  1691  made  some  important  changes  relative  to  the 
management  of  criminal  cases. 

By  act  No.  76,  section  1  of  act  No.  72,  o£  the  session  laws  of  1887,  was 
amended  so  that  under  the  present  law  all  criminal  buainess  brought  to 
the  Supreme  Court  is  under  the  control  of  the  Attorney  General. 

The  several  Prosecuting  Attorneys  are  required  to  furnish  briefs  to  the 
Attoniey  General,  the  expense  of  printing  and  making  the  brief  to  be  a 
charge  against  the  several  counties;  and,  when  requested,  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  is  to  assist  the  Attorney  General  in  the  Supreme  Court  at  the 
expense  of  the  State. 

Under  the  law  before  this  amendment,  the  Prosecuting  Attorneys  in  all 
cases,  without  request  from  the  Attorney  General,  were  required  to  follow 
their  cases  to  the  Supreme  Court,  at  the  expense  of  the  State, 
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Under  the  law  before  it  wag  amended  a  large  sum  of  money  was  paid 
oat  aimually  by  tbe  State  for  traveling  fees  and  time  spent  traveling,  for 
which  the  State  received  little  or  ifo  consideration.  It  is  expected  that, 
while  this  change  increases  somewhat  the  labors  in  the  Attorney  General's 
office,  it  will  save  to  the  State  in  the  neighborhood  of  $2,500  to  $3,000 
per  year. 

In  the  last  report  of  Attorney  General  Xaggart,  page  7,  he  recommended 
to  the  Legislature  the  appointment  of  a  deputy  in  addition  to  the  clerical 
help  allowed  the  Attorney  General's  office,  the  same  as  in  the  several  ot£er 
branches  of  the  State  government. 

He  said:  "The  dnties  of  the  Attorney  General  are  varied,  reeponsible 
and  numerone,  and  it  is  impossible  for  him  at  all  tipies  to  examine  with 
snfficient  care  the  questions  asked  by  officials  and  departments  entitled  to 
call  upon  the  office  for  legal  advice. 

"If  an  assistant  were  at  hand  to  aid  in  such  examination,  and  in  the 
preparation  of  briefs  and  arguments  for  the  courts,  it  would  enable  the 
office  to  do  better  .and  more  satisfactory  work,  and  by  redaciog  the 
necessary  amount  of  special  legal  assistance  employed  in  important  casea, 
would  not  be  an  added  expense  to  the  State." 

The  Legislature  of  1891,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  great  amount  of 
clerical  help  had  been  employed,  and  owing  to  the  small  compensatton 
paid  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  lack  of  proper  appropriation  to  eecnre 
sufficient  help  in  that  department,  amended  the  law  relative  to  the  amount 
of  the  appropriation  given  this  department  by  increasing  the  same  $1,000, 
and  submitted  to  the  people  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  relative  to 
the  salary  of  the  Attorney  General,  increasing  the  compensation  from  $800 
to  $2,500  per  annnm,  which  amendment  was  ratified  by  the  people. 

The  increase  iu  the  appropriation  in  this  deparijuent  enables  the 
Attorney  General  to  have  additional  help,  and  enables  the  office  to  do 
better  and  more  satisfactory  work;  and  I  believe  that  the  result  of  this 
change  will,  by  reducing  the  amount  of  special  legal  assistance,  reduce 
the  expense  of  this  dejmrtment  and  secure  to  the  people  far  better  results. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  several  departments  of  State  and 
to  the  present  and  past  State  officials  for  kind  and  courteous  assistance  in 
investigating  matters  connected  with  such  departments.

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SCHEDULE   A. 


This  Bohednle  contains  a  full  statement  of  all  criminal  oases  brought  to 
the  Supreme  Court  on  exceptions,  writ  of  error,  certiorari  or  habeas 
coi^ous,  whether  disposed  of  or  pending,  in  which  the  Attorney  General 
has  appeared. 

The  People  vs.  Patrick  J.  Sullivan.  Exceptions  before  sentence. 
Chippewa  coanty.     Violating  liquor  law.     Affirmed. 

This  was  a  complaint  for  keepii^  saloon  open  after  hours.  By  permis- 
sion of  the  court,  the  prosecuting  attorney  amended  his  information  so  as 
to  allege  that  defendant  was  not  a  druggist,  and  that  the  place  kept  open 
was  not  a  drug  store. 

The  court  held  that  no  error  was  committed,  as  the  first  information  was 
not  defective  in  not  negativing  the  facts  above  referred  to.  The  complaint 
on  which  the  respondent  waived  examination  contained  the  negative 
clauses,  and  an  amendment  to  an  information  to  cover  this  complaint  was 
held  properly  allowed. 

Reported  in  47  N.  W.  Rep.,  220. 

The  People  vs.  James  Harper.  Error  to  Charlevoix.  M!urder  in  the 
first  degree.     Sentenced  to  State  Pnson  for  life.     Affirmed. 

Respondent  in  this  case  sought  a  reversal  on  several  grounds.  Objec- 
tions were  made  to  the  remarks  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  to  the  jury 
that  the  People  would  not  be  botmd  by  the  statements  of  one  of  their  wit- 
nesses, which  he  was  obliged  to  call,  only  so  far  as  they  were  believed  to 
be  true. 

There  were  also  numerous  objections  to  the  chaise  of  the  court  as  to 
the  intent  with  which  the  crime  was  committed,  his  abstract  definition  of 
the  crime  of  manslaughter,  and  the  charge  as  to  presumption  of  innocence. 

They  were  overrulSi  by  the  court,  and  judgment  affirmed. 

Reported  in  47  N.  "W.  Rep.,  221. 

The  People  vs.  Andrew  J.  Kreidler,  Exceptions  from  Superior  Court 
of  Grand  Rapids.     Selling  liquor  on  Sunday.     Affirmed. 

This  case  seems  to  have  been  included  in  the  annual  report  for  1890, 
and  was  stated  in  that  report  as  having  been  reversed  and  a  new  trial 
granted. 

This  was  an  error,  as  no  record  being  filed,  the  case  was  struck  off,  and 
on  December  2, 1890,  was  affirmed  on  default. 

The  People  vs.  Schultz.     Error  to  Recorder's  Court  of  Detroit.     Fraud- 
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uleutly  concealing  mortgaged  property.  Sentenced  to  I>etroit  House  of 
Correction  for  one  year.    Affirmed. 

The  respondent  in  this  caee  was  convicted  in  the  Recorder's  court  of 
the  city  of  Detroit  of  fraudalently  removing  and  concealing  chattel 
mortgaged  property  contrary  to  act  No.  18,  pnbhc  acts  1889. 

Two  points  were  raised: 

First,  To  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lower  conrt 

It  was  insisted  by  counsel  for  respondent  that  the  Becorder's  Court  bad 
no  jurisdiction  because  the  information  did  not  allege  that  the  oSenae  was 
committed  in  the  city  of  Detroit.  The  conrt  held  that  as  the  information 
was  entitled,  not  onjy  within  the  county  but  also  within  the  city,  it  con- 
ferred jnriBdiotion. 

It  was  also  claimed  by  counsel  for  respondent  that  it  was  not  the  value 
of  the  property  but  the  interest  of  the  mortgagee,  which  determined  tlie 
jurisdiction.     The  court  held  otherwise. 

Second,  To  the  sufficiency  of  the  information. 

The  information  was  rather  loosely  drawn,  and  might  have  properly  been 
objected  to  on  the  trial,  but  as  the  objection  was  not  made,  it  was  t<i)  late 
on  appeal  for  the  first  time  to  raise  the  question. 

Reported  in  48  N.  W.  Eep.,  293. 

The  People  vs.  John  W.  Brown.  Exceptions  before  judgment  Kala- 
mazoo county.     Violation  of  the  liquor  law.     Affirmed. 

The  information  in  this  case  was  filed  under  act  313  of  the  public  acts 
of  1887  for  violation  of  section  8  of  said  act.  This  section  provides  that 
the  principal  in  the  bond  shall  not  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  other 

Elace  than  that  specified  in  the  bond.  Respondent's  counsel  insisted  that 
y  reason  of  such  provision  the  section  was  unconstitutional.  The  court 
overruled  this  objection. 

Counsel  for  respondent  also  insisted  that  the  statute  provided  no  pnnish- 
meiit  for  the  violation  of  the  section  under  which  the  respondent  was 
prosecuted.  The  section  referred  to  provided  that  "Any  sale  made  in 
violation  of  this  section  •  *  «  •  shall  be  punished  as  provided  in 
section  6."  Section  6  does  not  provide  any  penalty,  but  the  court  held 
that  respondent  would  be  liable  ruder  section  7,  which  provides  that 
persons  shall  be  punished  who  in  any  manner  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act. 
Reported  in  48  N.  W.,  Eep.,  158. 

The  People  vs.  James  Collison.  Exceptions  from  Barry.  Violation  of 
fish  law.    Reversed  and  a  new  trial  ordered. 

This  was  a  prosecution  for  violating  act  No.  329  of  the  local  acta  of 
1885. 

The  defendant  admitted  the  taking  of  the  fish  from  Gnnn  lake,  but 
insisted  that  it  was  "upon  his  own  land,  over  his  own  soil,  and  in  his  own 
water;"  that  he  had  exercised  such  right  from  time  immemorial,  and  had 
by  long  custom  acquired  the  right  to  take  the  fish  by  any  means;  and  that 
the  statute,  in  so  far  as  it  interfered  with  such  right,  was  invalid  and 
repugnant  to  the  constitution,  by  depriving  the  defendant  of  property 
without  compensation. 

The  court  held  the  act  to  be  constitntional;  that  the  defendant  did  not 
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have  an  exclosive  right  to  fish  ia  the  waters  of  Gnnn  Lake,  and  that  the 
control  o£  fishing  in  such  waters  was  propeTly  exercised  by  the  State. 

Defendant  reqnested  the  coort  to  instinct  the  jury  to  acquit.  This  the 
court  refused  to  do,  discharging  the  jury  and  directing  a  verdict  of  guilty 
to  be  entered  by  the  clerk. 

The  court  decided  there  was  error  in  dischai^iiig  the  jary  and  directing 
a  verdict  of  guilty,  citing  the  People  vs.  Neumann,  48  N.  W.  Rep.,  290, 
where  the  jury  acquiesced  in  the  direction  of  the  court,  as  being  clearly  dis- 
tinguishable from  this  case.  Here  the  court  gave  the  jury  no  opportunity 
to  loUow  or  refuse  to  follow  the  court's  direction,  there  being  in  fact  no 
direction  to  the  jury,  bnt  one  to  the  clerk  to  enter  the  verdict.

The  People  vs.  James  H.  Moore.    Error  to  Kent.    Rape.     Sentenced 

to  Stat«  Prison  for  one  year.     Affirmed. 

Several  objections  were  made  to  the  admission  of  testimony  in  this  case, 

but  coonsel  for  the  respondent  simply  said,  "Objected  to,"  without  giving 

any  reason  whatever  for  his  objection. 

The  court  held  that  errors  based  on  snch  objections  conld  not  be  enter- 
Reported  in  48  N.  W.  Rep.,  693. 


The  People  vs.  Lewis  J.  Partridge.  Error  to  Alpena.  Rape.  Sen- 
tenced to  State  Prison  for  six  years.     Reversed  and  prisoner  discharged. 

In  this  case  the  respondent  was  tried  under  an  information  containing 
two  counts. 

The  first  count  charged  him  with  unlawfully  and  carnally  knowing  a 
female  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years;  the  second  count,  added  by 
virtue  of  act  153  of  the  public  acta  of  1887,  charged  him  with  feloniously 
assaulting  said  child,  taking  improper  liberties  with  her  person,  without 
then  and  there  committing,  or  intending  to  commit,  the  crime  of  rape. 
He  was  convicted  lipon  the  second  count. 

There  was  no  evidence  to  sustain  the  conviction  under  the  second  count, 
as  all  the  evidence  of  the  prosecution,  if  true,  showed  the  commission  of 
the  first  offense,  viz.:  rape;  and  there  was  nothing  tending  to  show  that 
any  indecent  liberties  were  taken  with  the  girl,  without  the  intont  of  conu 
mitting  rape. 

The  court  held  that  under  the  testimony  respondent  was  either  guilty  of 
rape  or  not  guilty  of  any  offense;  and  as  he  was  acquitt^  upon  the  first 
count,  and  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  the  conviction  upon  the  sec- 
ond count,  it  was  their  duty,  no  matter  how  deplored  the  result,  to  dis- 
charge the  prisoner.

The  People  vs.  Alfred  Punnan.  Exceptions  before  judgment  from 
Lenawee  coanty.    Violating  liquor  law.    Affirmed. 

The  re^mndent  in  this  case  was  prosecuted  for  keeping  hie  saloon  open 
on  Sunday.  He  pleaded  a  former  conviction  in  bar,  to  which  plea  the 
prosecution  demurred,  and    the    demurrer   was  sustained.     On  trial   he 
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was  convicted,  and  came  to  the  Supreme  Court  on  exceptions  befora 
judgment. 

The  former  conviction  relied  npon  was  that  of  keeping  his  saloon  open 
on  said  Sunday,  contrary  to  an  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Adrian,  entitled 
"An  ordinance  relative  to  maintaining  quiet  and  good  order." 

The  act  under  which  respondent  waa  convicted  the  second  time  was 
passed  eabsequently  to  the  act  incorporating  the  city  of  Adrian.  The 
court  held  that  the  Legislature  intended  by  the  passage  of  the  general 
liquor  law  to  provide  regulations  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liqnors  to  the 
exdnsion  of  regulations  by  municipal  authorities. 

Under  the  act  of  1387  it  is  expressly  provided  that,  "In  all  cities  and 
incorporated  villages,  the  common  council  or  board  of  trustees  may,  l^ 
ordinance,  allow  the  saloons  *  *  to  open  at  sis  o'clock  ia  the  forenoon, 
and  to  remain  open  not  later  than  eleven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  no 
longer  of  an^  week  day  night,  except  on  election  days  and  holidays" 

This  provision,  the  court  held,  limits  the  power  of  muuicipalitiee  in 
l^;islating  as  to  tJie  time  within  which  saloons  may  be  kept  open;  and  that 
the  ordinance  in  qnestion  which  attempted  to  regulate  the  sale  of  liqnor  in 
the  city  of  Adrian  was  inconsistent  -with  the  provisions  of  the  general  law, 
and  therefore  a  conviction  had  under  said  ordinance  would  not  operate  as 
a  bar  to  the  subsequent  trial  and  conviction  under  the  general  law. 

Reported  in  48  5.  W.  Kep.,  169. 


The  People  vs.  James  McQuaid.  Exceptions  before  sentence.  Living- 
ston Ooun^,    Bigamy.    Reversed  and  new  trial  ordered. 

Defendant  was  convicted  of  bigamy  in  marrying  one  Emma  Dodge, 
while  having  another  wife  living. 

The  information  charged  the  first  marriage  to  have  been  had  with  one 
Jennie  Gartley  in  December,  1880,  at  Alleghany  City,  Pa. 

The  second  marriage  was  clearly  proven,  and  the  only  qnestion  raised 
related  to  the  proofs  of  the  grst  mamaga  ' 

The  Court  held  that  a  resident  minister  of  Pennsylvania,  who  testified 
to  the  frequent  consultation  of  the  statutes  of  that  State,  and  had  obser^-ed 
the  introduction  of  books  containing  these  statutes  in  the  conrts  for  the 
last  twenty  years,  was  competent  to  prove  the  form  in  which  the  statutes 
of  his  native  State  were  published,  and  whether  such  books  were  received 
.  and  rec<^nized  as  authority;  and  that  when  called  upon  simply  to  identify 
the  book  in  which  the  law  was  published,  it  was  competent  tor  him  to 
testify  as  to  the  common  acceptance  of  the  publication  as  authority. 

The  Court  also  held  that  where  it  appeared  that  the  first  marriage  was 
not  performed  according  to  statutory  requirements,  and  there  was  no  evi- 
dence of  subsequent  cohabitation  of  the  parties,  a  conviction  for  bigamy 
could  not  be  sustained. 

Reported  in  48  N.  W.  Rep.,  161. 


The  People  vs.  John  Neuman.  EiTor  to  Mason.  Violating  liquor 
law.     Fined  thirty-five  dollars.     Affirmed. 

This  was  a  prosecution  for  violation  of  Act  Xo.  313  of  the  laws  of  1887 
for  selling  liquor  to  a  minor. 

The  defendant  waa  a  saloon  keeper  in  the  City  of  Lndington.     Pied 
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Brown,  of  the  age  of  seventeen  years  and  upwards,  visited  defendant's 
saloon  in  company  with  two  adulta 

The  testimony  showed  that  the  three  were  sitting;  around  a  table  and 
Fred  Brown  paid  for  the  beer,  but  that  it  was  not  given  directly  to  him. 
The  defendant  testified  on  his  own  behalf  that  one  of  the  adulte  ordered 
the  beer,  and  that  Fred  Brown  simply  handed  him  the  money. 

The  Court  held  that  under  our  statute  "it  is  not  necessary  that  a  person 
should  baud  the  liquor  to  a  minor  iu  order  to  furnish  it;  if  the  liquor 
belonging  to  a  person  and  under  his  control,  is  by  his  consent  or  conniv- 
auce  permitted  to  be  taken  and  drank  by  the  minor,  whether  it  is  passed 
to  him  direct  or  through  the  hands  of  another,  it  is  immaterial,  the  liquor 
in  either  case  is  furnished  to  such  minor." 

The  Circuit  Court  directed  a  verdict  of  guilty;  upon  this,  eri-or  was 
assigned,  and  the  Court  held  that,  "whenever  there  is  no  question  of  intent 
in  a  criminal  case  «  «  «  *  and  where  upon  the  admitted  facts,  the 
only  question  to  be  determined  is  whether,  under  the  law,  the  statute  has 
been  violated,  the  trial  judge  may  with  perfect  propriety  state  to  the  jury 
that  the  law  applied  to  the  facts,  which  are  undisputed,  shows  the  defend- 
ant to  be  guilty  of  the  offense  charged  and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  bo  find 
under  the  facts  and  the  law." 

Reported  in  48  N.  W.  Bep.,  290. 

People  vs.  William  Deitz.  Exceptions  before  sentence.  Ingham 
County.  Assault  with  intent  to  do  great  bodily  harm  less  than  the  crime 
of  murder.     Reversed  and  new  trial  granted. 

Objection  was  made  to  the  prosecution  showing  the  unfriendly  relations 
of  the  parties  some  three  years  previous  to  the  difficolty. 

The  Court  held  this  competent,  but  that  unconditional  threats  of  which 
nothing  came,  were  incompetent,  and  the  Court  erred  iu  admitting  it. 

Defendant  in  his  testimony  denied  an  immaterial  matter.  The  Circuit 
Judge  allowed  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  to  indorse  the  names  of  three 
witnesses  upon  the  information  for  the  purpose  of  rebutting  this  testi- 
mony.    Held,  by  the  Court,  to  be  error. 

Objection  was  also  made  to  the  failure  of  the  prosecution  to  call  certain 
eye  witnesses  to  the  affray.  The  Court  held  that  eye  witnesses  to  an  affray 
must  not  only  be  present  in  Court,  but  the  prosecution  must  examine 
them,  so  the  defense  may  have  an  opportunity  to  cross-examine. 

Olfflervatious  taken  some  two  months  subsequent  to  the  affray  was  held 
by  the  Court  not  admissable  as  impeaching  evidence,  unless  shown  that 
the  location  and  all  the  surroundings  were  in  the  same  identical  condition 
as  at  the  time  when  the  occurrence  testified  to  happened. 

Reported  in  49  N.  W.  Rep..  296. 

The  People  vs.  Hall.  Error  to  Tuscola.  Larceny.  Sentenced  to  State 
Prison  for  five  years.     Reversed  and  new  trial  granted. 

The  defendant  in  this  case  was  tried  and  convicted  of  stealing  sheep. 
His  plea  was  uot  guilty.  There  were  admissions  by  defendant's  counsel  of 
his  taking  the  sheep. 

The  court  reversed  the  judgment  on  the  ground  that  the  charge  of  the 
circuit  judge,  iu  so  far  as  it  stated  that  respondent  took  the  sheep  "  with 
felonious  and  larcenous  intent"  was  erroneous,  as  a  conviction  in  a  crimi- 
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nal  case,  involving  th^  question  of  intent,  cannot  be  predicated  upon  tbe 
admissione  of  counsel. 
Beported  in  48  N.  W.  Bep.,  869. 

The  People  vs.  John  P.  Hughes  et  al.  Error  to  Q^nesee  coonty. 
YiolBting  liquor  lair.  Kecognizance  for  appearance  famished.  Beversed 
and  prisoners  discharged. 

The  respondents  in  this  case  were  the  proprietors  of  a  saloon,  and  vere 
convicted  in  the  circuit  court  for  violating  section  15  of  act  313  of  the 
public  acts  of  1887,  which  provides  that,  "It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  allow  a  minor  to  visit  or  remain,  in  any  room  where  liqnors  are 
sold,  etc" 

Cefendants  were  absent  at  the  time  of  tbe  allied  offense,  and  they  had 
no  knowledge  that  these  minors  were  about  to  visit  their  saloon.  Tbe 
people  sougnt  to  render  them  liable  criminally  for  tbe  acta  of  their  clerk, 
under  tbe  above  section.  The  information  charged  explicitly  a  violatioti 
of  sectioD  15  above  quoted. 

There  was  no  dispute  in  the  testimony  concerning  tbe  respondents  not 
being  present  Held,  by  the  court,  that  under  this  section  proprietois  of 
saloons  could  not  be  held  criminally  liable  for  the  acts  of  their  clerks,  done 
without  their  knowledge  or  consent,  and  in  their  absence. 

The  court  held  further  that  tbe  provision  in  section  14  of  said  act, 
making  a  saloon  keeper  liable  when  his  clerk  or  servant  permits  minors  to 
play  cards  in  the  saloon,  does  not  extend  the  liability  of  the  saloon  keeper, 
under  section  16,  to  acts  of  his  clerk. 

Eeported  in  48  N.  W.  Bep.,  945. 

The  People  vs.  John  Johnson.  Exceptions  from  Mackinac  Besisting 
an  officer.     Beversed  and  prisoner  dischai^iied. 

The  respondent  was  arrested  in  the  first  instance  for  breach  of  the  peace. 
The  officer,  who  was  150  feet  away,  on  another  street,  and  did  not  see  the 
offender,  and  had  no  direct  knowledge  that  it  was  he  who  committed  the 
offense,  arrested  him  without  a  warrant. 

The  court  held  that  shouting  upon  the  streets  of  a  village  between  ninf 
and  ten  o'clock  at  night,  so  loudly  as  to  be  heard  150  feet  distant,  was  a 
breach  of  the  peace,  but  that  the  offense  was  not  committed  in  the  "pres- 
ence" of  the  officer,  he  being  distant  150  feet  on  another  street,  aad  unable 
to  see  the  respondent. 

When  the  arrest  was  attempted,  the  respondent  resisted,  and  it  was  fiT 
this  that  he  was  prosecuted  and  convicted  in  the  circuit  court. 

There  was  some  evidence  to  the  effect  that  respondent  was  intoxicateil 
when  arrested,  and  the  people  sought  to  claim,  on  appeal,  that  he  was 
arrested  for  this. 

It  was  held  by  the  court  that  on  appeal  from  a  conviction  for  r^stifiC 
an  officer  arresting  a  person  for  breach  of  the  peace,  the  State  cannot 
claim  for  the  first  time  that  he  was  arrested  for  being  intoxicated,  althougii 
there  was  evidence  to  that  effect. 

As  the  arrest  was  not  in  the  "presence"  of  the  officer,  it  was  not  justi- 
fied, and  the  prisoner  was  dischai^ed. 

Beported  in  48  N.  W.  Bep.,  87a 
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The  People  tb.  Joseph  Hubbard.  Error  to  Qeneaee  county.  Conceal- 
ing stolen  property.     Sentenced  to  Jackson  for  two  years.     Affirmed. 

The  respondent  in  this  case  was  convicted  of  the  offense  of  having 
received  stolen  goods,  knowii^  them  to  have  been  stolen, 

The  coansel  for  defendant  claimed  that  under  the  statute  the  pris- 
oner should  be  dischai^ed  for  the  reason  that  it  was  his  first  offense,  and 
that  restitution  of  the  property  had  been  made.  The  retnm  shows  that 
upon  the  trial  neither  of  ihese  facts  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Circuit  Judge. 

It  appealed  that  respondent  loaned  the  money  to  one  of  the  thieves 
to  settle  the  matter  up,  and  took  security  on  a  yoke  of  steers.  This,  the 
Court  held,  was  not  such  a  restitution  by  the  respondent  as  would  faU 
within  either  the  letter  or  the  spirit  of  the  statute;  and  that  if  it  was  the 
first  offense,  and  restitution  had  oeen  made,  these  facts  should  be  made  to 
appear  to  the  Circuit  Judge  before  sentence,  and  not  having  been  done, 
defendant  cannot  avail  himself  of  it  on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court 

The  evidence  also  showed  that  defendant  lived  within  one  hundred  rods 
of  the  county  line.  The  larceny  was  committed  in  AUegan  county,  but  the 
respondent  resided  in  Yan  Buren  county.  It  was  decided  that  the  Allegan 
Coonty  Court  had  jurisdiction  under  the  statute  to  try  the  respondentL 

Reported  in  49  N.  W.  Bep.,  266. 

The   People  vs.  Aplin,     Error  to  Genesee.     Burglary.     Sentenced  to 
five  years  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.     Affirmed. 
Conviction  in  this  case  was  asked  to  be  set  aside  for  two  reasons: 

1.  That  a  disqualified  juror  sat  upon  the  panel. 

Defendant  had  not  exhausted  his  peremptory  challenges;  the  court  held, 
therefore,  that  he  could  not  be  heard  to  complain  of  the  retention  of  the 
juror. 

2.  The  building  into  which  respondent  broke  and  entered  was  Qot 
within  the  curtilage.  ' 

The  bniiding  was  a  bam  situated  a  short  distance  from  the  house, 
separated  by  one  fence  with  a  small  gate.  This  bam  was  used  jointly  for 
storing  the  grain  and  farm  property  of  John  and  James  Donnelly.  The 
dwelling  house  was  alleged  in  the  information  to  be  that  of  one  John 
Donelly. 

The  Court  held  that  a  charge  that  if  the  bam  was  an  outhouse  adjacent 
to  and  used  as  a  part  of  the  homestead  of  John  Donnelly,  and  there  was 
access  between  them  by  agate,  then  the  barn  would  be  within  the  curti- 
lage, was  correct. 

The  People  vs.  Bert  Bobinson  et  aL  Error  to  Kalamazoo  county. 
Burglary.  Robinson  sentenced  to  State  prison  for  two  years  and  nine 
mouths,  Smith  to  the  State  House,  of  Correction  for  two  years  and  six 
months.     Affirmed. 

Respondents  were  convicted  in  the  Kalamazoo  Circuit  Court,  before  a 
jury,  of  the  statutory  offense  of  breaking  into  and  entering  a  flour  mill  in 
the  uight  time,  with  intent  to  commit  the  crime  of  larceny. 

Defendants  claimed  that  certain  admissions  were  procured  from  them 
by  an  officer  after  their  arrest,  under  a  promise  that  it  would  be  better  for 
them  to  tell  how  the  matter  occurred.  The  officer  denied  this.  Held,  by 
the  Court,  that  the  question  whether  such  promises  were  in  fact  made  is  for 
the  jury,  and  the  admission  a  may  be  proved.  itp  nh  ViOO^Ic 
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Bespondent  testified  in  bis  own  behalf,  and  objection  was  made  to  the 

f)ro8ecution  cross- eiamining  him.  The  Court  held  that  act  125  of  the 
avs  of  1861,  permitting  accused  persons  to  testify,  not  nnder  oath,  in 
their  own  behalf,  was  repealed  by  act  245  of  the  laws  of  1881,  permitting 
them  to  testify  under  oath,  and  the  State  may  cross-esamine  a  defendant, 
offering  himself  as  a  witness,  although  unsworn,  to  the  same  extent  as  any 
other  witness.  . 

Further  objection  was  made  to  the  fact  that  the  court  recalled  the  jnrv 
and  gave  additional  instructions  in  the  absence-  of  defendant's  connseL 
Held,  that  this  was  not  reversible  error,  where  it  appears  that  the  addi- 
tional charge  was  unobjectionable,  and  was  taken  down  by  the  reporter, 
and  appears  of  record. 
Beported  in  49  N.  W.  Rep.,  260. 

The  People  vs.  Edwin  K.  Moorman.  Exceptions  before  sentence.  Ionia 
connty.     Violation  of  the  pharmacy  law.     Affirmed. 

In  this  case  respondent  was  convicted  of  a  violation  of  the  pharmacy 
law  of  this  State.  The  act  under  which  conviction  was  had  was  claimed 
to  be  unconstitutional  on  three  gronnds: 

1.  The  law  provides  that  no  person  shall  vend  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines  by  retail,  unless  he  has  been  in  the  business  of  vending  and 
retailing  such  medicines  three  years  or  more.  This  was  an  amendment 
added  in  1887. 

It  was  claimed  that  this  provision  grants  a  monopoly  to  a  favored  few, 
and  for  no  adequate  reason. 

The  Court  held  that,  though  the  amendment  should  be  declared  uncon- 
stitutional as  tending  to  create  a  monopoly,  that  would  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  rest  of  the  law;  and  as  the  defendant  was  not  arrested  fta 
vending  patent  medicines,  that  section  did  not  affect  this  casa 

2.  It  was  also  claimed  that  the  law  authorizes  the  pharmacy  board  to  fix 
the  license  fees  arbitrarily,  and  to  make  a  distinction  in  their  discretion 
between  different  individuals.  Held,  by  the  Court,  that  the  fact  that  the 
act  allows  the  board  discretion  to  fix  a  tee  for  the  required  certificate,  not 
to  exceed  a  named  sum,  does  not  give  the  power  to  fix  fees  arbitrarily  tad 
to  discriminate  between  individuals. 

3.  The  main  objection  taken  to  the  act,  and  the  only  one  which  con- 
cerned the  respondent,  was  that  the  law  dsprives  a  registered  physician  (4 
the  right  to  compound,  put  up  and  sell,  drugs  and  medicines,  which  it 
must  be  considered  from  the  nature  of  his  profession  he  is  thoroughly 
competent  to  do,  it  being  claimed  that  he  had  a  vested  right  to  do  this 
which  the  Legislature  could  not  destroy.     The  law  was  held  by  the  court 

■  to  be  no  infringement  of  the  vested  rights  of  phyaiciEms,  and  that  without 
compliance  with  its  requirements,  they  had  no  right  to  keep  open  shop  for 
the  retailing,  disbursing,  or  compounding  of  medicines  and  poisons. 
Eeported  in  49  N.  W.  Eep,,  263. 

The  People  vs.  Drennan.  Error  to  Wayne.  Fined  $200.  Reversed 
and  new  trial  granted. 

Thb  was  a  case  of  violating  the  liquor  law  by  not  having  paid  the  tai 
required  by  law.  The  complaint  and  warrant  upon  which  the  respondent 
was  arrested  was  defective,  in  that  it  did  not  negative  the  fact  that 
respondent  was  not  a  druggist.  This  defect  was  rais^  on  the  trial  in  the 
Circuit  Court  for  the  first  time  as  a  reason  why  evidence  ahonld  not  !« 
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admitted.  The  court  held  thie  objection  came  too  late,  that  it  should  tiard 
been  raised  by  a  motion  to  quash  the  information,  and  the  question  could 
not  be  raised  on  the  introduction  of  testimony. 

There  vaa  Bome  question  as  to  who  was  the  owner  of  the  saloon  during 
the  time  which  it  was  claimed  the  tax  was  not  paid.  Drennan  was  sworn 
on  his  own  behalf  and  testified  that  he  was  not  engaged  in  the  liquor 
business  at  that  time;  that  his  brother  William,  since  deceased,  was 
Tunning  the  saloon.  The  respondent  had  more  or  less  to  do  in  the  saloon, 
and  assisted  bis  brother  at  odd  times. 

There  was  no  evidence  showing  that  he  had  not  paid  the  tax  during  the 
time  alleged  by  the  prosecution,  and  the  court  held  that  in  the  absence  of 
such  evidence  he  could  not  be  convicted  for  illegal  sales  as  his  brother's 
clerk,  bnt  only  as  owner  of  the  saloon,  and  hence  it  was  error  to  refuse  to 
chaige  on  that  issue  that  his  guilt  must  be  established  beyond  a  reasonable 
doubt 

Reported  in49  N.  W.  Eep.,  215. 

The  People  vs.  Harrv  HnlL  Exceptions  from  Wayne  comity.  Murder. 
Beversed  and  new  trial  ordered. 

It  appeared  on  the  trial  in  this  case  that  a  melee  occurred  sometime 
before  the  killing,  daring  which,  as  respondent  claimed,  the  deceased 
intentionally  knocked  him  over  a  railing,  while  Beatty,  a  witness  for  the 
State,  testified  that  deceased  tripped  and  fell  against  respondent  and  then 
caught  him  by  the  leg  and  let  him  down  easily.  It  was  held  by  the  Court 
to  be  error  to  charge  that,  "If  respondent  had  been  knocked  over  the  rail- 
ing as  claimed,  and  struck  upon  his  head  and  face,  would  not  the  fall  have 
injured  him  and  left  some  soreness?  On  the  other  hand  if,  as  Beatty  sap- 
posed,  deceased  grabbed  respondent  by  the  1^,  letting  him  down  easily, 
the  absence  of  soreness  about  the  head  and  shoalders  tends  to  sustain  the 
testimony  of  Beatty,"  as  it  was  argumentive  and  tended  to  prejudice  the 
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"here  were  witnesses  who  were  present  and  testified  as  to  what  teok 
place  daring  the  trouble.  The  Circuit  Judge  attempted  to  restrict  the 
cross-examination  of  these  witnesses  and  not  permit  the  defense  to  inquire 
as  to  their  whereaboats,  as  well  as  other  witnesses,  during  the  time 
between  the  melee  and  the  shooting.     Held,  to  be  error. 

The  Court  during  the  trial  i)roceeded  to  examine  a  witnees  and  the 
manner  of  such  examination  was  objected  to  by  the  defendant,  and  the 
Coart  said:  "I  want  all  the  facts  in  the  case."  The  defendant  claimed  that 
the  Conlrt's  tone  and  manner  was  hostile  to  him,  and  the  Courii's  remark 
"If  it  IB  because  the  facts  may  be  prejudicial  to  yon  if  they  came  out,"  was 
held  to  be  error,  esi)ecially  where  the  Court  afterwards  examined  the  wit- 
ness at  length. 

After  the  evidence  had  closed,  the  Court  directed  that  the  jury  shoold 
view  the  premises  where  the  murder  was  committed.  Daring  this  view 
the  respondent  was  confined  ia  jail.  It  was  urged  that  it  was  a  violation 
of  a  constitntional  right  of  respondent  to  take  the  jury  to  view  the  prem- 
ises in  bis  absence. 

The  Coart  held  that  no  eiTor  was  committed  in  directing  a  view  of  the 
premises  by  the  jury,  but  it  was  error  to  permit  the  jury  to  separate  while 
viewing  the  premises  in  the  absence  of  the  reapondeut. 

While  the  view  was  being  had  one  of  the  jurors  took  a  drink  of  liquor 
upon  the  premises  he  was  viewing,  as  a  juryman,  and  at  the  bar  of  the     , 
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principal  witness  for  the  prosecution.     It  was  held  by  the  Coort  to  be 
such  misconduct  as  would  call  for  a  new  triaL 
Beported  in  49  N.  W.  Sep.,  288. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Charles  O.  Smedley  for  and-  on  behalf 
of  George  Ludington,  for  writ  of  habeas  corpus.  Writ  granted  and 
prisoner  dischatged. 

The  petitioner  in  this  case  represented  that  one  Qeorge  Ludington  had 
been  sentenced  to  the  State  House  of  Correction  and  Reformatory 
at  Ionia  for  the  term  of  three  months,  and  that  he  was  confined  in  the 
said  Stat«  Rouee  of  Correction  and  Keformatory  illegally,  for  the  reason 
that  the  Superior  Court  of  Grand  Bapids  had  no  authority  or  right  to 
sentence  the  prisoner  to  said  House  of  Correction  for  the  offense  of  which 
he  was  found  guilty. 

The  prisoner  was  arrested  for  assault  to  do  great  bodily  harm  less  than 
the  crime  of  murder.  He  was  examined  in  the  Police  Court  of  Grand 
Bapids  and  bonnd  over  to  the  Superior  Court  for  triaL  He  was  convicted 
in  the  Superior  Court  of  simple  assault  and  battery.  The  judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  sentenced  him  to  the  State  House  o£  Correction  at  Ionia 
for  three  months. 

The  only  question  to  be  disposed  of  was  whether  the  Superior  Conrt 
could  inflict  a  greater  punishment  for  an  offense  triable  by  the  Police 
Court  than  could  have  been  inflicted  by  the  Police  Court  if  conviction  had 
been  had  there. 

The  Police  Court  of  Grand  Bapids  has  the  same  jurisdiction  as  the 
several  justice  courts  of  the  State. 

The  Court  held  that  the  sentence  pronounced  by  the  Superior  Court  was 
illegal  and  without  authority,  as  he  possessed  no  power  to  inflict  a 
greater  punishment  for  assault  and  battery  than  could  have  been  inflicted 
by  the  Police  Court,  and  the  Police  Court  did  not  possesa  the  power  to 
send  a  person  to  the  State  House  of  Correction  and  Keformatory  at  Ionia, 
for  assault  and  battery. 

No  written  opinion  was  filed 

In  the  matter  of  William  Walsh.  Application  for  writ  of  habeas 
corpus.    Petitioner  remanded. 

Walsh  was  confined  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  On  June  29, 
1891,  he  applied  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  writ  of  habeas  corpus;  hear- 
ing was  had  on  June  30,  and  he  was  remanded  to  the  custody  of  the 
Warden  of  the  State  Prison. 

The  application  was  filed  on  the  ground  that  Walsh,  by  reason  of  the 
good  time  to  which  he  was  entitled  under  the  statute,  had  served  out  all  c^ 
hie  time.  Had  he  been  credited  with  all  his  good  time  his  term  wonlJ 
have  expired  March  21, 1891;  but  it  was  claimed  by  the  Warden  that  by 
reason  of  infractions  of  the  prison  rules  his  time  had  been  so  reduced  that 
his  term  would  not  expire  for  some  time 

It  appeared  on  the  hearing  that  the  board  had  adopted  written  rules 
concerning  discipline  but  had  not  a^lopted  any  rules  in  the  prison,  stating 
definitely  what  the  forfeiture  should  be  for  infractions  of  these  rules. 
The  rules  which  had  been  adopted  being  only  three  in  number  and  very 
indefinite,  and  that  the  board  had  made  no  written,  certain  standard  of  the 
number  of  days  that  would  be  lost  from  the  good  time  for  aay  particular 
misconduct. 
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It  did  not  appear  that  the  prisoners  were  notified  each  month,  if  at  all, 
of  their  standing  as  to  lost  time,  unless  it  was  aaked  for.  The  record  of 
infractions  was  Kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  priaon,  from  reports  of  the  keep- 
ers and  other  officers,  in  a  book  called  the  "Warden's  Daily  Joamal,"  and 
the  statement  from  this  book  was  fibred  np  by  the  Warden's  clerk  on 
reqnest  of  prisoners,  but  it  did  not  appear  that  that  was  done  very  accnr- 
ately.  The  inspectors  of  the  prison  approved  the  reports  of  the  keepers 
and  officers  by  simply  signing  their  names  to  the  journaL 

There  was  an  unwritten  rule  that  had  existed  in  the  prison  for  upwards 
of  twenty  years,  by  which  any  convict  forfeited  for  each  offense  in  each 
month  aa  many  days  good  time  as  be  would  have  earned  during  that 
month,  and  in  case  there  were  two  infractions  in  the  same  month,  then  he 
would  lose  the  same  amount  of  time  for  each  infraction  of  the  rules. 

It  appeared  that  Walsh  attempted  to  escape  in  January,  1891,  also  that 
he  had  weapons  in  his  hands  at  that  time.  Under  the  long  standing  role 
above  referred  to,  there  was  charged  np  to  him  two  infractions  that  month 
and  a  deduction  made  of  seven  and  one-half  days  for  each  offense. 

There  was  a  rule  of  the  prison  that  provided  that  the  board  might,  if  they 
saw  fit,  deduct  from  a  convict  all  of  his  good  time  for  attempting  to  escape. 

The  board  had  not  taken  any  action  whatever  concerning  the  attempt  of 
Walsh  to  escape  further  than  to  si^  the  record  from  which  was  deducted 
the  fifteen  days  for  the  two  infractions  in  Jantiary.  Subsequently  in  June 
Walsh  mode  an  application  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Jackson  county  to  be 
discharged,  on  the  ground  that  his  time  had  expired.  The  Circuit  Judge 
remanded  Walsh,  and  the  board  of  control  of  the  prison  thereupon  met 
and  passed  a  resolution  forfeiting  all  of  Walsh's  good  time. 

The  court  held  that  the  object  of  the  statute  of  this  State  permitting 
good  time  to  be  earned  by  convicts  is  to  stimulate  the  prisoners  to  good 
behavior  by  the  hope  of  reward  in  the  shortening  of  their  term  of  confine- 
ment, and  that  the  forfeiture  of  such  good  time  could  not  rest  in  the  caprice 
or  favoritism  of  the  board  in  each  particular  case,  but  should  depend  upon 
fi^ed  and  regular  rules  applying  to  all  alike;  that  the  rules  shonld  be 
adopted  and  made  of  record  by  the  board  and  be  promulgated  by  the 
Warden  so  as  to  be  known  and  understood  by  the  prisoners. 

The  Court  further  held  that  the  rule  which  had  existed  for  twenty  years 
by  which  a  convict  forfeited,  any  month,  for  an  infraction  of  the  rules,  the 
amount  of  good  time  that  he  might  have  earned,  must  be  presumed  to 
have  been  adopted  by  authority,  and  to  be  known  to  the  prisoners  then 
confined  in  prison,  and  be  binding  both  upon  the  board  and  the  prisoners 
until  other  rules  were  adopted;  that  the  resolution  of  the  board  in  June, 
by  which  they  attempted  to  forfeit  all  of  Walsh's  good  time,  was  void ; 
and  that  computing  tlie  actual  time  that  Walsh  had  lost  by  reason  of  the 
above  mentioned  rule,  his  time  would  not  expire  until  July  12, 1891,  at 
noon,  and  he  was  accordingly  remanded. 

Reported  in  49  N.  W.  Rep.,  606.

Thia  schedule  contains  a  liert  of  mandamus  cases,  quo  warranto,  tai 
other  proceedings  commenced  by  the  Attorney  General  in  behalf  of  tie 
State,  or  commenced  by  other  parties,  in  which  the  State  is  directly 
inteiested: 

Auditor  General  of  the  State  of  Michigan  vs.  Board  o£  Snperrisois  of 
Midland  county.     Mandamus.     Writ  denied. 

This  was  a  petition  for  mandamus  to  compel  the  board  of  gnperriaors 
of  Midland  county  to  apportion  among  the  several  townships  of  that 
county  an  amount  of  indebtednesa  claimed  to  be  due  the  State  from  said 
couniy.  The  controversy  arose  over  the  amount  found  by  the  Auditor 
General  to  be  due  the  State  from  said  county. 

The  only  question  for  consideration  presented  to  the  Court  was  the  mHO- 
ner  of  keeping  the  books  between  the  county  and  the  State,  and  whether 
the  counter  waa  estopped  b^  the  dealings  had  between  it  and  the  St»t« 
from  making  claim  for  certain  accounte. 

The  Court  held  that  where  the  account  of  taxes  between  a  county  and  a 
State  include  items  against  the  county  which  the  State  has  no  right  tf> 
charge  against  it,  but  which  are  carried  iu  the  account  for  years  without 
dispute,  and  are  included  in  the  annnal  settlements  between  the  coontj 
treasurer  and  the  Auditor  General,  the  county  is  not  estopped,  by  reason 
of  such  settlements,  from  disputing  the  validity  of  these  items,  when  it 
appears  for  the  first  time  what  those  items  were,  and  the  State  attempts 
by  mandamus  to  compel  it  to  collect  taxes  to  pay  these  chat^j^ 

Reported  in  47  M.  W.  Bep.,  579. 

Thomas  Wellman  vs.  the  Chicf^  and  Grand  Trunk  Bailway  Company. 

This  case  raises  a  question  concerning  the  constitutionality  of  a  portion 
of  act  Na  20a  of  the  public  acts  of  1889,  viz.:  That  part  of  the  act  fix- 
ing the  price  of  passenger  fare  at  two  cents  per  mile  in  certain  cases. 

The  railroad  company  refused  to  sell  the  plaintiff  a  ticket  at  that  rate, 
and  he  sued  the  company  in  the  Circuit  Court. 

When  the  case  was  brought  into  the  Supreme  Court  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral interposed  on  behalf  of  the  State,  as  it  was  for  the  interest  of  the 
people  of  the  State  to  sustain  this  law.  The  Court  held  that  the  law  was 
constitutional  The  opinion  is  reported  in  the  47  N.  W,  B^i  489.  The 
case  has  been  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  by  the 
railroad  company,  and  is  still  pending. 

Adoniram  J.  Smith  vs.  Board  of  State  Auditors. 

This  was  a  petition  for  mandamus  to  compel  t^e  Board  of  State  Anditois 
to  audit  and  allow  $100  State  bounties  under  the  act  of  Feb.  4, 1864.

The  relator  first  applied  to  tlie  Supreme  Court  for  a  mandamus  to  coiU' 
pel  the  Auditor  General  #0  issue  his  warrant  for  this  claim.  This  writ 
was  refused.     (Smith  vs.  Aplin  46  N.  W.  Hep.,  136.) 

He  then  filed  this  application. 

The  question  involved  in  this  case  was  the  constrnction  of  section  6  of 
act  Mo.  23  of  the  laws  of  1861.  That  part  of  the  section  involved  is  as 
follows:  "There  shall  be  paid  from  the  war  fnnd  of  this  State  a  nniform 
State  boTinty  of  tlOO  to  each  person  ■  •  *  •  who  may  hereafter  enlist 
and  be  mnstered  into  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  shall  be  credited  on  the  qnota  of  this  State  *  *  •  under  any 
call  or  order  of  the  president  or  military  authorities  of  the  United  Statee 

•  •  •  made  qr  issued  since  the  first  day  of  January,  1864,  *  •  *." 
The  act  was  passed  February  4,  and  approved  February  5, 1864. 

One  call  had  been  made  February  1,  1864,  of  200,000  men.  Four  other 
calls  were  made  during  the  year  1864,  dated  respectively:  March  14, 
April  23,  July  18,  aud  Deoember  19. 

Relator  claims  that  the  act  included  bounties  to  all  soldiers  who  were 
enlisted  and  credited  upon  calls  subsequent  to  its  passage  as  well  as  upon 
those  prior  thereto. 

The  Court  held  that  his  right  depended  entirely  upon  the  meaning  of 
the  word  "since"  used  In  the  act;  and  that  the  word  "since"  as  used  in 
the  act  means  any  call  or  order  made  or  issued  since  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary and  before  the^ourth  day  of  February,  1864. 

As  the  petitioner  did  not  enlist  under  the  call  named,  the  writ  was  denied. 

The  case  is  reported  in  48  N.  W.  Rep.,  627. 

The  People  ex  rel.  Attorney  General  vs.  Harsden  C.  Bnrch. 

This  was  a  proceeding  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto  to  test  the  r^ht 
of  the  respondent  to  hold  the  office  of  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the 
county  o/t  Kent 

Firal,  It  was  urged  that  the  law  under  which  the  respondent  held  his 
office  was  not  legally  passed. 

The  bill  passed  by  the  Senate,  wag  amended  and  passed  by  the  House  and 
the  Senate  concurred  in  the  amendment,  and  sent  it  to  the  engrossing 
committee;  afterwards  the  House  requested  ite  return,  and  the  Senate 
obtained  it  from  the.  committee,  after  which  the  Journal  recites  the 
following  proceeding:  "  *  #  *  Moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by 
which  the  Senate  pasaed  ike  bill,  which  motion  prevailed.  The  question 
being  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  on  motion  of  *  *  *  ,  the  bill  was 
ordered  returned  to  the  House."  At  the  close  of  the  Journal  for  the 
session,  and  before  the  secretary's  certificate,  among  the  list  of  "errata 
in  the  records  of  bills,"  was  a  reference  to  the  page  and  lines  of  this 
entiT  with  this  correction:  "The  vote  reconsidered  was  not  the  passage  of 
the  bill,  but  the  vote  by  which  the  Senate  concurred  in  the  House  amend- 
ments to  the  bill" 

It  was  claimed  that  the  secretary  had  no  right  te  make  the  correction. 
Held,  that  it  must  be  presumed  that  the  vote  was  as  stated  in  the 
secretary's  correction,  as  that  was  the  proper  course,  and  that  the  bill  was 
properly  passed. 

Second,  On  the  original  passage  the  Senate  voted  that  the  bill  should 
teke  effect  immediately  and  the  House,  after  amending  it,  passed  a  like 
vote.  The  Senate  concurred  in  the  amendmente,  but  ^d  not  again  give  it 
immediate  effect.  It  was  claimed  by  reason  of  this  that  the  bill  did  not  teke 
immediate  effect,  and  that  the  appointment  was  made  before  the  bill  took 
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effect  Held,  that  the  bill  woald  take  effect  immediately  althongli  the 
Senate  when  it  concnrred  in  the  amendment  di^  not  vote  o^d  to  that 
effect. 

Third,  The  act  under  which  respondent  received  his  appointment 
provideB,  among  other  things:  "The  person  so  appointed  ah^l  hold  his 
office  proviBionally  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  nntil  the  general 
election  for  township  officers  in  the  spring  of  1893,  or  until  his  snccesBor 
shall  be  elected,  and  the  term  for  which  said  judge  ehall  be  appointed 
shall  expire  December  31, 1893." 

Held,  that  the  act  was  valid  so  far  as  it  authorized  the  appointment  (J  a 
judge  to  hold  ontil  the  next  general  election,  but  that  the  Legislature  had 
no  power  to  extend  the  term  of  the  person  appointed  beyond  that  tiin& 

FouTtk,  Held,  that  the  person  appoints  was  authorized  to  hold  his 
office  until  his  succeesor  was  elected.  Further  held  that  at  the  time  the 
information  was  filed  in  the  case,  September  10, 1890,  the  respondent  waB 
legally  holding  the  office  of  circuit  judge,  and,  therefore,  the  writ  should 
be  dismissed. 


Alexander  P.  Waite  vs.  the  Commissioner  of  Land  Office. 

In  1883  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  by  act  Na  130  of  the  laws  of  1B83, 
granted  or  attempted  to  grant  "to  the  county  of  Livingston  ten  ^onsaod 
acres  of  swamp  lands  in  the  lower  peninsula,  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  straightening  the  chann^  of  Cedar  river  and 
its  east  and  west  branches,  and  opening,  widening  and  deepening  the 
same." 

One  Edward  W.  Sparrow  became  the  contractor  for  doing  the  work,  and 
upon  the  completion  of  the  work  certain  scrip  was  given  to  him  by  which 
he  claimed  to  be  entitled  to  take  ewsmp  lands  in  the  lower  peninsula 

Alexander  P.  Waite  was  the  assignee  of  Mr.  Sparrow,  and  by  virtue  d 
certain  scrip  obtained  as  assignee  aforesaid,  Waite  on  the  ISth  of  Novem- 
ber, 1890,  selected  the  sontn  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section 
twenty-four  (34)  in  town  thirty-eight  (38)  north,  of  range  three  (3)  weat^ 
Cheboygan  county. 

The  land  selected,  at  the  time  the  act  in  question  was  passed,  was 
licensed  to  Alexander  Gero  as  a  homestead.  Gero  abandoned  the  luid  on 
the  24th  of  October,  1890,  and  after  it  was  abandoned  it  had  not  again 
been  offered  for  sale,  as  provided  by  sections  5249-5253  of  Howell's 
Statutes. 

The  Commissioner  refused  to  issue  a  patent  for  the  land,  claiming  that 
the  land  could  not  be  taken  under  the  grant,  and  relator  applied  for  man- 
damus. The  case  was  heard  before  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  June  term, 
1891,  and  on  July  27th  the  writ  was  denied. 

Allen  0.  Adsit  vs.  Gilbert  B.  Osmun,  Secretary  of  State,  and  Allen  C 
Adsit  TB.  Board  of  State  Canvassere. 

These  are  two  mandamtta  cases,  one  against  the  Secretary  of  State 
asking  for  an  order  compelling  him  to  give  notice  of  the  election  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Circait  Jud^;  the  other  against  the  Board  of 
State  Canvassers,  asking  them  to  canvass  the  vote  given  for  Allen  C.  Adat 
for  the  general  election  in  November,  1890,  for  Circuit  Judge. 

A  request  was  made  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  give  a  notice  of  an 
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election  of  the  Circuit  Jadge  in  Kent  county.  The  Secretary  refused  to 
give  Hie  notice. 

The  dispute  arose  relative  to  the  construction  of  act  97  of  the  public 
acts  of  1889.  providing  for  an  additional  Circuit  Judge  in  the  county  of 
Kent  One  of  the  political  parties  claimed  that  in  so  far  as  the  act 
authorized  the  person  appointed  by  the  Oovemor  to  hold  the  ofKce  after  the 
general  fall  election  of  1890  it  waa  in  violation  of  article  6,  section  14  of 
me  oonfltitntion  which  authorizes  the  Ckivemor  to  fill  a  vacancy  only  until 
the  appointee's  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  and  which  provides  that 
"such  HuoceSBOr  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired 
term." 

The  relator  was  nomiDated  for  sach  unexpired  term  by  his  party,  and 
although  the  Secretary  of  State  refused  to  give  the  notice,  his  candidacy 
was  notorious,  and  unofficial  notices  of  election  were  posted  in  every 
election  precinct,  hia  name  was  on  the  official  ticket  printed  by  the  State 
authority,  and  at  the  election  he  received  the  full  party  vote  which  carried 
the  county  by  a  plurality  of  1,500, 

Held,  that  bis  election  was  not  invalidated  by  the  refusal  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  to  give  the  usual  statutory  notice  of  election,  as  the  want  of 
such  notice  did  not  result  in  depriving  sufficient  electors  of  the  opportanity 
to  exercise  their  franchises  to  change  the  result  of  the  election. 

Held  furiher,  that  the  election  was  not  invalidated  by  the  fact  that  the 
statute  under  which  the  respondent  was  appointed  waa  not  judicially 
declared  unconstitutional  until  after  the  election,  nor  by  the  fact  that  the 
other  political  party  made  no  nominations  for  the  office,  that  the  maxim 
that  all  men  are  presumed  to  know  the  law  must  prevail. 

The  writ  of  mandamus  was  granted  against  the  Board  of  State  Csn- 
vBseers  as  prayed. 

Beported  in  48  N.  W.  Rep.,  31. 

Joseph  A.  Neallv  vs.  Cornelius  J.  BeiUy,  Circuit  Judge. 

This  was  an  amilication  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  peremptory  man- 
damus to  oompel  the  Circuit  Judge  to  quash  the  proceedmgs  LDstituted  for 
the  purpose  of  disbarring  the  petitioner  from  practice  in  the  Wayne 
county  courts. 

The  petitioner  was  admitted  to  practice  by  the  Supreme  Court,  but  had 
never  been  admitted  to  practice,  on  motion  or  otherwise,  in  the  Wayne 
county  courts,  nor  had  be  signed  the  roll  of  attorneys  of  such  county. 

It  was  claimed  that  the  Circuit  Court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  disbar 
re^randent  because  he  was  admitted  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  Supreme  Court  denied  the  writ  January  T,  1891.  No  opinion  was 
filed. 


John  Boynton  vs.  Calhoun  Circuit  Judge. 

One  Jolm  Boynton  was  arrested  in  the  county  of  Calhoun,  charged  with 
being  a  "dmnkajd  and  a  tiplei^*  in  violation  of  act  No.  264  of  the  public 
acts  of  1889,  the  information  chamng  it  to  be  the  thiid  offense;  that  the 
previous  offenses  were  committed,  one  on  September  29, 1887,  and  the 
other  July  80,  1889. 

Act  No.  264  of  the  public  acts  of  1889,  under  which  the  information 
was  filed,  gives  the  Circuit  Court  jarisdictiou  in  cases  of  a  third  offense, 
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and  provides  the  penalty  of  impriaonment  in  the  Detroit  House  of  Correc- 
tion or  the  Beformatory  at  Ionia. 

The  respondent  being  arraigned  in  the  Circait  Ooatt  made  a  motion  to 
<^nash  the  information  on  the  ground  that  the  court  did  not  have  joriedic- 
tion  as  it  appeared  on  the  face  of  the  information  that  one  of  the  afCenses 
VBB  committed  prior  to  the  passage  of  act  Na  264  of  the  pnblic  acts  of 
1689.  The  motion  was  overruled  and  the  relator  made  an  application  to 
the  Sopreme  Ck>nrt  for  mandamus  to  compel  the  Circnit  Ja(^  to  grant 
the  motion  and  quash  the  information.  The  Supreme  Conrt  held  that  all 
three  offenses  most  have  been  committed  since  tbe  passage  of  act  No.  264 
of  the  public  acts  of  1889,  and  granted  the  writ  as  prayed.  No  opinion 
was  filed. 


Wesley  M.  Featherly  vs.  Georee  W,  Stone,  Auditor  General 

This  was  s  petition  filed  by  Wesley  M.  Featherly  of  Au  Sable  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  asking  for  an  order  against  George  W.  Stone,  Auditor 
General,  commanding  him  to  vacate  an  order  by  which  the  said  Auditor 
General  had  canceled  the  designation  of  the  "Lakeside  Monitor"  as  the 
newspaper  in  which  to  publish  the  lists  of  lands  to  be  advertised  for  gale 
for  taxes  in  the  county  of  Iosco  at  the  general  tax  sale  in  May,  189L 

The  facts  briefly  are  that  the  Honorable  H.  H.  Aplin,  Auiutor  General, 
before  the  expiration  of  his  term,  sent  to  the  relator  a  list  of  tiie  lauds 
which  were  to  be  advertised  for  sale  in  Iosco  county  in  May,  189L  No 
bill  was  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  Iosco  county  during  t^e  term  of 
office  of  the  said  Aplin,  relative  to  the  lands  described  in  the  list  sent  the 
relator. 

After  taking  poseession  of  the  office,  George  W.  Stone,  Auditor  General, 
revoked  the  order  made  by  his  predecessor  and  designated  another  paper 
to  publish  the  tax  lists. 

The  court  held  that  George  W.  Stone,  Auditor  General,  had  all  of  the 
rights  of  his  predeoesBor,  and  could  revoke  any  order  that  he  or  his  prede- 
cessor had  made  relative  to  the  papers  in  which  tax  land  lists  should  be 
Soblished,  and  that  the  designation  of  such  papers  was  not  a  contract. 
fandamus  was  denied.     No  opinion  was  filed  in  the  case. 

Gaffney,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  vs.  Missaukee  County  Circuit  Judge^ 

Mandamus.    Writ  granted. 

In  this  case  a  petition  was  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  praying  for  a 
mandamus  to  compel  the  Circuit  Judge  to  set  aside  the  order  quashing  au 
information  and  to  direct  the  court  to  proceed  to  trial. 

The  sole  question  involved  was  whether  a  discharge  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  upon  examination  of  a  person  chaiged  with  crime,  constitates  a  bar 
to  his  subsequent  arrest,  examination  and  trial  for  the  same  offense,  when 
the  testimony  upon  the  second  examination  is  substantially  the  same  as 
that  produced  upon  the  first. 

The  court  held  that  no  proceeding  can  operate  as  a  bar  to  farther 
prosecution  until  the  accused  has  b^n  put  in  jeopardy,  and  this  cannot 
occur  until  he  has  been  placed  upon  trial 

Beported  in  48  N.  W.  jRep.,  478. 
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Joehua  Ivison  tb.  Henry  Hart,  Circuit  Judge. 

The  zrand  jury  of  Isabella  county  found  an  indictment  ^aiuBt  the 
relator  for  Belling  liquor  without  paying  the  tax  provided  by  act  Ko.  313 
of  the  public  acts  of  1887. 

Upon  arraignment  in  the  Circuit  Ck>art  he  made  a  motion  to  quash  th» 
information  for  the  reason  that  it  did  not  aver  that  he  "iras  not  a  drug- 
gist who  sells  liquors  for  chemical,  medicinal,  mechanical  and  sacramental 
purpoaeB  only,  and  ia  strict  compliance  with  the  law,"  for  that  the 
information  omitted  the  words  "in  strict  compliance  with  the  law."  The 
Circuit  Judge  denied  tjie  motion,  and  on  application  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  mandamua  to  compel  the  Circuit  Ju^e  to  quash  the  informa- 
tion, the  order  was  denied.     No  opinion  was  filed. 

Burton  F.  Browne,  et  al  vs.  George  W.  Stone,  Auditor  General. 

The  relators  in  this  caoBe  asked  for  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  to     . 
compel  the  Auditor  General  to  audit  and  pay  their  account  of  J348.80  for 
publishing  the  delinquent  tax  lists  in  the  county  of    Huron  in  the  year 
1891. 

In  1890,  during  his  t«rm  of  office,  Hon.  B.  H,  Aplin,  then  Auditor 
General,  hod  sent  to  the  relators  a  list  of  lands  to  be  sold  for  taxes,  and 
requested  them  to  publish  the  same.  The  first  publication  to  take  place 
in  the  week  ending  January  30, 1891.  Subsequently  the  present  Auditor 
General,  George  W.  Stone,  revoked  the  order  and  designated  another 
paper  to  publish  the  list.  The  relators,  notwithstanding  the  revocation, 
published  the  list. 

Before  the  order  was  revoked  the  relators  had  done  some  work  prepara- 
tory to  publishing  the  list  The  Supreme  Court  did  not  grant  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioners  to  pay  for  the  publishing,  but  directed  that  the  Auditor 
General  should  ascertain  and  audit  the  amount  due  the  relators  for  the 
work  done  prior  to  the  time  that  he  revoked  the  order  of  publication.  No 
opinion  filed. 

Attorney  General  vs.  Frank  A.  Hooker,  Oalhona  Circuit  Judge. 

One  George  £.  Wilson  was  arrested  for  violating  8ec.  19  of  act  Ko.  187 
of  the  public  acts  of  1887,  by  acting  as  agent  for  a  foreign  insurance 
co^iany,  the  company  not  being  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  State. 

He  was  bound  over  to  the  Circuit  Court  and  an  information  filed  against 
him,  and  when  the  cause  come  on  for  trial  a  motion  was  made  to  quash  the 
information.  The  Circuit  Judge  granted  the  motion  and  held  that  said 
act  No.  187  of  the  session  laws  of  1887  was  unconstitutional  and  void  as 
being  in  conflict  with  section  20  of  article  IV  of  the  constitution  of  this 
State,  as  embracing  more  than  one  object  within  its  title. 

The  Attorney  General  made  application  to  the  Supreme  Court  for 
mandamua  to  compel  the  Circuit  tfudge  to  vacate  and  set  aside  said  order. 

The  title  of  the  act  under  consideration  reads  as  follows:  "An  act 
to  revise  the  laws  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  co-operative  and 
mutual  benefit  associations,  and  to  define  the  powers  and  duties  and 
regulate  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  all  such  corporations  and 
associations  doing  business  within  this  State." 

The  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  law  was  constitutional  and  granted 
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the  writ,  directing  the  Circuit  Judge  to  proceed  to  trial.    Ko  opinion  was 
filed 


In  the  matter  of  CoruelioB  V.  B.  Fond.  Application  for  requisition 
from  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  proceedings  on  habeas  corpus. 

The  Governor  of  the  state  of  Kansas  made  a  requisition  on  the  Oot- 
emor  of  this  State  tor  the  apprehension  and  delirery  of  Cornelius  Y.  B. 
Fond  on  papers  charging  him  with  embezzlement. 

The  papers  being  regular  upon  their  face,  Governor  Winans  wanted  a 
warrant  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  Washtenaw  county,  and  Mr.  Fond  was 
arreeted  thereon.  Subsequently,  and  on  the  same  diay  of  his  arr^t,  he 
applied  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  to  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  county  of 
Washtenaw.  The  Attorney  General  was  notified  of  the  pendency  of  the 
proceedings  and  attended  the  hearing. 

It  was  first  sought  to  release  the  respondent  on  the  ground  that  the 
Governor's  warrant  in  reciting  the  papers  on  which  the  warrant  was  issued 
described  them  as  a  "complaint"  instead  of  describing  them  as  an  " affi- 
davit" The  sheriff  amended  his  return  and  attached  thereto  copies  of  the 
entire  papers,  which  showed  that  the  "complaint"  described  in  the  Gov- 
ernor's warrant  was  an  affidavit  made  before  a  magistrate  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  but  which,  under  the  law  of  that  State,  is  described  as  a  complaint. 
After  the  amendment  the  bearing  of  the  cause  was  continued. 

Before  the  matter  came  to  hearing  before  the  Circuit  Judge  of  Wash- 
tenaw county,  Mr.  Fond  filed  a  petition  with  the  Governor,  asking  to  have 
the  warrant  withdrawn  on  the  ground  that  the  prosecution  was  for  private 
purposes  and  to  extort  money  from  him  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  crim- 
inal prosecution,  which  petition  specifically  denied  the  commlBsion  of  any 
offense,  or  that  he  was  a  fugitive  tram  justice. 

The  cause  was  heard  before  Governor  Winans,  and  after  hearing  the 
proofs  in  the  matter,  he  withdrew  the  warrant  and  ordered  the  discharae 
of  Mr.  Fond;  and  thereupon  the  Attorney  General  wrote  a  letter  to  t£e 
governor  of  Kansas,  stating  the  result  of  the  ^pplicatioa,  which  letter  is 
substantially  as  follows:

Dkar  Sis— I  dMire  to  say  in  relerehoe  to  yoat  applioation  for  extradition  warrant 
tor  G.  V.  R.  Pond,  that  the  Giovemor  of  this  State  issued  his  warrant  as  reqoasted  and 
Mr.  Pond  was  arretted,  after  wbioh  prooeedinga  were  oommeooed  b;  hiAeoM  corpu* 
before  a  Circuit  Judge  to  obtain  the  discharge  of  Ur.  Pond,  b;  reason  of  oertain  imper- 
fections appearing  in  the  papers. 

Pending  the  habeM  carpus  prooeedings,  which  were  adjoumad  from  time  to  time,  ■ 
petition  was  filed  with  Qovemor  Winans,  asking  that  he  withdraw  the  warrant,  reljriiig 
prinoiimllf  upon  the  alleged  fact  that  Ur.  Pond  was  wanted  in  Kansae  for  the  parpose 
of  serring  private  ends  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  publio  proeeoutiou. 

The  matter  of  this  petition  was  heard  before  the  Oovernor  and  it  woe  made  to  appear 
bf  letters  written  b^  Mr,  Springer's  attomeye  In  Kansu,  and  from  other  Bouroee,  tlutt 
the  real  object  of  the  prosecution  was  to  obtain  something  more  from  Mr.  Pond  oa  tM 
civil  liabilities  existing  between  him  and  Mr.  Springer. 

It  appears  without  oontradiotion  that  after  Mr.  Pond  left  Kansas  that  Mr.  Sprinmr 
sent  an  attome}'  to  Michigan  to  make  a  final  settlement  with  Mr.  Pond,  which  aatue- 
ment  was  made  and  accepted. 

This  attomer  wrote  (and  his  letter  was  placed  on  file  witti  Uie  Qovwitot}  in  anbatanoe 
that  the  object  of  the  pcoeecution  was  to  get  something  more  out  of  Hr.  Pond;  and  hia 
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directed  thatPond  be  diBchawd. 

I  attended  the  hearing  on  tiie  writ  of  kabeat  corptu  to  eustein  the  Governor's  wai- 
rant,  and  was  also  preeent  at  the  hearing  on  the  application  to  withdraw  the  same;  and 
while  I  am  perfeotlv  BStisfled  that  Mr.  Pood  ou{(ht  not  to  have  been  discharged  by  rea- 
son of  any  I^cal  teonneoalit;  in  the  papeia,  yet  I  believe  the  deoiaian  reached  by  Qo'v- 
ernor  Winans,  upon  the  hearing  of  the  facte  aa  to  the  object  of  the  extradition,  would 
have  been  fully  BUetoined  by  your  eioellenoy,  bad  you  been  preaent  at  the  bearinn- 
Very  teepeottally,

ing extradition  proceadinga.  If,  however,  it  was  established  to  the  satisfaction  of 
Governor  Winans  and  yourself  that  tjie  object  of  the  proaecution  was  to  oompromiae  or

Thia  schedule  containe  b.  list  of  all  chancery  casea  oommeDced  or  com- 
pleted between  JoIt  1, 1890  and  July  1, 1891,  and  casea  now  pending,  in 
which  the  State  is  directly  interested. 

The  People  vs.  the  Fboenix  Accident  and  Aid  AssociaticH). 

This  case  was  heard  npon  the  bill  taken  ae  confessed  in  the  Wayne  cir- 
cnit.  The  bill  chai^d  that  said  company  was  insolrent,  and  was  not  ctm- 
ducting  its  business  in  compliance  with  the  act  nnder  which  it  was  oi^ian- 
ized.  A  decree  was  entered  Jnly  25,  1890,  that  the  franchisee  of  the 
association  be  forfeited,  and  that  Joseph  M,  Weiss  be  appointed  receiver, 
and  the  affairs  of  the  company  wonnd  np. 

State  of  Michigan  vs.  Edward  W.  Sparrow,  et  aL 

This  is  an  infonnation  in  chancery  to  cancel  certain  patents  alibied  to 
have  been  improvidently  issued  by  ihe  State.  A  decree  was  obtained  by 
the  State  in  the  Ingham  C!onnty  Circuit  Court,  and  the  defendsote 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court.  On  June  29, 1891,  the  case  was  aigoed 
and  submitted  in  the  Sapreme  Court,  A.  A.  Ellis,  Attorney  General, 
appearing  for  the  State,  and  Frank  £.  Bobson  and  Isaac  Marstcm  appear- 
ing for  the  defendants. 

Anditor  General  vs.  Adolph  Slowman. 

This  was  a  petition  by  the  Auditor  General  nnder  the  tax  law  of  1889, 
to  foreclose  a  lien  for  State  and  County  taxes  of  1887.  A  decree  was  ren- 
dered against  defendant  in  the  Wayne  Circuit  Court.  He  appealed  to 
Supreme  Conrt  and  decree  was  affirmed. 

The  first  question  involved  in  this  case  was  the  oonstitntionality  of  tbe 
tax  law  of  1889.  It  was  allied  that  the  law  was  nnconstitntional  for  the 
following  reasons: 

First,  It  provided  for  advertising  and  sale  of  lands  before  obtaining  ■ 
decree; 

Second,    It  cut  off  the  right  of  trial  by  iary; 

Third,  It  made  the  rulings  of  the  Circuit  Judge  on  admiasions  oi 
exclusion  of  evidence,  final; 

Fourth,    It  deprived  a  party  of  his  day  in  court; 

Fifth,    It  made  the  acts  of  the  Court  administrative  and  not  jndiiaal. 

The  Court  held  the  act  constitutional,  and  cited  in  support  tiiweof  5i 
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Mich.,  350;  20  N.  W.  Hep.,  493,  where  State  caees  are  discussed  by 
Cooley,  C.  J. 

The  second  qaestion  was  raised  by  respondent  that  the  petition  did  not 
show  the  junsdictionat  fact  that  no  sale  of  the  lands  for  the  non-payment 
of  taxes  had  beentnade  as  contemplated  by  sectioq  71  of  the  tax  law  of 
1889. 

As  to  the  form  of  the  petition  it  was  held  that  it  was  prescribed  by  sec- 
tioD  52  of  said  act,  and  it  containing  all  the  statntory  requiremente,  was 
snfBcient 

Beported  in  47  N.  W.  Rep.,  566. 

Anditor  (General  vs.  Lake  Oeorge  &  Moskegon  River  B.  B.  Co. 

This  was  a  bill  in  chancery  to  enforce  Ua  lien.  Decree  was  obtained  by 
State  and  defendant  appealed.    Decree  modified. 

Several  qnestions  arose  in  this  case; 

First,  The  right  of  the  Auditor  General  to  file  the  bill  The  Coart 
held  that  he  had  sach  right. 

Secottd,  Are  railroad  corporations  excluded  from  the  operation  of  act 
No.  64  o£  1848,  which  provides  for  snit  in  chancery  to  enforce  lien  created 
by  statute? 

The  Conrt  held  that  they  were  not  so  excluded. 

Third,  Did  the  remedy  by  suit  in  chancery  exist? 

It  was  held  that  sections  1220  and  1221  of  Howell's  Statutes  did 
authorize  such  snitL 

Fourth,  Does  the  law  create  a  Hen  on  the  engines  and  other  rolling 
stock  of  the  company? 

Held,  by  the  Court,  that  section  3362  ibid  creates  a  lien  upon  tiie 
personal  property  of  a  corporation. 

Fifth,  When  did  the  lien  attach,  and  upon  what  property? 

It  was  decided  that  the  lien  attached  upon  the  filing  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioner's  computation  with  the  Auditor  General,  and  that  the  <  lien 
was  in  the  nature  of  a  mortgage,  and  included  all  the  property  of  the 
company. 

Sixth,  Was  the  lien  of  the  State  lost  by  the  laches  of   the  Auditor  ■ 
General? 

The  Court  held  that  it  was  not. 

The  decree  was  so  modified  as  to  render  Hume  and  Hackley,  purchasers 
of  the  above  named  company,  liable  for  the  production  of  the  property, 
which  formerly  belonged  to  the  defendant  company,  to  satisfy  the  tax  Hens 
for  the  years  1879  and  1880,  and,  which  came  to  their  possession  by  virtue 
of  the  sale;  and  if  they  failed  so  to  do,  they  would  be  held  personally 
liable  for  the  propertydestroyed  or  converted  by  them. 

Reported  in  46  N.  W.  Rep.,  730. 

Auditor  General  vs.  Serena  McLaulin. 

This  was  a  petition  by  the  Auditor  General  for  the  sale  of  certain  lands  r 
claimed  to  be  delii^uent.  Decree  was  entered  for  the  defendant  in  Wayne 
Circuit  Court  Complainant  appealed  to  Supreme  Court.  Decree 
affirmed.    December  2, 1890,  motion  for  rehearing  was  Bnbmitte<L 

The  only  question  in  this  case  was  whether  the  Auditor  General  had  a 
right  to  charge  the  one  dollar  upon  land  returned  delinquent,  as  authorized 
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by  sectioQ  52  of  set  196  of  the  public  acts  of  1889,  when  payment  vas 
tendered  prerioTis  to  filing  of  petition,  advertisement  and  sale. . 

The  Court  held  that  the  one  dollar  anthorized  -to  be  inclnded  in  the  peti- 
tion, conld  not  be  made  a  charge  i^inst  the  land  before  advertisement  and 
sale,  as  there  oonld  not  be  any  ench  costs  until  after  publication  of  the 
petition. 

Reported  in  47  N.  W.  Rep.,  233. 

The  State  of  Michigan  vs.  the  Flint  &  Fere  Marquette  Railroad  Com- 
pany, et  al. 

This  was  an  information  filed  by  the  Attorney  General  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Ingham  ooonty  against  the  Flint  &  Fere  Marquette  Railway 
Company  and  certain  other  parties,  trustees,  to  quiet  the  title  to  certain 
lands  and  to  obtain  an  accountmg  tor  certain  timber  sold  off  from  the 
lands  claimed  by  the  State  of  Michigan. 

The  case  grew  out  of  a  dispute  between  the  railroad  companies  and  the 
State  of  Michigan  relative  to  the  rights  of  each  in  certain  lands  granted 
by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Michigan.  The  State  of  Michigan 
claiming  that  the  railway  company  appropriated  15,370  acres  of  bods 
granted  to  this  State  as  swamp  lands  by  the  general  goremmeDt  by  the 
act  of  September  28, 1860. 

The  railway  company  denied  this  claim,  alleging  and  claiming  that 
the  lands  described  in  the  information  were  not  swamp  lands,  bat  lands 
granted  by  the  general  government  by  the  act  of  June  3, 1856,  to  the 
State  of  Michigan  as  a  trustee,  and  that  those  lands  were  aftemvrds  bf 
the  State  of  Michigan  granted  to  the  Flint  &  Fere  Marquette  Railway 
Company. 

Case  heard  in  the  Circuit  Court,  aa  stated  in  a  previous  report,  and  the 
State  obtained  a  decree  anbatuitially  as  asked.  The  case  was  ai^)ea]ed  to 
the  Supreme  Conrt  and  argued  aud  submitted  at  the  January  term,  1891, 
and  is  not  yet  decided. 
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This  Bchedale  contains  a  list  of  quo  warranto  and  other  special  pro- 
ceedings, aathorized  by  the  Attorney  General  in  the  name  of  the  Stote, 
but  directed  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  parties  interested. 

The  People  ex  reL  James  Hart  et  al.  tb.  Lawrence  Cain  et  aL 

Proceedings  disnusaed  Dec  24, 1890. 

This  was  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warraiUo  filed  in  the 
Supreme  Ooart,  to  test  the  right  to  office  of  certain  policemen  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Adrian. 

The  information  was  demurred  to  by  the  respondents  and  the  demurrer 
was  sustained,  and  the  proceedings  dismissed  with  costs  against  the 
relators. 

The  Court  held  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  dty  of 
Adrian,  the  position  of  policeman  was  not  an  "office"  within  section  21 
providing  that  all  officers  appointed  by  the  Mayor  or  Council  shall,  with 
certain  exceptions,  hold  office  till  the  ensuing  May;  and  that  the  position 
of  policeman  was  not  such  an  office  as  would  authorize  an  information  by 
quo  loarranio  by  the  Attorney  Qeneral  to  test  title  to  the  office. 

Beported  in  47  N.  W.  Rep.,  484. 

Attorney  General  vs.  Isaac  B.  Ifewcombe  ei  at. 

An  informatTon  was  filed  in  this  case  July  1,  1890,  against  the  Michigan 
Gas  Company  of  Detroit,  Mich.  Various  pleadings  were  filed  and  on 
Sept  23,  1890,  defendant  filed  affidavit  of  non>filing  of  replication  and 
default  was  entered  ^lainst  the  relators. 

Attorney  General  vs.  William  H.  liOnnon.     Quo  tcarranto. 

An  information  in  this  case  was  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  by  the 
Attorney  General  to  test  the  right  of  the  respondent  to  the  office  of  chief 
of  police  of  West  Bay  City. 

Defendant  was  elected  alderman  of  West  Bay  City  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Daring  his  incumbency  the  office  of  chief  of  police  was  created. 
Kearly  a  year  before  the  period  for  which  he  had  been  elected  had  expired, 
he  resigned  the  office  of  alderman,  and  was  appointed  by  the  Common 
Council  chief  of  police. 

Two  questions  arose. 

First,  Was  the  office  of  chief  of  police  under  this  charter,  one  which 
was  properly  the  subject  of  this  proceeding? 
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The  Cktart  held  that  under  the  charter  the  chief  of  police  of  West  Bty 
City  was  a  public  officer  and  a  proper  subject  of  mio  roarranto  pro- 
ceedings, referring  to  the  case  of  tne  People  vs.  Cain,  i7  N,  W.  Kep.,  481, 
as  clearly  distinguishable  from  the  one  under  oonsideratiou. 

Second,   Was  the  res^ndent  eligible  at  the  time  of  his  appointment? 

The  charter  of  the  city  provides  that  "No  alderman  shall  be  elected  oi 
appointed  to  any  other  office  in  the  city  during  the  term  for  which  he  was 
elected  as  alderman."  Under  this  section  of  the  charter,  which  ia  sub- 
stantially the  same  eis  section  IS  of  article  4  of  the  constitution,  the 
Court  held  that  respondent  was  ineligible  for  appointment  durii^  the  two 

{'ears  for  which  he  was  elected,  and  that  these  various  provisions  of  the 
awB  and  constitution  were  not  to  limit  the  prohibition  to  the  term  of 
actual  service,  but  to  "the  term  for  which  he  was  elected"  or  for  the  period 
of  two  years  from  and  after  his  election. 
Beported  in  49  N.  W.  Eep.,  308. 

QUO  WABBAIfTO  PB0CEEDIN08  PENDIKO. 

Attorney  Qeneral  ex  rel.  Alfred  Bussell  vs.  Fleetwood  Ward,  et  oI. 

This  was  an  information  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  the  7th  day  of 
December  1889,  by  the  Attorney  General,  upon  the  relation  of  Alfred 
Bussell  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  to  test  the  right  of  the  respondent  to  nse 
and  enjoy  certain  liberties,  privilepres  and  franchises,  to-wit;  that  of  being 
a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  "Detroit  Computing  Scale  Company" 
and  fuso  that  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  weighing  and  price  scaLfls 
ander  the  Fitrat  patent,  and  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  scales  in  geanal. 

Said  ocnnpany  claimed  to  be  organized  nnder  and  by  virtue  of  act  No. 
232  of  the  public  acts  of  1885.    , 

Attorney  General  ex  rel,  William  H.  Wilson  vs.  Pierre  E.  Witherspoon. 

This  was  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto  filed  Sep- 
tember 7, 1889,  to  test  the  right  of  Pierre  E.  Witherspoon  of  the  village  of 
Harrison,  Clare  county,  Michigan,  to  hold  the  office  of  vill^e  president  of 
said  village  of  Harrison. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  vs.  The  Detroit  &  Saline  Plank 
Boad  Comrany. 

At  the  October  term,  1890,  the  Supreme  Court  refused  the  Attorney 
General's  application  to  file  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  ouo  wamam 
against  the  respondents,  basing  their  ruling  upon  the  case  ot  the  People 
vs.  Detroit  &  Howell  Plank  F.oad  Company,  43  Mich.,  140.

highway  from  Woodward  avenue  m  the  city  oi  Detroit  to  the  viUi^  of 
Saline  in  the  county  of  Washtenaw.

This  was  an  inforniation  in  the  natn^  of  a  quo  vxirranio  filed  in  the 
Sapretne  Court  May  2t,  1890  by  the  Attorney  general  npon  the  relation 
of  Bobert  Gt.  Elliott,  to  teat  the  right  of  the  respondent  to  hold  the  oflSce 
of  eaperriaor  in  the  iowoahip  of  Burt,  in  the  county  of  Alger  and  State  of 
Michigan. 

The  People  esc  rel  Joseph  M.  Fuller  vb.  Lacian  C,  Palmer. 

This  was  an  information  filed  May  9, 1891,  to  test  the  right  of  the 
respondent  to  hold  the  office  of  Judge  of  Probate  in  the  county  of 
Montcalm. 


The  People  ex  rel.  John  E.  McDonald,  relator  and  appellant,  vs.  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alcona  county  et  al,  defendants  and  appellees.

OPINIONS  OF  THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL. 


Jtisticeg  of  the  Peace. — Oath  of  Office. 

The  oflSoe  ot  Justice  ot  the  Peace,  nnder  the  providone  of  Seotioos  728  and  619  ot 
Uowell'B  Statutes,  will  became  vacant  upon  the  failure  ot  the  person  elected  to  take 
and  subscribe  and  file  his  oath  o(  ofBce  and  bond  as  required  aj  Sections  767  and 
768  of  Howell's  Statutes.

Deab  Sib — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  or  not  the  office  of 
justice  of  the  peace  Trill  become  vacant  upon  failure  of  the  person  elected 
to  take  and  Babscribe  and  file  his  oath  of  office  and  bond  as  required  by 
sections  767  and  768  of  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  permit  me  to  say  that 
in  my  c^iuion  the  office  will  become  vacant  upon  such  failure.  Section 
728  of  Howell's  Statutes  provides  that,  "every  township  office,  including 
the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  become  vacant  upon  the  happening 
of  either  of  the  events  specified  iu  chapter  15,  as  creating  a  vacancy."  The 
provisions  of  chapter  15  referred  to  in  section  728  are  contained  in  section 
649  of  Howell's  Statutes,  by  the  terms  of  which  "every  office  shall  become 
vacant  on  •  *  *  his  (the  incumbent's)  refusal  or  neglect  to  take 
his  oath  of  office  ot  to  give  or  renew  any  official  bond  or  to  deposit  such 
oath  or  bond  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law."  The 
general  rule  is  that  such  statutes  are  directory  and  not  mandatory,  and  that 
where  an  officer  takes  an  office  by  election,  the  election  invests  him  with 
the  title  to  the  office,  and  that  the  statute  requiring  him  to  file  his  bond 
and  oath  within  a  certain  time  operates  as  a  defeasance,  and  not  as  a  con- 
dition precedent,  and  that  where  the  bond  and  oath  are  filed  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  and  accepted  by  the  authorities,  anthorized  to  ■ 
accept  the  bond  and  oath,  his  title  to  the  office  cannot  thereafter  be  ques- 
tioned. But  our  statute  is  peculiar  and  is  not  to  be  controlled,  I  think,  by 
the  general  rule,  the  neglect  ot  refusal  to  take  the  oath  or  to  give  or  renew 
the  bond  or  to  deposit  the  oath  or  bond  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  law,  being  placed  by  statute  upon  the  same  basis  as  the  other 
events  in  the  statute  upon  which  the  office  is  to  become  vacant,  viz.,  the 
death  of  the  incumbent,  his  resignation,  his  removal  from  office,  etc, 
events  which  "ipso  facto"  render  the  office  vacant.

Peak  Sib — I  have  had  under  consideration  the  letter  o£  Mr,  "Watts  S. 
Humphrey  of  Cheboygan,  in  relation  to  the  practice  under  the  tax  law  in 
cases  where  the  hearing  has  been  continued  beyond  the  date  of  sale  fixed 
in  the  notice  of  the  Auditor  General,  and  have  arrived  at  the  following 
concluaione: 

Ist  The  day  of  sale  will  be  such  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, and  the  sale  will  take  place  after  a  publication  of  notice  of  at 
least  four  weeks  as  provided  in  section  62. 

2d.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  under  the  law,  iQt«reet  might  be 
decreed  in  terms  to  the  day  of  the  sale,  but  as  there  is  some  doubt  aboat  it 
the  safer  and  better  way  is  to  compute  interest  to  the  time  of  the  decree- 

3d  and  4th.  The  form  of  the  decree  is  to  be  such  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  court,  and  I  think  the  decree  may  follow  the  form  prescribed  in 
section  57  down  to  the  clause  following  the  clause:  "It  is  ordered, 
adjudged  and  decreed."  After  that  the  decree  will  follow,  in  my  judgment, 
the  ordinary  chancery  decree  conforming  to  the  facts  and  case.  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  land  should  be  described,  not  as  provided  in  secticm  57 
(that  is  by  reference  to  the  record),  but  in  terms  of  survey,  and  that  tiie 
amount  of  taxes,  interest  and  charges  should  be  named  in  the  decree.  I 
think  such  is  the  reasonable  construction  of  section  59. 

6th.  The  original  decree  should  remain  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  a  cer- 
tified copy  being  delivered  by  the  clerk  to  the  treasurer  as  provided  in 
section  59. 

6th.  I  find  no  provision  for  notice  to  the  Auditor  General  that  a  decree 
has  been  made  in  such  cases,  but  it  would  be  proper  for  the  clerk  to  notify 
the  Auditor  General,  upon  which  notice  he  may  obtain  a  copy  of  the 
decree  or  decrees  which  will  give  him  the  information  necessary  to  proceed 
to  advertise  and  sell.

Dkab  Sib — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  5th  inst.  in  relation 
to  the  liabili^  of  J.  C.  Newhouse  for  turning  stock  upon  the  right  of  way 
of  the  C.  &  W.  M,  By.,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  have  examined  the  statu- 
tory provision  referred  to  in  your  letter  with  considerable  care,  and  that 
while  I  think  there  is  considerable  doubt  ae  to  whether  or  not  the  provision 
referred  to  is  covered  by  the  title  ofjhe  act,  which  is  as  follows:  "An  act 
to  revise  the  laws  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  companies, 
and  to  regulate  the  running  and  man^ement,  and  to  Ex  the  duties  and 
liabilities  of  all  railroad  and  other  corporations  owning  or  operating  any 
railroad  in  this  State,"  still  the  public  interest  is  of  such  importance  and 
the  danger  to  the  public,  by  reason  of  such  conduct,  is  so  great,  that  I 
think,  if  Mr.  Newhouse  has  been  fully  informed  of  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  a  complaint  ought  to  be  made  against  him,  because  if  the  act

We  think  it  likely  that  if  the  township  saw  fit  to  fur- 
nish a  policeman,  such  action  would  be  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
bnt  we  do  not  think  that  a  private  individual  or  the  company  conld  fnraiflh  » 
policeman,  and  then  collect  from  the  board  or  township,  the  pay,  whatever 
amount  they  saw  fit  to  pay  for  such  services.

A  railroad  company  may  move  its  depot,  provided  the  village  or  commnnit};  is  not 
deprived  ot  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  company,  and  the  Railroad  Oommiasicmer 
has  no  power  to  compel  said  company  to  restore  it  within  the  village  limits.

Dear  Sib— I  have  had  under  consideration  the  petition  referred  with 
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your  commimication  of  the  6th  inst,  in  relation  to  the  corporate  dntiea  of 
the  Toledo,  Ann  Arbor  &  North  Michigan  Bailroad  Company  tovard  the 
village  of  St  Iiouib. 

The  petition  seta  up  that  the  company  constmcted  its  line  to  the  Tillage  • 
of  St  Lonis,  and  erected  its  passenger  depot  within  the  village;  that  the 
constmction  of  the  road  to  St.  XjooIs  was  brought  about  by  certain  aid 
cotes  from  the  citizenB  along  the  line,  which  notes  have  been  daly  paid. 
After  the  constmction  of  the  passenger  depot  within  the  village  the  com- 

Kny  Tnoved  its  passenger  depot  to  a  point  some  half  a  mile  outnde  the  vil- 
re  limits. 

'The  communication  refers  to  section  46  of  act  No.  174of  the  laws  of  1883 
and  act  No.  276  of  the  laws  of  1887  as  defining  the  powers  of  the  Com- 
missioner  in  the  premises.  These  sections  are  sections  84,  280  and  281  of 
the  compilation  made  by  you  in  1889.  From  an  examination  of  these  sec- 
tions I  am  unable  to  find  that  the  Commissioner  has  anv  power  to  compel 
the  company  to  restore  its  passenger  depot  within  the  village  limits.  The 
only  aathonty  given  to  the  Commissioner  by  these  sections  is  under  section 
281,  and  the  antnority  given  is  to  institute  proceedings  to  recover  a  penalty, 
provided  the  facta  are  such  as  to  warrant  proceedings  upon  the  part  of  the 
Commissioner,  I  am  not  satisfied  from  an  examination  of  the  facts  con- 
tained in  the  communication  that  they  are  snch  as  would  authorize  the 
Commissioner  to  act  in  the  matter.  I  think  under  certain  circumstances 
it  would  be  perfectly  proper  for  a  railroad  company  to  move  its  depot  from 
one  place  to  another,  provided  the  city,  village  or  community  is  not 
deprived  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  company.  I  do  not  think  that 
the  statute  was  designed  to  prevent  a  company  from  making  such  sobse- 
quent  arrangements  as  would  operate  to  its  convenience,  u  the  arrange- 
ments so  made  did  not  interfere  essentially  with  the  convenience  of  me 
communis,  and,  as  intimated  above,  I  cannot  say  from  the  facts  submitted 
to  yon  that  the  action  of  the  company  in  this  case  is  such  an  interference.

Insurance  policies.— Contract  of  insurance.— Enforcement  of. 

Certaiu  provisionB  in  the  policies  issued  by  the  Amerioao  Gasuslty  Insuronoe  ttnd 
Security  Csmpauy,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  unauthorized  by  the  charter,  and  the  oaa- 
txact  of  iaBuranoe  oould  not  be  enforoed  in  the  courts  of  thie  State,  (or  the  reason 


that  the  enptoj^er,  except  in  cases  where  he  vsa  liodtefoT  the  injurrof  the  employ^, 
would  have  no  insurable  intereet

Dear  Sib— I  have  had  under  consideration  your  letter  of  the  5th  inst., 
asking  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  the  second  and  third  items  of 
the  contract  of  insurance  of  the  American  Casualty  Insurance  and 
Security  Company,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  whether  the  terms  of  the 
contract  can  be  enforced  in  the  courts  in  this  State. 

I  have  examined  the  copy  of  the  charter  of  the  company  on  file  in  your 
office  and  the  statute,  Act  No.  237  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1881  as  amended 
by  the  act  of  1887,  by  the  provisions  of  which  the  company  is  authorized 
to  do  do  business  in  this  State,  and  am  satisfied  that  the  provisions  of  the 
policy  referred  to  are  not  authorized  by  the  charter  ^f  the  company.  The 
only  provision  of  the  charter  of  the  company  authorizing  insurance  of  this 
nature  is  asfoUows:  "To  make  insurance  against  the  Iu^i7VfTf  of  employers 
or  others  for  injuries  to  their  employes  or  to  others."  This  does  not  author- 
ize insurance  against  claims  against  the  employer  regardless  of  the  nature 
of  the  accident  whether  or  not  it  was  of  such  nature  that  the  employer 
would  be  liahle  for  the  injury.  I  think  items  four  and  five  are  open  to  the 
same  objection. 

Aside  from  the  lack  of  authority  contained  in  the  charter  of  the  company 
to  make  such  insurance,  I  believe  that  such  contract  of  insurance  could 
not  be  enforced  in  the  courts  in  this  State  for  the  reason  that  the  employer, 
except  in  cases  where  he  was  liable  for  the  injury  to  the  employ4,  would 
have  no  insurable  interest  The  tendency  of  such  insurance  would  be  to 
make  the  employer  careless  of  the  lives  and  safety  of  his  employes,  and 
would  be  manifestly  against  public  policy.

It  doefinot 
seem  possible  that  the  Leg^Biattire  expected  him  to  do  the  work  peraonaUy, 
neither  is  it  reasonable  to  suppose  any  clerk  in  his  office  would  be  a  suit- 
able person  to  perform  this  work. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Secretary  of  State  had  the  power  to  con- 
tract for  the  work,  and  the  State  wonld  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the 
same  when  performed;  and  that  a  claim  for  a  reasonable  compensation 
ought  to  be  allowed  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.

Selection  of  newtpaper. — Revocation  ofteleetion. 

The  Auditor  General  has  authority  to  revoke  any  aeleotion  that  he  ot  hie  predeceasor 
may  have  made  as  to  the  paper  that  should  publish  the  petition,  notioe  of  hearing, 
etc,  in  delinquent  tax  matters  under  the  law  of  1889.

In  reply  to  3u>ur  Question,  "Has  the  Auditor  General  authority  after  he, 
or  his  predecessor,  nas  selected  a  paper  in  which  to  publish  a  copy  of 
petition,  notice,  etc.  (as  provided  in  section  54  of  act  No.  196,  of  iSiblic 
Acts  of  1889),  and  sent  out  copy  and  notice  to  such  paper,  to  revoke  gnch 
selection?"  I  have  the  honor  to  reply  that  I  have  carefully  examined  the 
provisions  of  the  act,  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  possess  the  authorify 
at  any  time,  when  you  deem  it  expedient  or  for  the  interests  of  the  State, 
to  revoke  any  selection  that  you  or  your  predecessor  may  have  mads  as  to 
the  paper  that  should  publish  the  petition,  notice  of  hearing,  ete.,  before 
the  publication  has  commenced,  provided,  sufficient  time  shul  elapse  before 
the  next  term  of  the  Circuit  Court  held  in  the  county  where  said  selectitm  is 
revoked,  to  give  four  weeks  notice  of  the  hearing,  after  the  order  is  changed, 
and  prior  to  the  first  Monday  of  the  foUowii^  May. 

The  publication  must  be  once  in  each  week  for  four  succeesive  weeks, 
and  the  sale  is  to  take  place  on  the  first  Monday  of  May;  hence,  the  notice 
of  hearing  must  be  for  some  term  of  the  Court  that  occurs,  or  is  in  sesenon, 
four  weeks  after  the  notice  of  hearing  is  given,  and  prior  to  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  following. 

In  case  there  is  no  term  of  circuit  court  at  which  the  notice  oould  be 
.  given,  after  the  selection  was  revoked,  yon  understend  to  revoke  the  order 
would  necessarily  postpone  the  sala  tfust  what  effect  this  might  have,  it 
is  unnecessary  for  me  at  this  time  to  determine. 

You  have  all  the  powers  to  act  in  the  premises  that  your  predecessor 
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vopld  have  had,  had  he  contiitTied  in  office,  and  at  least,  within  the  limits 
above  given.  You  have  perfect  authority  to  make  such  orders,  and  revoke 
BQcb  selections,  as  yon  may  deem  expedient,  and  for  the  interests  of  the 
State.

Public  Heconl*.— Inspection. 


Lansing,  Jan.  7,  1891. 
Hon.  Geobqe  W.  Stone,  Auditor  Oeneral: 

Deab  Sib — In  reply  to  your  question  as  to  what  information  you  are 
Jiistified  in  giving  to  persons  making  inquiries  at  your  office  concerning 
State  business,  I  would  reply :  It  was  formerly  held  by  our  Supreme  Court 
that  the  special  interest  the  person  had  in  the  subject  inquired  about, 
governs  his  right  to  information,  and  that  no  person  had  a  right,  solely 
bom  cnriosiiy,  to  inquire  of  a  public  officer  concerning  the  contents  of  the 
records  in  his  office. 

In  the  case  of  Burton  vs.  Tuite,  44  N.  W.  286,  the  Supreme  Court 
clearly  overrule  the  doctrine  of  former  cases.  Among  other  tBings,  Judge 
Morse  says:  "  I  do  uot  think  that  any  common  law  ever  obtained  in  this 
free  government  that  would  deny  to  the  people  thereof  the  right  of  free 
access  to,  and  public  inspection  of,  public  records.  They  have  an  interest 
always  in  such  records,  and  I  know  of  no  law,  written  or  unwritten,  that 
provides  that,  before  an  inspection  or  examination  of  a  public  record  is 
made,  the  citizen  who  wishes  to  make  it  must  show  some  special  interest  in 
such  record.  I  have  a  right,  if  I  see  fit,  to  examine  the  title  of  my  neigh- 
bor's property,  whether  or  not  I  have  any  interest  in  it,  or  intend  ever  to 
have.  I  also  have  the  right  to  examine  any  title  I  see  iit,  recorded  in  the 
public  offices,  for  purpose  of  selling  such  information,  if  I  desire.  No 
one  has  ever  disputed  the  right  of  a  lawyer  to  enter  the  !R^ster's  office, 
and  examine  the  title  of  his  client  to  laud  as  recorded,  or  the  title  of  the 
opponent  of  hie  client,  and  to  charge  his  client  for  the  information  so 
obtained.  This  is  done  for  private  gain  as  the  part  of  the  lawjrer's  daily 
business,  and  by  means  of  which,  with  other  labors,  he  earns  his  bread. 

This  decision  was  on  a  special  statute  concerning  county  records,  but 
the  court  goes  further  and  overrule  the  case  of  Webber  vs.  Townley,  43 
Mich.,  as  to  the  common  law  doctrine. 

Based  on  the  above  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  it  is  my 
opinion  that  a  Stat«  officer  would  be  justified  in  giving  information  con- 
cemii^  any  public  records  in  his  possession.

Counties  are  not  chargeable  with  the  expense  of  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  flah 
ebutee  or  ladders,  but  are  chaiveable  onlj  with  the  expense  incurred  in  catuino  the 
erection  of  euch  ehuto  or  laddera.  The  supervieor  has  no  autbority  to  oonstroct 
these  Bhut«a  or  ladders  himself.

Deab  Sib — la  repW  to  your  queetiou  concerning  the  conatrnction  of  act 
No.  117  of  Session  La^t^  of  1^3,  as  to  whether  the  county,  under  this 
amendment,  would  be  chargeable  with  the  expense  of  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  fish  shutes  or  ladders;  I  would  say  Ibat  I  do  not  understand 
that  section  7,  as  amended,  contemplates  any  such  change  in  the  law.  When 
this  section,  as  amended,  is  read  in  connection  with  section  5  (section  2153 
of  Howell's  Statutes),  it  is  clear  that  the  expense  referred  to  in  section  7  as 
amended,  relates  only  to  the  expense  incurred  ia  causing  the  owners  to 
erect  these  shutee  or  ladders. 

Section  6  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  owners  or  occupants  to  "cause  to  be 
erected  "  and  "  all  such  shutes  or  6sh  ladders  shall  be  maintained  and  kept 
in  good  repair  by  the  owners  or  occupants." 

Section  7  as  amended  does  not  give  the  superviaor  any  authority  to  con- 
struct the  shutes  or  ladders  himself.    There  are  only  two  things  be  ciui  do: 

First,  "Upon  the  approval  of  the  board  he  shall  cause  to  beconstmcted 
by  the  oioner  of  said  dam  a  fish  shnte  or  ladder  as  provided  by  the  terms  of 
the  act;"    ■ 

Second,  He  can  prosecute  in  all  cases  where  the  law  is  not  complied 
with.  The  law  makes  no  provision  for  the  supervisor  to  put  the  construc- 
tion of  these  fish  shutes  into  otber  hands,  if  the  owner  refuses  or  neglecte 
to  act,  and  expressly  confines  the  right  to  prosecute  for  failure. 

The  phrase  "  the  expense  thereof,"  after  the  duty  fixed  of  causing  the 
owner  to  construct,  I  think  refers  to  the  expense  incurred  in  performing  that 
duty,  and  as  "inspector  of  dams,"  and  has  no  reference  to  the  expense  of 
the  shnte  or  ladder  itaeli

Dear  Sib — Your  favor,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  requesting  an 
opinion  concerning  the  meaning  of  section  14,  article  5,  constitution,  as  to 
whether  the  right  o£  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  vote  in  case  of  a  lie,  is 
confined  to  times  when  the  Senate  is  in  committee  of  the  whole,  or  applies 
in  other  cases,  is  received. 

Article  5,  section  14,  providea,  "The  Lientenant  Governor  shall,  by- 
virtue  of  his  office,  be  President  of  the  Senate.    In  committee  of  the 
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whole  he  may  debate  all  qaestions  and  when  there  is  an  eqaal  dirisioD,  he 
shall  ^ve  the  castiDg  vote." 

Article  4,  section  19,  provides,  "No  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  become 
a  law  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  to 
each  house." 

To  allow  the  Lieutenant  Oovemor  to  vote  in  case  of  a  tie  on  the  passage 
of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  would  not  get  such  a  majority  as  is  provided 
by  the  constitution,  as  the  Lieutenant  Governor  is  not  one  of  the  members 
elect  provided  for  by  this  section. 

Article  4,  section  2,  provides  that  "  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  thirty- 
two  members."  The  Lieutenant  Governor  has  only  such  right  to  vote  as 
given  by  the  constitution. 

The  question  really  is,  does  the  section  14  of  article  5  apply  to  all 
questions  od  which  there  is  a  tie,  excepting  those  mentioned  in  section  19 
of  article  4?  Or  does  it  app^y  only  to  an  equal  division  in  committee  of 
the  whole? 

Usually  in  committee  of  the  whole,  a  member  is  in  the  chair,  and  for 
what  good  reason  could  the  clause  be  placed  in  the  constitution  to  apply 
only  in  committee  of  the  whole?  If  this  clause  applies  only  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  with  a  literal  construction,  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
conld  vote  in  committee  of  the  whole,  in  case  of  tie,  whether  he  was  in 
the  chair  or  not.  The  clause  certainly  does  not  mean  that  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  can  vote  in  committee  of  the  whole  in  case  of  a  tie,  whether  he 
is  in  the  chair  or  not;  such  a  proceeding  in  parliamentary  practice  is  with- 
out any  precedent.  If  the  framers  of  the  constitution  intended  to  limit 
the  right  to  vote  simply  to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and  thus  to  limit 
the  authority  of  the  President  of  the  Senate  far  beyond  the  usual  limit  of 
the  powers  of  such  officers,  it  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  the 
framers  of  the  constitution  would  have  made  a  clear  statement  of  their 
intention. 

Taking  all  the  provisions  together  that  apply  to  this  matter,  it  is  my 
opinion  that  the  Lieutenant  Governor  can  vote,  when  presiding,  in  all 
cases  where  there  is  an  eqaal  division  on  all  qaesttons,  excepting  bills  and 
joint  resolutions.

Lecialative  oommitteee,  appointed  to  visit  State  institutionB,  are  entitled  only  to  actual 
expenses  iu  addition  to  their  ubu&I  fees.  If  the  ezpenaaa  are  to  be  paid  without  a 
vote,  the  preBiding  officer  has  a  right,  and  it  is  his  duty  to  asoertaiD  the  actual 
expeneee  of  members  of  oommitteee.

Hon.  John  Stbohq,  lAevienant  Oovemor: 

Deab  Sib — I  have  examined  the  law  relative  to  the  question  submitted 
by  you. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  members  of  legislative  conunittees,  appointed  to 
visit  State  institutions,  are  entitled  to  receive,  in  addition  to  tneir  usual 
fees,  their  "actual  expenses  incurred  for  travel."     (Sec.  67,  Howell's  Stat- 
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ateg. )    This  wonld  include  transportatioD  and  their  hotel  expeuMB  seta- 
ally  paid. 

If  it  ooat  a  member  nothing  for  transportation,  and  nothing  for  his  hotel 
expenses,  he  vonld  not  be  entitled  le^U;  to  anything  in  addition  to  biB 
nsnal  fees  as  a  legislator.  If  a  man  travels  tree  and  is  entertained  free, 
he  has  no  "actnal  ezpensea  incurred  for  travel,"  and  is  not  entitled  to  any 
expense  money. 

If  their  expenses  are  to  be  paid  without  any  vote  of  the  Senate  and 
simply  on  your  certificate,  (Sec.  66  and  67,  Howell's  Statntea),  you  have  ■ 
right,  and  it  is  also  ^our  duty  to  ascertain  what  the  actnal  expense  is  of 
each  member  of  visiting  committees  from  the  Senate,  incurred  for  travel, 
before  yon  certify  to  such  expense.

To  the  Board  of  State  Auditora  : 

6ENTL£»BN~The  bill  of  John  E.  Foley,  prosecutii^;  attorney  d 
Calhotin  county,  has  been  referred  to  me  by  the  clerk  of  your  board  for 
an  official  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  same  is  a  legal  claim  against 
the  State  of  Michigan. 

The  only  queBtion  in  this  case  is:  .  Does  act  No.  72  of  the  public  acts  of 
18S7  apply  when  a  criminal  case,  or  the  qaestions  involved  in  a  crimiiul 
case,  are  removed  to  the  Snpreme  Court  by  mandamus. 

Said  act  provides  as  follows:  "That  in  all  criminal  proceedings  removed 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  by  appeal  or  otherwise,  it  shalTbe  the  duty  o£  the 
prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  from  whence  any  cause  is  so  removed, 
to  appear  on  behalf  of  the  People  therein,  etc"  The  act  farther  providw 
that  the  prosecuting  attorney  for  such  services  shall  have  a  "reasmiable 
compensation,  inclnding  his  expense  in  travel,"  to-be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  State  Auditors. 

In  the  case  in  which  Mr.  Foley  presents  this  bill,  a  criminal  case  waa 
pending  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  Calhoun  county.  The  defendant  in  that 
suit,  by  his  attorney,  made  a  motion  to  quash  the  information,  which 
motion  was  denied  by  Judge  Hooker.  As  the  motion  wag  denied,  the 
defendant,  by  his  attorney,  came  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  asked  said 
Court  to  grant  a  writ  of  mandnmus  to  comp^  Judge  Hooker  to  quash  the 
information,  or  in  other  words,  to  grant  defendant  s  motion.  If  the  Cotut 
granted  this  writ  the  criminal  case  wonld  be  thrown  oat  of  court. 

The  proceeding  by  the  Supreme  Coart,  although  in  form  against  the 
Circuit  Judge,  is  in  fact  a  step  in  the  criminal  case,  and  the  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court  wiU  either  a£Brm  a  decision  made  by  the  Circoil 
Judge,  or  it  will  compel  him  to  reverse  it  and  discharge  the  reepondoit. 

The  Supreme  Court  is  an  appellate  Court,  and  has  a  right  to  being  before 
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it  the  proceedings  of  an  inferior  conrt  by  any  appropriate  writ  Manda- 
mus is  the  appropriate  remedy  in  a  case  like  the  one  under  consideration. 
If  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  his  discharge,  he  was  entitled  to  speedy 
reliel 

Tawas,  etc.,  K.  B.  vs.  Iobco  County  Circuit  Jndge,  44  Mich.,  471. 

In  the  case  of  the  People  ex  reL  Barrett  vs.  Bacon,  18  Mich.,  247,  the 
Supreme  Court  said:  "When  a  7nandamua  isBues  to  direct  the  action  of  a 
legal  tribunal,  proceeding  in  the  course  of  justice,  it  is  an  exercise  of 
supervisory  judicial  control,  and  is  in  the  nature  of  an  appellate  action." 
So  in  this  case,  the  action  of  the  Hupreme  Court  in  granting  an  order 
against  the  court,  was  to  all  intents  an  appeal  of  an  order  that  went  to  the 
very  foundation  of  the  criminal  casa  It  brought  all  there  was  in  the 
criminal  case  before  the  Supreme  Court, 

The  statute  under  consideration  provides  not  only  for  "cases"  but  "pro- 
ceedings" that  come  to  the  Supreme  Conrt,  not  only  by  appeal,  but  by 
"appeal  or  otherwise." 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legislature  intended  by  this  act  to 
^ve  the  Attorney  General  the  assistance  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  in 
all  criminal  proceedings,  which  are  steps  in  criminal  cases  commenced  in 
the  several  courts. 

I  cannot  see  any  difference  between  the  principles  in  this  case  and  that 
decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Oeoi^e  P.  Hopkins  vs.  the 
Board  of  State  Auditors.  The  case  was  deeided  in  1890.  No  opinion  was 
filed. 

In  the  above  case  the  relator  was  Prosecuting  Attomev  of  Kalamazoo 
county;  one  Henry  Franklin  had  been  convicted  in  the  Kalamazoo  Circuit 
Court,  and  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson. 

Afterwards  Franklin  sued  out  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  Supreme 
Court;  the  relator,  Geoi^e  P.  Hopkins,  as  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  Kala- 
mazoo county,  appeared  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  assisted  the  Attorney 
General;  afterwards  Hopkins  presented  his  bill  nnder  act  No.  72  to  the 
Board  of  State  Auditors.  They  disallowed  his  bill,  solely  on  thegronnd 
that  it  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  that  act;  and  Hopkins 
applied  to  the  Supreme  Conrt  for  a  writ  of  majulamus  i^inst  the  Board, 
and  the  writ  was  granted  by  the  Supreme  Court  against  the  Board  of 
State  Auditors. 

It  is  veiy  unusual  for  the  Supreme  Court  to  interfere  with  the  Board  of 
State  Auditors,  and  it  is  at  least  fair  to  presnme  that  the  Conrt  found  that 
the  relatpr  had  a  clear  legal  right,  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Board 
to  audit  the  claim,  or  thev  certainly  would  not  have  granted  the  writ. 

In  my  judgment  it  is  clear  that  by  the  words,  "by  appeal  or  otherwise," 
the  liegislature  intended  to  include  proceedings  of  this  class,  and  that  the 
account  of  John  E.  Foley  should  be  audited  by  your  honorable  Board.

Deab  Sih^ — Yoar  favor  asking  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  time  when  the 
Jndge  of  Probate  would  be  entitled  to  incDpased  pay  nnder  eecticHiB  9012 
and  9013  of  Howell's  Statutes,  by  reason  of  increase  in  the  population,  is 
received. 

Section  9012  of  Howell's  Statntee  provides,  among  other  things,  that 
"  the  amount  of  sach  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  Judge  of  Probate  of  the  Bevei&l 
counties  shall  be  based  upon  and  determined  by  the  popniation  of  the 
respective  counties  as  shown  by  each  succeeding  national  or  state  census." 

Section  9013  of  Howell's  Statutes  gives  the  basis  of  computation. 
Chapter  319  of  the  U.  S.  Statutesof  1888-9,  Sec  1,  page  760,  provides  "That 
a  census  of  the  population  *  *  *  shall  be  taken  as  of  the  date  of  June  1. 
1890,"  and  section  19  of  the  same  chapter  provides  "  That  the  ennmeiatioD 
required  by  this  act  shall  commence  on  tlie  first  Monday  of  June,  1890, 
and  be  taken  as  of  tbat  date." 

Under  the  U.  S.  Statutes  above  cited  the  population  will  be  returned  as 
Monday,  June  %  1890,  and  it  is  from  that  date  that  the  Judge  of  Probate 
will  be  entitled  to  compute  his  compensation. 

Inquiry  at  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  today  revealed  the  fact  that  no 
official  count  of  your  county  has  yet  been  furnished  to  the  State.  A  letter 
was  shown  me  from  the  Census  Bureau  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  stating 
that  "  The  final  official  count  of  Michigan  by  counties  will  be  available  in 
a  short  time,  and  as  soon  as  these  figures  are  compiled,  I  shall  report  tbf 
same."  I  call  your  attention  to  this  so  that  yon  may  not  take  any  acticm 
on  uou-official  papers.

Liquor  law.— Bond  to  protect  public.— Dotneatie  u>ijte.—lieatricti4m»  on  lak. 

Tb«  object  of  the  bond  required  br  soction  8,  aot  No.  313  of  tbe  Ibwb  of  18S7,  is  to  pro 
teot  tha  public  a|{ainet  the  ualawful  sale  of  liquor,  and  to  secure  paymeDt  in  casr 
of  injury  or  lose;  and  persons  yfho  raise  grapee  and  manufacture  them  into  watt 
and  then  sell  to  every  one  who  will  buy,  should  ^ve  bonds.  Such  perBons  irouid 
be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  law  if  they  sold  to  minora  and  to  otbei  {leRons 
named  in  the  prohibited  clase  in  eection  13.

Deab  Sib — Your  favor,  asking  for  my  opinion  on  a  legal  proposition,  » 
received.  I  cannot  better  state  the  question  than  repeat  what  you  eay  in 
your  letter,  as  follows:     "We  have  in  this  county  quite  a  number  rf  peo- 
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pie  who  raise  grapes  on  a  large  scale.  When  they  are  anable  to  eell  to 
advantage,  they  manofactnre  them  into  wine,  and  then  sell  to  every  one 
who  will  buy.  This  practice  causes  drunkenness  and  disturbance;  the 
people  generally  supposing  that  the  liquor  law  authorizes  the  sale  and 
mauofacture  of  cider  and  wine  from  fruit  grown  in  this  State,  because 
section  2,  act  313,  laws  of  1887,  exempts  them  from  the  payment  of  the 
tax." 

The  questions  are  these:  "Does  not  this  law  require  thesa  people  to 
give  the  ttsnal  bond,  and  are  they  not  restricted  by  the  act,  and  to  what 
extent?" 

Section  8  of  act  313  o£  the  public  acts  of  1S87,  provides  among  other 
things:  "Every  person  engaged  in  the  sale  of  any  spirituous,  malt, 
brewed,  fermented  or  vinnous  liquors,  except  druggists,  shall,  before  com- 
mencing such  business  •  •  •  •  make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
county  treasurer  •  *  *  a  bond,  the  sufficiency  of  which  shall  be 
determined  by  the  townsh^  board  of  the  township,  the  council  •  •  * 
of  the  village  or  city  in  which  such  business  is  proposed  to  be  carried  on, 
to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan."  Conditioned,  "That  he  will  not 
directly  or  indirectly,  by  himself,  his  clerk,  agent  or  servant,  at  any  time 
sell,  famish,  give  or  deliver  any  spirituoas,  malt,  brewed,  fermented  or 
vinous  liquors  *  •  *  to  a  minor,  nor  to  any  adult  person  whatever,  who 
is  at  the  time  intoxicated,  nor  any  Indian,  nor  a  person  of  Indian  descent, 
nor  to  any  person  when  forbidden  in  writing  so  to  do  •  *  *  and  that  he 
will  pay  all  damages,  actual  or  exemplary,  that  may  be  adjudged  to  any 
person  or  persons  for  injuries  inflicted  on  him  or  them,  either  in  person 
or  property,  or  means  or  support  or  otherwise  by  reason  of  his  selling, 
furnishing,  giving  or  delivering  any  such  liquors." 

The  object  of  this  bond  is  to  protect  the  public  against  the  unlawful  sale . 
of  liquor,  and  to  secure  payment  in  case  of  injury  or  loss.  The  principal 
and  sureties  are  both  liable. 

Prior  to  1887,  the  liquor  law  providing  for  tax,  and  the  law  providing 
for  bonds,  was  in  two  separate  acts.  The  law  of  1887  attempts  to  combine 
both  of  these  features  of  the  law.  Section  2  divides  the  dealers  in  all  kinds 
of  liqnors,  -including  wine,  in  two  classy,  wholesale  and  retail.  All  persons 
who  sell  or  ofFer  for  sale  in  quantities  of  more  than  three  gallons,  or  more 
than  one  dozen  quart  bottles  At  one  time,  to  any  person  or  persons,  are 
wholesale  dealers;  and  retail  dealers  are  those  who  sell  by  the  drink,  or  in 
smaller  quantities  than  those  above  given. 

Two  questions  are  submitted: 

FHrat,  Does  section  8  apply  only  to  those  who'have  started  in  the  busi- 
ness as  a  business?  It  provides  that, "  before /commencing  such  business," 
he  shall  give  a  bond. 

It  will  oe  seen  that  section  8  of  act  Xo.  313  of  the  public  acts  of  1887, 
is  almost  an  exact  copy,  so  far  as  these  provisions  are  concerned,  of  section 
9  of  act  259  of  the  public  acts  of  1881,  and  in  the  case  of  People  va. 
K.ropp,  52  Mich.  582,  the  court  held  that  "  Selling  a  pint  of  liquor  in  a 
single  instance  without  having  given  the  bond  required  of  liquor  sellers  is 
a  violation  of  Howell's  Statutes,  Sec.  2270,  whatever  be  the  intent  of  the 
offender  as  to  going  into  the  business  of  liquor  selling."  This  case  would 
appear  to  be  an  adjudication  of  the  point;  but  subsequently  the  court  held 
in  the  case  of  Wildemarth  vs.  Cole,  77  Mich.  483,  where  it  was  sought  to 
show  that  a  sale  of  liquors  was  void,  because  made  by  the  sheriff  when  no 
tax    was    paid    or    bond    given,     that    "A    sheriff,    in    making    a    sale 
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of  mtoxicating  liquors  imder  an  execution,  is  not  'engaged  in  the  bonnese 
of  Belling  intoxicating  liquors '  within  either  the  letter  or  the  spirit  of  the 
liquor  law  of  this  Stata' 

These  cases  are  not  quite  in  harmony,  as  the  latter  puts  it  on  the  theory 
that  he  is  "  not  in  businees  within  the  letter  or  spirit  of  the  law,"  and  the 
former  holds  that  if  he  sold,  he  was  guilty,  and  it  was  immaterial  whether 
he  was  in  the  "business"  or  not. 

Under  the  statement  of  facts,  the  parties  who  sell  wine  to  "everyone  who 
will  buy"  come  within  both  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  law,  ami  in  my 
opinion  are  required  to  give  bonds  as  is  provided  in  section  8. 

See  also  People  vs.  Foster,  64  Mich.,  715. 

Section  13  makes  it  unlawful  to  sell  to  minors,  intoxicated  persons,  per- 
sons in  the  habit  of  getting  intoxicated,  and  to  Indians, 'and  persons  of 
Indian  descent  And  the  intention  clearly  is  to  protectthoee  persons  hwn 
the  hurtful  influence  of  such  beverages. 

The  liquor  sold  to  a  person  of  any  of  this  class  would  injure  such  per- 
son just  as  much  if  furnished  by  a  person  who  sold  and  fumisned 
occasionally,  as  though  furnished  by  one  whose  avowed  business  was  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  hquore;  and  would  be  just  as  clearly  a  violation  of 
the  spirit  of  the  law. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  any  person  who  sells  wine,  as  stated  in  the 
facts  in  this  case,  to  any  of  the  prohibited  claaseB  named  in  section  13, 
would  be  guilty  of  violating  the  law.

Deab  Sir — Your  favor  received,  asking  whether,  in  my  opinion,  a  con- 
viction in  justice  court  was  good  when  no  secority  for  costs  or  order  from 
prosecuting  attorney  was  (pven  as  required  by  section  7135  a  <^  Howell's 
Statutes  in  cases  not  excepted  in  the  section,  and  whether  defendant  coold 
be  l^ially  imprisoned  in  county  jail. 

In  the  case  of  People  vs  Gnswold,  64  Mich.  723,  the  court  say,  "While 
an  omission  to  secure  an  order  from  the  prosecuting  attorney  before  issuing 
process  in  criminal  cases  might  subject  the  magistrate  to  censure,  and  poa- 
sibly,  in  some  cases,  to  pecuniary  injury  and  SnanciBl  embarrassment,  H 
icas  never  intended  to  deprive  the  court  of  jurisdiction  in  any  case;  and 
whether  the  complaining  party  has  given  to  the  people  security  for  costs 
in  the  ease  is  a  subject  in  which  the  respondent  is  not  especially  interettedy 
and,  if  the  people  are  satisfied  to  prosecute  without  such  security,  there  is 
no  reason  why  he  should  complain. 

It  would  seem  as  though  the  construction  by  the  Supreme  Court  as  above 
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cited,  clearly  holds  that  the  justice  had  jnrisdictioii,  and  the  papers  and 
proceedings  being  otherwise  regular,  it  follows  certainly  that  the  party 
convicted  conld  tw  punished  in  any  manner  provided  by  law,  and  if  the  law 
provided  for  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  defendant  could  be  so 
pnnisbed.

Deab  Sir — Tour  letter  of  January  26,  asking  me  to  advise  you  soon 
"  whether  the  nantee  of  our  candidates  for  Supreme  Judges  and  regents 
must  be  on  the  same  slip  or  ballot  with  the  ward  constablee,"  is  received. 

Inasmuch  as  the  same  question  has  been  asked  by  different  township 
officers,  as  well  as  officers  of  the  various  cities  of  the  State,  in  replying  to 
you  I  desire  my  answer  to  cover  the  several  townships  in  the  State,  as  well 
as  the  wards  in  the  several  cities;  and  in  this  way  let  my  answer  to  yon  be 
used  as  an  answer  to  the  various  persons  who  are  asking  for  my  opinion 
concerning  this  matter. 

The  title  of  act  No.  263  of  the  session  laws  of  1889  reads  as  follows:  "An 
act  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  conducting,  and  to  prevent  fraud  and  decep- 
tion at  the  general  elections  in  this  State." 

Under  the  present  law  of  the  State  of  Michigan  we  have  a  biennial  fall 
election  which  is  denominated  a  general  election.  Section  137  of  Howell's 
Statutes  provides  "  that  a  general  election  shall  be  held  in  the  several  town- 
ships and  wards  of  this  State  on  the  Tuesday  sueceedii^  the  first  Monday 
of  November  in  the  year  1862,  and  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  of  November  every  second  year  thereafter,  at  which  there  shall  be 
elected  go  many  of  the  following  officers  as  are  to  be  chosen  in  such  years 
respectively,  that  is  to  say,  a  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  State  Treasurer,  Auditor  General,  Attorney  General,  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instrnction,  Commissioner  of  State  Land  Office,  members  of  the 
State  board  of  education,  electors  of  president  and  vice-president  of  the 
United  States,  representatives  in  congress,  senators  and  representatives 
in  the  State  Legislature  and  the  following  county  officers,  viz.:  Judges  of 
probate,  sheriff,  clerk,  treasurer,  register  of  deeds,  prosecuting  attorney 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  by  law  be  required  to  he  elected  at  such 
general  election." 

Section  252  of  Howell's  Statutes  provides  "that  a  general  election  shall 
be  held  in  the  several  townships  and  wards  of  this  State  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  April,  in  the  year  1863,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  in  ever; 
second  year  thereafter,  for  the  election  of  regents  of  the  University,  who 
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ehall  enter  on  the  dntiee  of  their  office  on  the  first  day  of  January  next 
encceeding  their  election." 

Section  638<)  provides,  "A  general  election  Bhall  be  held  in  the  several 
townshipB  and  wards  of  the  State,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  in  the  year 
1857,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  every  second  year  thereafter,  for 
the  election  of  Judges  or  Joetices  of  the  Supreme  Court" 

It  vill  he  f»ext  that  the  first  sectioii  above  cited,  providing  for  a  biennial 
fall  election,  not  only  makes  it  a  general  election,  but  expressly  provides 
what  officers  shall  be  elected  at  such  election. 

Section  252  above  quoted,  provides  for  the  first  election  in  the  year  1863 
and  every  two  years  thereafter.  Section  6383  provides  for  the  first  election 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  1857,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  every 
second  year  thereiter.  These  last  two  sections  provide  that  a  general 
election,  in  substance,  for  the  election  of  regents  and  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  shall  buke  place  on  fmd  after  the  first  Monday  of  April, 
1863;  and  it  vrill  be  observed  that  the  two  sections  last  above  quoted  not 
only  provide  for  the  general  election  every  two  years,  but  expressly  pro- 
vides what  officers  shall  be  elected  at. such  general  elections. 

In  the  case  of  Westinghaueen  vs.  the  People,  44  Mich.,  265,  Judge 
Campbell  enters  into  a  learned  discussion  of  what  is  vmderstood  % 
general  election,  and  among  other  things  says:  "It  will  be  seen  from  tul 
this  that  under  the  constitution  there  was  only  one  election  which  was 
ever  referred  to  as  a  general  election,  and  that  the  term  was  used  as  iden- 
tical with  the  Kovember  election,  which  was  previously  annnsl,  and  there- 
by made  biennial.  That  was  the  only  election  held  simultaneously 
throughout  all  the  State  for  officers  to  represent  Uie  whole  State.  At 
that  election  the  Governor  and.  all  the  State  officers  thronghont  all  the 
State,  and  the  senators  and  representatives  in  the  State  L^islatnre, 
except  in  the  Upper  Feninsala,  were  chosen.  The  only  other  elections 
referred  to  were  the  annual  town  meetings  and  the  sexennial  circuit  elections 
for  circuit  judges  and  regents,  in  which  the  upper  Upper  Peninsula  was 
separated  from  the  rest  of  the  State  for  judicial  purposes,  and  attached  to 
Wayne  county  for  the  election  of  a  regent  for  the  third  circuit"  Further 
on  he  says:  "It  is  hardly  necessary  to  eay  that  subsequent  legislation 
could  not  change  the  meaning  or  effect  of  any  part  of  the  ccmstitution." 

Speaking  of  the  construction  that  should  be  given  to  the  term  "general 
election,"  Judge  Campbell  further  says  (44  Mich.,  272),  "a  question  aroee 
in  the  Legislature  of  1859  whether  the  election  for  Supreme  Court  Judges 
was  not  the  next  general  election.  The  opinion  of  Mr.  Howard,  as  Attor- 
ney General,  was  asked,  and  he  reported  his  views  at  length,  holding  that 
the  November  election  was  the  only  one  at  which  amendments  conid  be 
voted  on."  House  Journal  1859,  p.  123.  After  a  full  consideration  of  the 
matter  this  view  was  adopted  as  correct,  and  all  the  amendments  which  have 
since  been  acted  on  havebeen  submitted  in  the  same  way, until  in  1875  the 
Legislature  adopted  and  submitted  for  action  in  1876,  wnen  it  was  ratified, 
a  change  which  followed  submission  to  the  people  either  in  the  spring  or 
fall,  as  should  be  determined."     Public  Acts  1875,  p.  310. 

The  constitution,  article  20,  section  2,  knows  but  one  general  election, 
and  that  is  the  biennial  election  held  in  the  fall.  And  yet  since  the 
amendment  to  the  constitution  in  1876  there  has  been  a  popular  idea,  gen- 
erally accepted  by  the  people,  that  the  election  held  in  the  spring  at  which 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  regente  of  the  University  were  elected, 
were  general  elections,  at  least  so  far  as  these  officers  were  concerned. 
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And  in  the  case  of  the  Attorney  General  vs.  Barch,  decided  the  present 
t«nn  of  the  Supreme  Conrt,  Judge  Morse,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the 
court,  uses  this  language: 

"Any  spriDg  election  at  which  Jnstioes  of  the  Supreme  Court  and 
regents  of  the  Dnivereity  are  elected  is  neceessarily-  also  a  general  elec- 
tion, and  is  now  so  regarded." 

Section  677  of  Howell's  Statutes  provides:  "The  annual  meeting  of 
each  township  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  in  each  year,  sud 
at  such  meeting  there  shall  be  an  election  of  the  following  officers:  One 
snpervisDt,  one  township  clerk,  one  treasurer,  one  echool  inspector,  one 
commissioner  of  highways,  so  many  justices  of  the  peace  as  there  are  by 
law  to  be  elected  in  the  township,  and  so  many  constables  as  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  meeting,  not  exceeding  four  in  number." 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  section  speaks  of  the  meeting  as  "an  anuual 
meeting  in  each  township." 

Section  10  of  said  act  263,  of  1889,  provides  that  a  ballot  shall  be  sealed 
np  in  an  envelope  and  filed  with  the  county  clerk  ten  days  preceding  the 
election. 

Section  677  of  Howell's  Statutes,  above  quoted,  provided,  among  other 
thiugs,  that  at  township  meetings  the  electors  shall  elect  "  so  many  con- 
stables as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  meeting,  not  exceeding  four  in  number." 

This  provision  gives  the  voters  a  right  at  the  township  meeting  to  deter- 
mine the  UTimber  of  constables;  how  the  ticket,  to  be  printed  ten  days 
previous,  is  to  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk? 

Article  two  of  the  constitution,  section  one,  provides  for  an  annual  town- 
ship meeting  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  in  each  organized  township, 
and  provides  for  the  election  of  "  a  supervisor,  township  clerk,  com- 
missioner of  highways,  township  treasurer,  school  inspector,  not  exceeding 
four  constables,  and  one  overseer  of  highways  for  each  highway  district.' 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  by  the  constitution  of  this  State  the  town  meet- 
ing is  provided  for,  and  the  officers  to  be  elected  are  severally  mentioned. 

Section  701  of  Howell's  Statutes  provides:  "At  the  election  o£  officers 
required  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  annual  township  meeting,  the  inspectors 
of  election  shall  be  the  same  as  at  the  general  election." 

This  section  clearly  makes  a  distinction  between  a  township  meeting  and 
a  general  election.  Otherwise  the  section  would  read,  "Inspectors  of 
election  shall  be  the  same  as  at  the  other  general  elections." 

The  title  of  act  No.  263  only  applies  to  "general  elections  in  this  State;" 
and,  although  the  general  election  and  the  several  local  elections  and  town- 
ship meetings  may  occur  at  the  same  time,  and  are  conducted  by  the  same 
officers,  the  law  does  not  require  the  general  ticket  to  contain  the  names  of 
local  officers. 

The  constitutioQ  provides  both  for  a  "general  election"  and  a  "township 
meeting,"  and  when  these  occur  on  the  same  day,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
officers,  who  act  both  as  local  officers  of  the  township  and  as  inspectors  of 
the  general  election,  to  ao  discharge  the  several  duties  imposed  upon  them 
that  the  interests  of  the  people  at  uii^,  and  the  local  interests  of  the  town- 
ship, shall  be  fully  protected. 

The  ticket  containing  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Court  Judge  and  regents 
of  the  University,  being  a  general  ticket  must  be  printed  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

And  inasmuch  as  it  has  been  the  custom  in  this  State  for  years  to  print 
the  names  of  candidates  for  circuit  judges  on  the  State  ticket  under  the 
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head  of  judicial  ticket,  I  would  recommend  that  in  those  circuits  vheie 
circuit  judges  are  to  be  elected  the  names  of  the  nominees  be  furnished  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  proper  local  parties,  and  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  be  requested  to  print  the  name  of  such  candidate  on  the  State  ticket 
under  the  head  of  judicial  ticket,  giving  the  number  of  the  circuit 

All  those  provisions  of  act  263  of  the  session  laws  of  1U89  must  be  carried 
into  effect  by  the  local  officers  concerning  the  State  ticket,  and  the  pro- 
visions concerning  booths  and  the  manner  of  voting  should  be  observed,  as 
near  as  may  be,  in  voting  any  ticket  at  such  election. 

The  inspectors  at  the  general  election  being  the  same  persons  who  have 
charge  of  the  local  elections,  would  have  a  right,  and  it  would  be  their 
duty,  to  enforce  the  reasonable  r^ulations  of  the  general  law  as  to  the 
manner  of  voting  the  local  ticket,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  good 
order  and  l^ali^  of  the  general  ballot 

Sufficient  ballot  boxes  should  be  provided  for  th?  various  tickets,  so  that 
the  general  ticket  may  be  put  in  one  box,  the  local  ticket  in  another,  and 
if  there  should  be  other  tickets,  that  they  may  be  placed  in  their  respective 
boxes.

Under  act  193  of  the  Beeaion  laws  of  1889  the  township  clerk  can  pay  only  auoh  auw 
for  the  relief  of  needy  Boldien  aa  are  determined  by  the  aotdier'a  relief  oomnus- 
aioQ  and  tiie  township  b<MJ^.  Amounts  awarded  must  be  paid  monthly.  Tbe 
fund  muBt  Dot  be  exhausted  by  th«  payment  to  any  one  eoldier,  simpty  becanae  no 

other  applioatioD  is  then  on  file.

Deab  Sib — Tour  favor  asking  my  opinion  concerning  th(*  manner  of 
payment  to  soldiers  ont  of  the  "Soldier's  Relief  Fund,"  and  whether  or  not 
the  township  clerk  can  pay  over  to  the  only  soldier  in  the  township  all 
of  the  money  belonging  to  such  fund,  without  orders  from  month  to  month 
from  the  soldier's  relief  commission,  is  duly  received. 

The  law  contemplates  that  the  soldier's  relief  commission  and  the 
township  hoard  of  the  township  shall  meet  together  and  determine  who 
among  the  soldiers  of  snch  township  as  are  reported  as  needy,  are  entitled 
to  reUflf,  and  how  much  should  be  paid  each  month  to  each  of  such 
soldiers. 

This  finding  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  each  month  is  then  filed  with  the 
township  clerk.  The  statement  of  course  thus  prepared  by  the  soldier's 
relief  commission  and  the  township  board  of  the  township,  will  sho^ 
definitely  the  amount  of  money  that  each  soldier  on  the  list  is  entitled  to 
draw  from  the  soldier's  relief  fund.  After  the  fond  is  raised,  the  towu- 
ship  clerk  without  further  order  from  anybody,  is  authorized  to  issue  his 
warrant,  or  order,  each  month  on  the  township  treasurer  for  the  unount 
dqe  to  each  person  as  appears  by  the  list  furnished  him  by  the  soldiere 
relief  commission  and  the  township  board. 
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The  township  clerk  can  pay  only  aach  snina  as  are  named  in  Buch  list, 
and  most  pay  monthly. 

He  wonld  not  be  authorized  without  direction  by  the  soldier's  relief 
commisBion  and  township  boaid  to  pay  over  all  of  the  money  to  any  one 
pereon;  and  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  law  that  the  money  shall  be  paid 
faster  than  from  month  to  month.  By  roferance  to  section  tour  of  said 
act  193  of  the  session  laws  of  1889,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  commission 
fihall  hear  and  determine  all  emergency  petitions  or  claims  for  relief,  and 
authorize  the  payment  of  the  same  if  allowed.  Claims  are  liable  to  be 
filed  in  any  portion  of  the  year;  and  I  conclude  from  this  that  the  statute 
does  not  contemplate  that  the  relief  commission  and  township  board 
flhall  pay  out  all  the  money  on  hand  at  any  one  time,  to  any  one  soldier, 
simply  because  there  are  no  other  petitions  then  on  file;  but  they  should 
provide  for  the  wants  of  the  petitioner  from  time  to  time  according  to  the 
best  of  their  judgment,  and  as  above  stated.  When  they  have  once  made 
an  order  as  to  the  amount  that  shall  be  paid  in  each  month,  that  order  will 
remain  in  full  force,  and  authorizes  the  clerk  to  issue  his  order  on  the 
treasurer  during  each  following  month  in  that  year  unlesS'  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  soldier's  relief  commission  and  township  board.

Salaria.— Right  to  Pay  Officer  de  facto.— Remedy  of  Officer  de  jure. 

Tceaaur«n  who  an  oharged  with  the  duty  of  yaying  ofBoial  BalariaB  have  the  right  to 
^7  upon  the  apparent  title  of  an  offloer  de  facto,  and  oannot  withhold  payment  of 
Balaiy  to  such  officer  when  demanded,  even  tbough  notioe  to  that  effect  ia  eerred  on 
him  by  the  officer  de  jure.  Where  the  salary  ia  paid  to  an  offloer  de  facto  it  can 
not  be  paid  a  second  time  to  an  offloer  de  jure,  and  the  right  of  action  of  the  officer 
de  jure  for  hia  ealsry  ia  against  the  officer  de  facto.

Dear  Sir— Tour  favor  by  A.  D.  Garner,  Esq.,  Deputy  State  Treasurer, 
conceminf;  the  claim  of  Allen  C.  Adsit  against  the  State  of  Michigan,  for 
salary  as  Circuit  Judge  of  the  17th  Judicial  Circuit,  from  December  16, 
1890,  to  February  5,  1891,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  you,  as  State 
Treasurer,  can  legally  pay  the  claim,  is  received  and  considered. 

The  facts  bearing  on  the  matter  are  briefly  as  follows:  The  Legislature 
of  1889,  by  act  No.  97,  provided  for  an  additional  Circuit  Judge  of  the 
17th  Judicial  Circuit;  and  declares  that  the  additional  office  of  Circuit 
Ju(^  of  snch  circuit,  created  by  the  act,  should  be  vacant  from  the  time 
the  act  took  effect.  "The  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  Governor,  the  person  so  appointed  to  hold  his  office,  provisionally, 
from  the  time  of  his  appointment  until  the  general  election  of  township 
officers  in  the  spring  oi  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  or  until  his 
successor  sbnll  De  elected;  and  the  term  for  which  said  judge  shall  be 
appointed  shall  expire  December  31,  eighteen  hundred  ninety-three," 
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In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  act.  Governor  Lnce  ap- 
pointed Marsden  G.  Bnrch  to  fill  the  vacancy  thns  occasioned  by  this  act. 

It  was  contended  that  said  act,  bo  far  as  it  attempted  to  appoint  a  Jadge 
to  hold  over  after  a  gsneral  election,  was  unconstitntional  and  void.  And 
prior  to  the  general  election  of  November,  1690,  request  was  made  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  give  the  notice  provided  by  statn^,  that  a  Circuit 
Jud^e  would  be  elected  in  snch  circuit  at  the  general  election  of  1890. 
This  notice  the  Secretary  of  State  refnaed  to  give,  and,  thereupon,  pro- 
ceeding were  taken  by  maruiamus  to  compel  such  notice  to  be  given;  but 
no  decision  being  had  thereon,  notice  was  given  by  publication  and  other- 
wise. And  Allen  C.  Adsit  was  ntuninated  to  fill  snch  vacancy,  no  person 
being  nominated  on  the  opposite  ticket  against  him. 

It  was  contended  that  the  law  providing  for  aaid  Circuit  Judge  was  not 
legally  passed;  and  Hon.  Benj.  Huston,  Attorney  General,  commenced  quo 
toarranio  proceeding  against  Marsden  C.  Burch  to  test  the  l^ali^  of 
the  passage  of  said  act. 

After  the  election  the  Board  of  State  Canvassers  refused  to  canvass  tiie 
votes  for  Allen  C.  Ad^it;  and  thereupon  a  mandamus  proceedingwas  oom- 
menced  against  such  Boazfi  to  compel  them  to  canvass  the  vote  and  deliver 
the  certificate  of  election. 

In  the  January  term  of  1890  the  otto  toarranto  proceeding  and  manda- 
mus proceedings  were  heard  before  the  Supreme  Court  And  the  Supreme 
Court  held  in  the  quo  wnrranto  proceeding  that  the  said  law  was  l^^y 
passed;  and  that  Marsden  C.  Burch  was  l^ally  appointed  by  the  Governor 
to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  such  act,  but  that  sach  appointment  could 
not  extend  over  a  general  election;  and  that  so  much  of  said  act  aa 
attempted  to  continue  the  appointment  after  the  said  election,  was  unoon- 
stitational  and  void.  And  in  the  mandamus  proceudings,  decided  on  the 
6th  of  February,  m91,  the  Court  granted  mandamus,  commanding  the 
Board  of  State  Canvassers  to  canvass  the  votes  cast  for  the  said  Allen  C. 
Adsit.  And  thereupon  after  the  caovassii^of  snch  vote,  a  certificate  of 
election  was  duly  delivered  to  said  Allen  C.  Adsit  as  Circuit  Judge,  and 
he  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office. 

On  the  16th  day  of  December,  1890,  Allen  C.  Adsit  qualified  as  Circuit 
Judge  by  taking  his  oath  of  office,  and  delivering  the  Same  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State.  And  on  the  17th  day  of  pecember,  1890,  Mr.  Adsit  served 
on  the  State  Treasurer  the  following  notice: 

"Sir— You  are  hereby  notified  that  I  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified  Cironit 
Judge  of  the  17th  Judicial  Circuit,  to  All  th«  vaoonoy,  in  place  of  Haraden  C. 
Burch,  whose  tenn  of  offloe  has  expired  by  couBtitutionol  limitation.  You  are  further 
Dotifiad  that  I  claim  the  salary  attached  to  said  offloe,  fnim  and  after  this  date. 

Reapeotfully, 

AlijN  a  ADeiT." 

In  December,  1890,  and  in  January,  1891,  Marsden  C.  Burch,  while  he  was 
still  occupying  said  office  of  Circuit  Judge  and  performing  the  duties 
thereof,  presented  his  account  for  salary  of  each  of  the  said  months,  to  the 
Auditor  General,  which  was  duly  audited,  and,  thereupon,  he  was  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer  for  the  said  respective  months. 

On  the  13th  day  of  February,  1891,  Allen  C.  Adsit  made  written  appli- 
cation for  salary  from  the  16th  day  of  December,  1890,  to  the  Ist  day  of 
February,  1891.  And  afterwards  during  the  same  month,  Maraden  C. 
Burch  made  application  to  the  Stete  Treasurer  for  the  salary  from  the  let 
to  the  5th  day  of  February,  1891. 
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Mr.  AcUit  BOW  claimB  that  if  the  State  paid  Mr.  Bnrch  after  notice, 
he,  the  rightful  occupant,  cannot  be  deprived  of  his  salary  by  reason 
thereol 

Under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Conrt  Allen  C.  Adeit  was  daly 
elected  to  the  office  of  Circuit  Judge,  and  was  entitled  to  the  office  from 
aad  after  the  time  the  State  Canvasaers  canTaased  the  vote  of  the  other 
officers  in  December,  1890.  And  as  such  officer,  is  legally  entitled  to  all 
of  the  salary  that  accrued  to  such  office  from  that  time.  Such  appears  to 
be  the  doctrine  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  An 
official  salaiy  is  not  made  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  work  done,  and 
belongs  to  the  office  itself  without  regard  to  the  personal  service  of  the 
officer.

But  while  Mr.  Adsit  is  entitled  to  the  salaiy  of  this  office,  it  does  not 
follow  that  it  mnat  be  paid  a  second  time  by  the  State  of  Michigan.  As 
already  stated,  the  salair  for  the  months  of  December  and  January  has 
been  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  to  Marsden  C.  Bnrch,  during  the  time 
that  he  was  the  actual  incumbent  of  th»  office. 

The  title  to  an  office  can  never  be  collaterally  tried.  The  notice  to  the 
State  Treasurer  to  withhold  payment  was  nothing  on  which  he  c«n)ld 
legally  act  He  had  no  authority  to  refuse  payment  to  Marsden  C.  Burch. 
The  dnty  devolving  upon  said  State  Treasurer  to  pay  official  salaries  can 
not  be  safely  performed  unless  he  is  justified  in  acting  upon  the  apparent 
title  of  the  actual  incumbent.  He  has  no  right  to  withhold  the  salaiy  of 
any  officer  occupying  an  office  simply  because  some  one  gives  him  notice 
that  he  claims  the  same  office.  H  he  had  such  authority  he  would  be 
vested  with  the  authority  to  virtually  test,  at  least  to  a  limited  extent,  the 
right  to  hold  an  office.

In  the  later  case  the  Court  says:  "  Disbursing  officers  chai^ied  with  the 
dnty  of  paying  official  salaries  have,  in  the  dischai^  of  that  dnty,  the 
right  to  rely  upon  the  apparent  title  of  an  officer  de  /octo  and  to  treat

While  it  is  conceded  that  Allen  C.  Adsit  was  legally  entitled  to  the . 
salary,  his  right  of  action  for  all  snch  sums  as  were  paid  to  Mr.  Burch 
while  he  held  or  withheld  the  office,  is  not  against  the  State  of  Michigan, 
bat  is  against  Marsden  C  Burch.

A  copy  of  your  resolution  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  tlie  constitution- 
ality of  act  Kg.  188  of  the  laws  oi  1861,  as  amended,  being  the  act  incor- 
porating the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  is  received  and  coneidered. 

As  your  resolution  calls  attention  to  no  specific  defect,  I  briefly  refer  to 
the  peculiar  phraaeology  of  the  title: 

Article  4,  section  20,  of  the  constitntion  provides,  "No  law  shall 
embrace  more  than  one  object,  which  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title." 

The  title  of  the  act  referred  to  in  your  resolution  is,  "An  act  to 
re-on^ize  the  Agricultural  Collc^  ot  the  Stat^  of  Michigan,  and  to 
eatabliflh  a  State  Board  of  Agriculture."  The  title  of  the  act  does  not 
clearly  express  the  object  of  tne  law,  but  when  read  in  connection  with 
the  facts  and  prior  legislation,  which  called  for  its  enactment,  it  appeaiB 
more  definite. 

Article  13,  section  11,  of  the  constitution  provides  for  an  Agricnltnral 
School;  and  further,  that  it  might  be  made  a  branch  of  the  Univeraity. 

In  1865,  by  act  130,  entitled,  "An  act  to  establish  a  Stat«  Agricultoral 
School,"  an  Agricultural  School  was  organized  and  placed  nnder  the 
charge  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.  (See  Laws  of  Michigan,  1855, 
page  279). 

Afterwards  in  1861,  the  Leeislatnre,  desiring  to  take  the  State  Agncol- 
tural  School  out  of  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  place 
it  in  charge  of  a  special  board,  organized  for  that  purpose,  passed  act  188. 
The  title  of  act  188,  if  it  clearly  expressed  the  object  of  the  act,  would 
be,  "An  act  to  change  the  name  of  the  State  Agricultural  School  to  Stat« 
Agricnltural  College,  and  to  provide  for  a  board  of  control  for  such  col- 
lege, to  be  known  as  a  State  Board  of  Agricalture."  This  is  really  what 
was  done  by  the  bet  under  consideration,  and  such  has  been  the  practical 
construction  of  this  act  for  thirty  years;  and  although  the  title  is  not  as 
clear  as  it  might  have  been,  still  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  soffioiently 
definite,  and  no  reasonable  objection  could  be  urged  to  this  act  at  this  lafee 
day  by  reaeon  of  the  imperfection  of  ita  title. 

The  interpretation  of  the  men  who  passed  this  law,  and  the  subsequent 
'  practical  construction,  should  have  great  weight;  contemporaneous  inter- 
pretation indicates  the  understanding  with  wmch  the  people  receive  it  at 
the  time,  and  as  the  act  has  been  in  practical  operation  b^r  so  long  a  time. 
it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  title  was  interpreted  by  the  people  as  clearly 
expreesitut  the  objects  which  are  provided  for  in  the  body  of  the  act. 
Cooley's  Consi  Lim.  81. 
Frey  vs.  Michie,  68  Mich.,  325. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  there  can  be  no  legal  objection  to  this  set  on 
account  of  its  title. 
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Second,  Ib  the  corporstioii  provided  for  by  section  2  of  this  act  n 
manicipal  corporation? 

Article  16,  section  1,  of  the  conBtitntion  of  Michigan  provides,  "Cor- 
porationB  may  be  formed  tmder  general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created  by 
special  acts,  except  for  mumcipal  porposes."  Act  188  is  a  special  act,  and 
hence  the  qneetion:  Is  the  corooration  provided  for  by  section  2  of  the 
act  a  violation  of  this  provision?  The  section  provides,  "The  State  Board 
of  Agricnlture  shall  be  a  body  coroorate,  capable  in  law  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  takmg,  holding  and  selling  personal  and  real  estate,  of 
contracting  and  .being  contracted  with,  of  having  and  using  a  corporate 
seal,  and  of  caoBino;  to  be  done  all  that  is  necessary  to  carry  ont  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.'  Ontside  of  this  section,  there  is  nothing  in  the  act 
that  would  render  it  unconatitutional  by  reason  of  being  in  violation  of 
article  16,  section  1;  that  is,  even  though  this  section  was  unconstitutional, 
the  balance  of  the  act  could  stand,  and  whether  section  2  is  constitutional 
or  not  depends  on  the  answer  to  the  question,  what  does  the  constitntion 
mean  by  "corporationB  for  municipal  purposes." 

Municipal  has  been  defined  to  mean  that  which  belongs  to  a  corpora- 
tion or  city,  and  to  include  all  the  rules  or  laws  by  which  a  particular  dis- 
trict, community  or  nation  is  governed.  It  may  also  mean  legal,  particu- 
lar, independent

In  the  case  of  State  vs.  Leffingwell,  54  Mo.,  475,  in  construing  a  clause 
in  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Missouri  (section  4,  article  8),  wbich 
reads  as  follows:  " Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws,  but 
shall  not  be  created  by  special  acts,  except  for  municipal  purposes,"  the 
court  held,  "A  corporation  for  municipal  purposes  is  either  a  municipal- 
ity, such  as  a  city  or  town,  created  expressly  for  self  government,  with 
delegated  legislative  powers;  or  it  may  be  a  subdivision  of  the  State  for 
governmental  purposes.  The  phrase  'municipal  purposes'  was  intended' 
to  embrace  some  of  the  functions  of  government." 

Angel]  and  Ames  on  Cor.,  Sec.  15-24 

DilL  Man.,  Cor.,  30-31. 

Oooley's  Const  Lim.,  Chap,  8. 
Within  the  above  definition,  and  included  as  "some  of  the  functions  of 
government"  it  can  be  well  said  that  the  education  of  the  children  of  any 
community  or  State,  and  the  promotion  of  the  education  of  the  people,  is 
one  of  the  most  important  interests  and  functions  of  government.  The 
utility  and  durability  of  a  popular  government  depends  largely  upon  the 
education  of  its  people. 

Under  our  constitution,  the  Utate  University  and  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege are  expressly  provided  for.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  framers  of  the 
constitution  intended  to  use  these  words  "municipal  purpoees"  in  any 
limited  sense,  but  they  intended  to  use  them  in  a  broad,  comprehensive 
way,  80  that  if  the  Legislature  saw  fit,  it  might,  by  special  enactment, 
promote  any  object  that  is  embraced  within  the  province  and  functions  of 
popular  government  The  Legislature,  under  the  constitution,  if  it  had 
judged  best,  might  have  placed  the  Agricultural  College  in  charge  of  the 
Begents  of  the  University,  who  are  made  by  the  constitution,  a  body 
corporate;  and  with  equal  propriety  they  had  a  right  to  provide  for  a 
board  of  managers  for  the  purpose,  as  expressed  in  article  13,  section  11, 
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of  the  constitntion,  to  "encourage  the  promotioii  of  intellectaa!,  scien- 
tific and  agricultural  imptovement." 

In  conatming  the  woroB  "municipal  purposes"  in  the  case  of  Horton, 
tTud^  of  Probate  vs.  Mobile  School  Commissioners,  the  Supreme  Goort 
ot  Alabama  (43  Ala.,  598),  said,  "the  words  'municipal  parposes'  are  not 
words  of  any  definite,  technical  import,  and  they  may  be  so  construed  sa 
to  apply  to  a  corporation  established  to  carry  on  the  bnsiness  c^  a  public 
free  school,  and  to  raise  funds  for  its  support." 

The  construction  placed  upon  section  1  of  article  15  of  the  constitn- 
tion of  this  State,  for  a  long  series  of  years  has  been  that  any  corporation 
organized  for  educational  purposes  came  within  the  clause  'municipal  pni- 
poses'  and  this  intention  is  evidenced  by  many  acts  incorporating  pnoUc 
schools.  After  an  examination  of  the  construction  of  similar  ctauses  in 
other  constitutions,  and  considering  the  practical  construction  that  has 
been  given  to  this  clause  in  our  constitution,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion 
that  the  corporation  provided  for  in  act  188  of  1^e  session  laws  of  1861, 
is  "a  municipal  corporation,"  and  that  said  act'  is  constitutional.

One  who  has 
held  part  of  a  term  by  appointtnent  and  a  full  term  b;  election,  is  not  entitled 
to  re-election  tor  s  third  term.

Section  751  of  Howell's  Statutes  provides,  "  No  jierson  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  township  treasurer  for  more  than  two  years  in  succession." 

It  would  seem  that  the  Legislature  intended  to  so  arrange  this  law  that 
a  person  who  had  settled  twice  as  a  treasurer  in  succession  should  not  be 
allowed  a  third  term,  probably  to  prevent  loss,  and  to  cause  an  actual  "pay- 
ing over"  to  a  snccessor. 

It  ie  my  opinion  that,  as  you  have  already  held  a  part  of  a  t«rm  and  a 
full  term,  and  with  next  settlement,  have  settled  twice,  that  yon  come 
within  the  spirit  of  this  law. 

The  section  ia  not  very  clear,  but  certainly  the  Legislature  did  not  mean 
to  allow  an  election  when  a  man  woold  be  disqualified  by  law  before  the 
term  for  which  he  was  elected  expired;  and  if  this  is  so,  they  must  have 
intended  to  provide  against  more  than  two  terms. 

As  you  have  already  had  one  term  in  succesaion  of  a  former  term,  a  pert 
of  which  you  held  as  treasurer,  it  would  seem  to  me  to  hold  that  you  can 
again  be  elected  would  be  putting  a  proviso,  concerning  appointments,  in 
the  statute  that  is  not  embraced  within  its  letter  or  reason.  I  therefore 
conclude  that  you  are  not  eligible  under  section  751  above  referred  to  for 
a  re-election  this  spring.

Dear  Sir— I  have  examiaed  the  two  letters  from  the  State  bank  of  St 
Johns,  to  yoo;  also  their  contract  with  the  State  Treasurer. 

As  I  understand  the  case,  Hon.  Geor;;^  L.  Maltz,  ex-State  Treasurer; 
made  a  ohcck  on  said  bank,  and  turned  it  over  to  the  present  Treaenrer. 
The  bank  paid  the  check  and  now  attemp'»  to  charge  tlO.28  "for  transfer- 
ring  funds  to  Detroit,  January  6th." 

The  bank  above  named  was  made  a  public  depository  in  1889,  under  a 
written  contract,  and  all  the  conditions  are  fully  embraced  in  its  terms. 
The  bank  agrees  to  pay  all  checks  and  the  interest  at  3  per  cent.  There  is 
no  warrant  in  the  contract  for  making  any  chaise  for  exchange  or  for 
transferring  funds;  neither  is  there  any  precedent  in  banking  business  for 
p^ing  a  check  in  full  and  then  charging  exchange  against  the  balance  of 
a  person's  account. 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  bank  of  St.  Johns  has  no  legal 
right  to  make  the  charge.

Auditor  OeneraL— Withholding  Landa  from  Sale. — Appearance  in.Cnurt 

The  Auditor  Qeneral  baa  no  qght  under  aeotion  80  of  act  195  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1889 
to  withhold  tax  lands  from  Bale  bf  reason  of  excessive  taxes.  Parties  complaining 
of  such  eiceee  should  appear  in  court,  and  obtain  auoh  order  as  taxy  be  equitable  in 
the  ptemiaes.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Auditor  General  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

Sib — Tfour  inquiry  concerning  the  highway  taxes  on  lots  2,  3  and  6  of 
section  1,  lota  1,  '2  and  5  of  section  2,  lots  1,  2  and  8  of  section  26,  and  lot  1 
of  section  27  on  Bois  Blanc  Islpnd,  Mackinac  county,  assessed  for  the  year 
1888,  is  received  and  considered. 

Under  certain  circumstances,  by  virtue  of  section  80  of  act  195  of  the 
seseion  laws  of  1889,  you  would  have  authority  to  reject  and  withhold  from 
sale  certain  lands. 

It  is  claimed  in  this  case  that  the  trouble  with  the  assessment  of  high- 
way taxes  is  that  the  tax  amounts  to  between  mght  and  nine  per  cent,  when 
the  law  only  allows  an  assessment  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent.  This 
being  bo,  the  tax  in  excess  of  the  one  and  one-half  per  cent  would  be  void. 
And  you  will  further  observe  by  reading  section  81  of  the  same  act,  that 
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nnless  the  lands  are  withheld  from  sale  for  particniar  reasons,  that  the 
Auditor  General  shall  cause  them  to  be  sold  the  following  year. 

The  reasODB  for  withholding  the  lands  in  this  case  do  not  come  within 
the  excepted  class,  and  hence  if  you  should  determine  to  withhold  these 
lands  from  sale,  they  would  have  to  be  offered  again  the  next  year  for  sale 
Vith  the  taxes  then  aseessed,  and  the  contestant  wonld  be  in  no  better 
position  then  than  at  the  present  time. 

Ton  will  further  observe  by  an  examination  of  subdivision  5  of  section 
86  of  said  act  Ka  195  that,  "If  any  illegality,  omission  or  fraud  effects  the 
amount  of  the  tax  only,  the  tax  shall  be  sustained  so  far  as  the  same  is  just 
and  legal." 

It  would  appear  in  this  case  as  above  suggested,  that  even  from  ^m- 
plainant's  own  claim  one  and  one-half  per  cent  of  these  taxes  are  valid. 
And  if  contestants  appear  in  coait  they  would  be  entitled  to  deduction  for 
alt  in  excess  of  that  amoont.  And  again,  I  am  very  donbtfal  about  your 
right  under  the  taw  to  make  any  judicial,  decision  in  this  matter.  The 
Auditor  General's  office  and  its  powers  are  quite  distinct  from  the  powers 
and  duties  of  a  court.  I  therefore  give  it  as  my  opinion,  that  the  better 
way  is  to  have  the  contestants  appear  in  court  and  obtein  such  an  order  as 
may  be  equitable  in  the  premises.

A  contract  to'teaoh  for  a  term  of  80  daje  is  subjeot  to  such  holidays  aa  are  provided  l^ 
law,  and  the  teacher  ia  entitled  to  paj*  for  the  full  term  of  80  daya  without  dadno- 
tion  for  holidaja.

Dear  Sip — Tour  favor  containing  copy  of  teacher's  contract  received 
and  read. 

In  the  case  of  school  district  No.  4  vs.  Gage,  39  Mich.,  484,  Campbell, 
C.  J,,  says:  "In  r^^rd  to  deductions  for  holidays  we  are  of  opinion  that 
school  mani^ement  should  always  conform  to  those  decent  usages  which 
recc^nize  the  propriety  of  omitting  to  hold  public  exercises  on  recognized 
holidays;  and  that  it  is  not  lawful  to  impose  forfeitures  or  deductions  for 
such  proper  suspension  of  labor.  Schools  should  conform  to  what  fairly 
may  be  expected  of  all  institutions  in  civilized  communities.  All  contracta 
for  teaching  during  periods  mentioned  must  be  construed  of  necessity  &s 
subject  to  such  days  of  vacation,  and  public  policy  as  well  as  usage  requipee 
that  there  should  be  no  penalty  laid  upon  such  observances." 

And  the  learned  judge  in  a  subsequent  case  further  says:  "It  appeared 
that  the  teacher  had  taught  the  full  time  provided  by  the  contract,  except 
upon  holidays,  which,  as  we  have  previously  decided,  the  district  could  not 
deduct  from  his  pay." 
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It  seems  clear  to  me  that  this  rule  would  apply  where  the  teacher  is 
engaged  to  teach  as  in  this  case  "for  a  term  of  eighl^  days."  Onr  Court,  in 
passing  upon  this  question,  uses  the  language  "periods  mentioned"  and 
"  time  provided  by  the  contract" 

It  is  a  general  rule  that  usage  of  trade  cannot  be  set  up  either  to  contra- 
vene an  ^tabllshed  rule  of  law,  or  to  vary  the  terms  of  an  express  contract. 
But  all  contracts,  made  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  without  par- 
ticular stipulations,  expressed  or  implied,  are  presumed  to  be  made  in 
reference  to  any  existing  usage  to  ascertain  and  fix  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract, and  partiea  are  presumed  to  contract  in  reference  to  a  uniform  and 
well  settled  usage  pertaining  to  the  matters  as  to  which  they  enter  into  an 
agreement,  where  such  usage  is  not  in  opposition  to  well  settled  principles 
of  law,  and  is  not  unreasonable. 

As  there  are  no  express  limitations  or  restrictions  in  reference  to  this 
usage  or  custom  in  the  contract  under  diBcnssion,  and  such  custom  not 
being  in  conflict  with  established  rules  or  well  settled  principles  of  law, 
but  rather  in  harmony  with  them,  and  the  parties  presumably  contracting 
in  reference  to  such  custom,  this  contract  very  evidently  falls  within  this 
rule;  and  I  therefore  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  contract  in 
question,  the  teacher  is  entitled  to  pay  for  the  full  term  of  eighty  days.

Deab  Sib — Tour  favor  of  March  12th,  asking  if  a  lady  is  eligible  to  be 
elected  to  the  office  of  township  clerk,  is  received  and  read. 

Section  782  of  Howell's  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  being  a  part 
of  chapter  19,  entitled,  '"Townships  and  Township  Officers,"  provides: 
"  No  person  except  an  elector,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  elective 
office  contemplated  in  this  chapter."  This  is  followed  by  a  proviso  con- 
cerning school  inspectors.  The  words  "as  aforesaid"  refer  back  to  section 
781  of  Howell's  Statutes  concerning  the  qualihcationB  of  electors,  and  here 
we  find  that  elector  means  "as  specified  in  the  constitution."  And  the 
constitution  provides  article  VII  section  1,  among  other  things,  that  an 
elector  shall  be  "a  male  citizen."  This  would  certainly  exclude  females. 
And  inasmuch  as  a  lady  is  not  "a  male  citizen,"  it  goes  without  saying, 
that  she  is  disqualified  and  not  legally  entitled  to  be  elected  township 
clerk  of  your  township.

Under  section  2799  of  Howell's  Statutes  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
inspectors  of  election  to  cauTass  the  votes  received  by  them  and  declare 
the  result;  and  oa  the  same  day,  or  on  the  next  day,  it  was  their  duty  to 
make  a  statement  in  writing,  setting  forth  in  words,  at  full  length,  the  whole 
number  of  votea  given  for  each  office,  and  the  persons  for  whom  such  votes 
for  each  office  were  given.  Thie  I  understand  your  board  of  canvassers 
did.  From  your  letter  I  take  it  that  the  canvassers  made  a  mistake  either 
in  not  withdrawing  enough  votes  from  the  box  before  counting,  or  in 
tallying  too  many  on  the  ballot*  that  were  in  the  box.  Your  letter  is  not 
quite  clear  as  to  whether  the  canvassers  re-connted  the  ballote  and  found 
the  ballots  afterwards  agreed  with  the  number  of  votes  shown  on  the  poll 
list,  but  it  seems  to  me  as  far  as  your  question  is  concerned  that  is 
immaterial 

Under  section  2600  of  Howell's  Statutes  the  council  must  act  upon  tlie 
written  return  made  to  them  by  the  board  of  canvassers,  and  the  person 
who  has  the  greatest  number  of  votes  should  be  declared  elected.  The 
fact  that  the  council  adjourned  can  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  election, 
as  they  had  a  perfect  rigbt  to  take  such  reasonable  time,  adjourning  from 
time  to  time,  to  consider  the  matter  as  in  their  judgment  might  seem 
necessary. 

Of  course  any  candidate  interested  in  the  result  would  have  a  right  to 
contest  by  quo  vyarranio,  orsnch  other  way  as  the  law  may  direct,  trat  I 
do  not  think  that  the  fact  that  the  inspectors  of  election  made  a  mistake 
would  vitiate  the  election,  and  any  person  contesting  the  election  would 
have  the  burden  of  proving  that  the  very  votes  constituting  the  excess  of 
votes  in  the  box  were  cast  lor  his  opponent,  and  in  case  of  such  proof  on 
contest,  they  would  be  deducted  from  the  number  of  votes  cast  tor  such 
candidate.  I  do  not  see  how  under  any  circnmstances  the  excess  of  ballots 
in  this  case  would  effect  your  election,  except  in  the  case  of  one  trustee, 
and  of  course  if  the  two  ballots,  in  excess,  were  cast  for  the  majority  can- 
didate and  they  were  deducted,  it  would  make  a  tie  in  that  office,  but  before 
they  could  be  deducted  the  minority  candidate  wonld  have  to  establish 
which  ballote  they  were  and  for  whom  they  were  cast,  in  a  proper  pro- 
ceeding. As  the  matter  now  stands  the  board  should  decide  from  the 
returns  as  certified  to  them,  and  declare  the  persons  who  receives  the 
greatest  number  of  votes,  according  to  the  certificate,  elected.

I  presume  your  question  is  asked  on  account  of  the  discrepancy  between 
the  "township  meeting"  law  (Howell's  Statutes,  Sec,  704),  and  the  "gen- 
eral election"  law  above  quoted.  As  we  vote  for  both  local  officers  and 
State  officers  at  the  same  election,  I  think  the  general  law  would  govern. 
There  might  be  some  question  about  the  right  to  vote  a  township  ticket 
before  nine  o'clock,  but  still,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  after  the  polls  are 
open,  any  ticket  to  be  voted  at  said  election,  might  be  legally  voted.  At 
most,  it  would  only  be  an  irr^ularity,  and  irregularities  by  the  board 
Tonld  not  vitiate  the  election.

The  Legislature  has  a  right  to  authorize  the  payment  of  bounties  to  eoldJen  of  tlie  late 
wai  when  the^  were  not  in  any  way  promised  or  authorized  at  the  time  of  enlist- 
cnent  or  any  tune  during  the  war. 

The  Jjegiaiature  has  no  authority  to  authorize  a  loan  b^  the  Stat«  and  the  isauance  of 
bonds  to  obtain  money  for  the  payment  of  bounties  to  soldiers,  wbiob  bountie* 
were  not  autiiorized  or  promised  at  the  time  of  enlistment  or  duriiig  the  war.

To  your  first  inquiry,  I  answer,  yea. 

£yen  though  this  bounty  should  be  construed  as  a  gift  to  such  soldiers, 
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tmder  article  IV,  sectioB  45,  the  constitatioQ  giving  the  Legislature 
sathorit^,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elect  to  each  house,  to 
appropriate  public  money  for  private  ose,  the  L^islature  woidd  have  the 
authority  to  grant  the  bounty^ 

Second,  While  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legislatare  has  authoritf 
to  vote  bounties  that  have  not  been  authorized  or  promised  at  the  time  of 
enlistment  or  during  the  war,  and  that  they  have  authority  to  apptopriste 
public  moneys  to  pay  the  saitie,  yet  I  find  no  authority  in  the  conetitution 
to  bond  the  State  in  times  of  peace  to  borrow  money  ifi  pay  bounties  that 
hare  not  been  promised  or  authorized  in  times  ot  war.  The  only 
anthorih'  found  in  the  constitution  for  borrowing  money  or  pledging  the 
credit  of  the  State,  is  found  in  article  XIV,  sections  3,  4,  6  and  7.  Swd 
section  3  relates  to  deficits  in  revenue  and  limits  the  amount  to  be 
borrowed  to  fifty  thousand  dollara  Said  section  4  gives  ample  authority 
to  raise  money  for  bounties,  or  to  pay  other  debts  contracted,  "to  repu 
invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  or  defend  the  State  in  times  of  war." 
Said  section  6  provides  that  the  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  granted  to 
or  in  aid  of  any  person  or  corporation. 

Said  section  7  provides  r  "No  scrip,  certificates  or  other  evidence  of  Stat© 
indebtedness  shall  be  issued,  except  for  the  redemption  of  stock  previooely 
issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized  by  this  constitution." 

Bonds  are  certainly  "evidence  of  indebtedness"  and  by  the  section  above 
cited,  "No  evidence  of  State  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  •  •  •  except 
for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized  by  this  constitution."  Bounties 
given  in  times  of  peace,  when  not  promised  or  authorized  at  the  time  of 
enlistment  or  during  the  war,  are  not  debts  "expressly  authorized  by  the 
constitution,"  and  however  much  I  may  desire  that  tne  soldiers'  bounties 
may  be  equalized  in  this  State,  yet  it  seems  clear  to  me  to  bond  the  State  for 
sucti  an  object  would  be  a  plain  violation  of  the  constitntion. 

I  must,  therefore,  answer  your  second  (question,  that  it  is  my  opinion 
that  the  Legislature  has  not  the  authority  to  authorize  a  loan  by  th« 
State  to  obtain  money  tor  the  payment  of  bounties  to  pay  soldiers  when 
the  bounties  were  not  authorized  or  promised  at  the  time  of  enlistment  or 
during  the  war. 

The  State  now  has  a  right  to  raise  money  by  issuing  State  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  $694,000,  to  pay  bounties  to  Michigan  soldiers.  The  first  claim  on 
this  money,  of  course,  would  be  to  pay  bounties  which  were  promised  dur- 
ing the  war.  After  such  bounties  were  poid,  any  surplus  would  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Legislature  to  pay  any  other  bounties  that  might  be 
granted. 

The  State  also  has  a  fund  to  its  credit  with  the  general  government  of 
nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars,  which  is  to  be  returned  to  this  State  as 
our  part  of  the  direct  tax  money.  This  money  which  was  taken  from  our 
people  for  war  purposes,  with  the  Burplus  of  the  fund  that  we  have  a  l^al 
right  to  raise  by  bonding  the  State,  if  the  State  desires,  could  be  used  to 
do  equal  justice  towards  all  the  Michigan  aoldiera.

I  do  not  think  that  section  4  of  chapter  2,  as  referred  to  in  your  letter, 
gives  a  county  drain  commisBioner  jurisdiction  to  clean  out,  widen  and 
extend  a  drain  establiehed  by  a  township  drain  commissioner,  and  travers- 
ing only  one  township,  and  affecting  lands  only  therein. 

bection  1  of  chapter  8  of  the  drain  law  provides  that  in  cleaning,  widen- 
ing, etc.,  any  drain  in  any  township  or  townships  in  which  such  drain  is 
situated,  application  shall  be  made  to  the  commissioner  by  whom  it  was 
constructed,  or  his  successor  in  office:  "Provided,"  it  says,  "That  in  case  of 
an  established  county  drain,  having  its  beginning,  entire  course  and  ter- 
minus within  any  township  «  *  *  the  owners  of  lands  to  be  assessed 
therefor  may  make  application  •  •  •  to  the  county  drain  commis- 
sioner for  a  transfer  of  the  jurisdiction  of  said  drain  to  the  township 
drain  commissioner." 

These  two  sections  of  the  statute  mtist  must  be  construed  t<^ether.  and 
when  so  construed,  they  would  not  give  the  county  drain  commissioner 
jnrisdictiou  in  a  ease  like  the  one  you  mention.

Howell's  Statutes,  Vol.  3,  received  and  read. 

This  law  to  which  you  refer  is  vdry  crude,  and  without  a  very  strict  con- 
struction would  have  very  little  tendency  to  remedy  the  evil  attempted  to 
be  reached  by  the  Legislatura 

The  assignee  of  the  mortgagee  would  not  be,  under  a  usual  interpretation 
of  the  statute,  included  iu  the  word  mortgagee.  He  takes  the  place  of  the 
mortf^agee.  I  think  that  the  law  really  means  that  any  paper  recorded 
affectmg  the  mortgage  must  show  the  name  of  the  holder  of  the  mortgage. 
This,  of  course,  would  include  the  assignee  of  the  mortgagee;  and  a  register 
of  deeds,  taking  into  consideration  the  evil  intended  to  be  remedied,  should 
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refuse  to  record  all  aBsignmente  o£  iAor%sges  where  the  name  of  the 
asBiguee  is  not  given  in  the  assignment.  If  any  person  was  injured 
therein,  he  wonld  certainly  have  his  remedy  in  court  by  mandamus  to 
compel  the  placing  of  the  assignment  on  record,  and  inasmuch  as  it  is  a 
reasonable  requirement,  and  any  other  construction  would  annal  the 
statute,  I  believe  the  Supreme  Court  would  hold  that  a  regbter  of  deeds 
is  not  obliged  to  record  asaigmnentB  of  real  estate  mortgages,  only  in  those 
oases  where  the  residence  of  the  holder  of  the  mortgage  is  given.

Deab  Sib — Yoar  favor  of  the  9th,  asking  my  opinion  concerning  the 
construction  of  the  act  for  the  relief  of  indigent  Union  soldiers,  being  act 
number  193,  of  the  session  laws  of  1889,  ie  received  and  considered. 

Said  act  is  rather  ingeniously  drawn,  and  it  attempts  to  and  does  pro- 
vide within  itself  a  remedy  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any  particnlar  officer 
to  perform  his  duties. 

Section  1  of  the  act  provides  tl^at  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
several  counties  in  this  State  shall  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  one-tenth  of 
one  mill,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  honorably 
discharged  indigent  Union  soldiers,  sailors,  mariners  and  the  indigent 
wives  and  minor  children  of  ench  indigent  or  deceased  union  soldiers, 
sailors  and  mariners;  and  it  further  provides  that  in  case  the  whole  amount 
is  not  used  in  any  one  year,  that  it  shall  be  considered  in  raising  future 
sums  therefor. 

This  section,  it  will  be  seen,  provides  for  one-tenth  of  one  mill  in  all 
cases,  without  any  action  of  any  township  officer,  or  any  action  on  the 
part  of  the  commission. 

Section  3  of  the  act,  however,  provides  that  a  member  of  the  township 
board  or  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees,  councilmen  or  aldermen  may 
meet  with  the  soldiers'  relief  commission  during  the  month  of  May  and 
determine  the  probable  amount  necessary.  If  uiis  commission  does  meet, 
they  would  have  a  right  to  recommend  a  leas  amount  than  one-tenth  of 
one  mill,  otherwise,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  snpervisois  to 
levy  the  whole  amonnt  of  one-tenth  of  one  mill,  if,  in  their  jiu^iment,  so 
much  would  be  necessary. 

Section  4  of  the  act  provides  for  a  meeting  of  the  township  board  and 
the  soldier's  relief  commission  for  the  purpose  of  preparins  a  list  of  per- 
sons who  are  entitled  to  relief  and  how  mnch  shotud  be  paid  each  month 
to  each  of  snch  persons.    This  finding  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  each 
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moath  is  then  filed  with  the  township  clerk.  The  atatement  thus  pre- 
pared by  the  soldier's  relief  commission  and  the  township  board  of  the 
township  will  show  definitely'lhe  amount  of  money  each  soldier  on  the 
list  is  entitled  to  draw  from  the  soldier's  relief  fund  after  the  fund  is 
raised.  The  township  clerk,  without  further  order  from  anybody,  is 
authorized  to  issue  his  warrant  or  order  each  month  on  the  township 
treasurer  for  the  amount  due  to  each  persaii  as  appears  by  the  list  fur- 
nished by  the  soldiers'  relief  xomtnission  and  the  township  board. 

In  case  the  township  board^hould  fail  to  meet  with  the  soldiers'  relief 
commission,  it  would  then  be'the  duty  of  the  soldiers'  relief  commission 
to  not  only  hear  the  claims  that  mi^ht  arise  from  time  to  time,  but  they 
would  have  a  right,  and  it  would  be  their  duty  under  said  section  4,  "To 
hear  and  determine  all  emergency  petitions  or  claims  for  relief,  and 
authorize  the  payment  of  the  same  if  allowed."  The  neglect  of  the  town- 
ahu)  board  would  certainly  cause  an  emei^ency  in  every  case. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  section  is  broad  enough  to  include  every  per- 
son who  is  entitled  to  relief  in  any  township  in  the  county. 

If  the  township  board  fails  to  co-operate  with  the  commission,  they 
would  have  authority  uuder  the  law  to  act  on  the  application  of  any  per- 
son, not  only  for  temporary  relief,  bnt  for  permanent  relief  during  the 
year,  subject,  however,  to  the  proviso  in  section  4,  that  no  claim  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  which  will  create  a  deficiency  in  the  fund  applicable  to 
the  payment  of  the  regular,  ordinary  relief. 

After  the  relief  commission  have  made  an  order  reqnirii^  the  township 
clerk  to  pay  money  to  any  soldier,  sailor,  mariner  or  any  indigent  wife, 
widow  or  minor  child  of  any  indigent  or  deceased  Union  soldier,  sailor  or 
mariner,  the  township  clerk  has  no  authority  under  the  law  to  refuse  to 
^ve  his  order,  except  that  such  order  would  create  a  deficiency  in  the 
uien  present  fond. 

The  township  clerk  canjiot  review  the  action  of  the  relief  commission, 
and  the  commission  is  made,  in  certain  cases,  sole  judge  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  this  fund.

Section  1170a',  3  Howell's  Statutes,  provides  that  "All  personal  property 
except  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  be  assessed  to  the  owner  in  the  town- 
ship of  which  he  is  an  inhabitant" 
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Section  1170a'  provides  that  "For  the  purpose  of  taxation  *  *  petsonal 
property  shall  inclade  •  •  *  all  goods,  chattels  and  effects  belongmg  to 
the  inhabitants  of  this  State  situate  withoat  this  State,  except  that  property 
actually  and  permanently  invested  in  business  in  another  State  shall  not 
be  included." 

Your  card  does  not  state  whether  the  money  to  which  you  refer  iB  od 
depoeit  or  is  invested  in  shares  of  stock.  The  answer  to  your  qnestion 
must  depend  largely  upon  this.  If  the  money  is  there  simply  as  a  deposit 
and  not  invested  permanently  in  bank  stocks,  I  am  of  the  opinion  it  ia  tax- 
able where  the  owner  resides.

Dear  Sir— Your  favor  concerning  the  distribution  of  dog  tax  money  is 
received  and  read. 

The  section  you  refer  to  in  your  letter  as  section  728  of  Township 
Officer's  Ouitle  is  section  2128  of  Howell's  Statutes,  and  section  2  as 
added  by  act  214  of  1889.     (See  Act  214,  1889.) 

The  two  acts  are  jumbled  together  in  the  one  section  to  which  you  refer. 
The  part  of  the  section  pertaining  to  this  matter  in  dispnte  reads:  "If 
money  remains  of  such  fund  after  satisfactory  payment  of  all  claims  afore- 
said in  any  one  year,  over  and  above  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  it 
shall  be  apportioned,  etc," 

The  6rst  question  is,  What  did  the  Legislature  intend  by  making  a 
limit  of  one  hundred  dollars?  The  only  possible  reason  for  such  a  limit 
would  be  that  the  fund  should  have  at  least  one  hundred  dollars  to  its  credit- 

Second,  The  statute  says,  money  remaining  of  such  fund  •  •  •  over 
and  above  one  hundred  dollars,  if  shall  be  apportioned.  It  seems  clear  to 
that  the  "it"  relates  to  the  money  over  the  one  hundred  dollars,  otherwise 
I  can  see  no  sense  at  oil  in  the  provision.  If  it  were  otherwise,  if  there 
was  just  one  hundred  dollars,  nothing  would  be  apportioned,  bnt  if  it  was 
one  hundred  dollars  and  one  cent  all  would  be  taken  out  of  the  fund.  I 
do  not  think  the  Legislature  so  intended,  and  I  am  clearly  of  the  opiniou 
that  the  money  to  be  apportioned  is  the  sum  over  one  hundred  dollars.

The  decisions  cited  there  relate  to  cases  where   an 
attempt  is  made,  not  to  fill  a  vacancy,  bnt  to  create  and  appoint  an  officer 
with  ^e  power  of  constables  without  any  election  at  all.

Dear  Sib — Your  favor  of  the  l€th  Inst,  askii^  whether,  in  my  opinion, 
a  school  moderator  has  any  right  to  give  the  director  a  written  permit  to 
sign  his  name  to  school  papers,  such  as  contracts  and  money  orders,  and 
whether  a  contract  would  hold  good  if  drawn  by  the  director,  he  signii^ 
both  names  under  this  authority,  is  received  and  considered. 

It  is  a  general  rule  of  lav  that  any  person  has  a  right  to  direct  that 
his  name  be  signed  by  some  one  else,  and  if  this  authority  is  given 
in  writing  he  is  then  bound  by  the  signature,  although  he  is  not 
personallv  present  at  the  time.  Therefore,  I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
question  but  what  a  moderator  hae  the  right  to  give  the  director  a  written 
permit  to  sign  his  name  to  school  papers,  or  contracts  previously  author- 
ized by  the  ooard,  although  it  is  a  practice  which  is  not  commendable  for 
various  reasons,  and  should  be  discouraged. 

Of  course  a  moderator  cannot  delegate  to  the  director  the  authority  to 
act  in  his  stead,  or  do  anything  only  to  sign  his  name  for  him  after  the 
contract  was  authorized  by  the  board. 

¥oujr  second  question  would  be  governed  by  the  number  of   school

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officers.  If  there  are  but  three,  the  contract  would  be  binding  if  the 
<Urector  signed  his  name  and  the  moderator's  by  written  anthority  ander 
the  above  conditions.

Deab  Sir — In  further  reply  to  your  favor  asking  for  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  a  register  of  deeds  is  entitled  to  pay  for  reporting  mortgages  to 
aesCBsing  officers  for  taxation,  where  they  have  been  reported  in  previoue 
years,  I  would  say  that,  after  a  very  careful  examination  of  the  statute, 
and  construction  of  similar  statutes,  -it  is  my  opinion  that  the  intent-ion  of 
the  law  is  that  the  register  of  deeds  shall  furnish  for  the  benefit  of  the 
supervisor  a  list  of  unpaid  mortgages  for  each  year.     He  can  do  this  by 
adding  the  new  mortgages  to  the  old  list;  and  for  furnishing  this  list  each 
year,  he  is  entitled  to  ten  cents  for  each  mortgi^  reported,  which  was 
added  that  year. 

The  law  does  not  seem  to  provide  for  a  revision  of  the  list,  and  hence  the 
supervisor  has  no  light  as  to  whether  mortgages  previously  reported,  are 
paid  or  not;  and  the  register  would  not  be  entitled  to  pay  for  mort^ges 
previously  reported,  but  only  for  those  furnished  each  year.

— Sheriff  and  Supervisor  Incompatible  Offlera. —  t'aeating  Offie* 
bii  Accepting  Incompatible  Office, 

A  persoD  who  accepts  (me  office  while  oocupyiug  another  incompatible  with  it,  ipio 
fatto  absolutely  vacates  the  first  offloe.  The  offloe  of  under-Bheriff  and  superviaor 
are  incompatible,  osd  one  man  cannot  legally  hold  both  offices.

Deab  Sib— Your  favor  asking  whether  a  supervisor  could  hold  the  office 
of  under-sheriff  at  the  same  time  he  was  acting  as  supervisor,  was  received 
and  read. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  question  submitted  by  your  letter,  and 
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wMle  I  Gnd  no  constitutional  nor  statutory  prohibition,  yet  I  am  clearly 
of  the  opinion  that  these  two  offices  are  incompatible,  and  that  by  takinc^ 
one  office,  whichever  one  is  received  last,  the  party  thus  accepting  it  would 
vacate  the  other  office. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  our  law  to  allow  a  man  to  hold  an  office  by  which 
he  could  pass  ui>on  his  own  bills,  approve  his  own  bonds,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation which  he,  or  his  superior  officer,  was  to  receive  for  boarding  the 
county  prisoners. 

An  under-sheriff  may  become  sheriff  himself,  and  he  can  at  least  per- 
form all,  or  nearly  all  the  functions  of  sheriff.  The  disqualifications  to 
hold  the  two  offices  come  by  implication.  It  is  the  universal  doctrine  of 
the  courts  that  a  person  shall  not  hold  incompatible  offices. 

By  reference  to  Cooley's  Constitutional '  Limitations,  748,  note  1,  you 
will  find  the  doctrine  somewhat  discussed,  and  the  rule  above  referred  to 
fally  sustained.  That  writor  says:  "Incompatibility  between  two  offices 
is  an  inconsistency  in  the  functions  of  the  two,  as  judge  and  clerk  of  the 
Bsme  court;  officer  who  presents  his  personal  account  for  audit,  and  an 
officer  who  passes  upon  it" 

In  the  case  of  Wilson  vs.  Kin^,  14  Am.  Dec.  84,  it  was  held  that  the 
office  of  deputy-aheriff  and  justice  of  the  peace  were  incompatible,  and 
that  one  who  accepted  the  latter  office,  by  necessity  vacated  the  former.

In  Mechem's  Public  Offices  and  Officers,  Sec.  420,  the  doctrine  is  laid 
down  plainly  in  this  language:  "It  is  a  well  settled  rule  of  the  common 
law  that  he,  who  while  occupying  one  office,  accepts  another  incompatible 
with  the  first,  ipso  facto  absolutely  vacates  the  first  office,  and  hia  title  is- 
thereby  torminated  without  any  other  act  or  proceeding.  That  the  second 
office  is  inferior  to  the  first  does  not  affect  the  rule."  See  authorities- 
cited  under  the  above. 

From  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  and  after  an  examination  of  authori- 
ties, I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  no  man 
is  entitled  to  hold  or  can  hold  both  the  office  of  supervisor  aiid  under  or 
deputy-sheriff,  and  that  if  a  person  is  elected  and  qualifies  as  supervisor, 
after  he  is  appointed  under-sheriff  or  dOT)uty-sheriff,  that  he  thereby 
vacates  the  office  of  deputy  or  under-sheriff,  and  that  if  a  person  who 
holds  the  office  of  supervisor  during  his  term  of  office  accepts  an  appoint- 
ment, and  qualifies  as  deputy  or  under-sheriff,  he  thereby  vacat^  the 
oflSce  of  supervisor.

In  answering  the  question,  I  shall  assume  that  she  has  been  a  resident 
of  the  district  the  required  length  of  time. 

The  statute  declares  that  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  Tote  on  all 
questions  "which  do  not  directly  involve  the  raising  of  money  by  tas." 
Therefore,  the  only  question  to  be  here  determined,  is  whether  the  chang- 
ing of  a  school  house  site  "directly  involves  the  raising  of  money  by  tai." 
The  changing  of  the  site  will  necessarily  "involve,"  according  to  the 
definition  of  Webster,  the  raising  of  money  by  tax,  and  so  I  am  inclioed 
to  believe  that  this  question  falls  within  the  pro^-isiou  of  the  statute  above 
referred  to,  and  that  any  individual,  not  poest'ssing  taxable  property,  has 
no  right  under  the  present  law,  to  vote  on  the  question  of  changing  a 
school  house  site,  when  money  must  be  raised  by  taxation  to  pay  for  the 
same,  if  so  selected.

A  circuit  court  oommissioDer  has  no  right  to  emploj  a  steiii^Bpher  at  the  ezpeiue  of 
the  county  to  asaist  him  in  taking  evidence  in  a  proceeding  to  remove  a  public 
officer,  Ciroait  oourt  commissioneca  hav^  no  authority  to  rule  out  any  evidenw 
which  either  party  desires  to  have  token  down,  but  must  take  down  the  objections 
and  then  take  the  answers.

Tour  authority  is  largely  controlled  by  section  657  of  Howell's  Statutes, 
as  amended  in  1883.  Tonr  compensation,  of  course,  is  fixed  by  the  general 
law;  so  much  for  swearing  witnesses,  so  much  for  return,  and  so  much  per 
folio  for  evidence  taken.  Tou  can  either  do  the  writing  yonrseU,  or  cause 
it  to  be  done,  but  the  county  would  be  under  no  obligation  to  pay  for  the 
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writing  bnt  once,  and  so  if  you  employed  a  stenographer,  he  would  have 
to  be  paid  per  folio,  and  it  would  take  juat  so  much  out  of  your  compensa- 
tion. This  is  often  done,  and  the  commissioner  and  stenographer  divide 
the  compensation.  Tour  fees  would  be  controlled  by  section  9010  Howell's 
Statutes,  which  provides,  among  other  things,  $3.00  per  day,  10  cents  per 
folio. 

Second,  Concerning  the  evidence,  I  do  not  think  you  would  be  author- 
ized to  rule  out  any  evidence  which  either  party  desires  to  have  taken 
down,  as  the  Governor  must  pass  upon  the  evidence  finally.  Tou  would 
do  the  same  as  commissioners  generally  do,  take  down  the  objections,  and 
then  take  the  answer. 

The  law  contemplates  that  after  you  have  teken  alt  the  evidence  deaired 
by  either  party,  that  j|ou  will  then  go  through  and  make  an  abstract  of  it, 
what  you  deem  material,  and  add  your  opinion  thereto,  and  then  deliver 
the  entire  evidence,  the  abstract  and  the  opinion,  to  the  prosecuting  officer 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Governor.

Sections  154  to  159  inclusive  of  the  school  laws,  provide  for  the  raising 
and  disposition  of  the  institute  money,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  section  159 
provides:  "  In  case  the  institute  fund  in  any  county  shall  be  insufficient 
to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  any  institute  held  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  the  Auditor  General  shall,  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
superintendent  that  he  has  made  arrangemente  for  holding  such  institute, 
and  that  the  county  institute  fund  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  expenses 
thereof,  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  8tat«  Treasurer  for  such  additional 
sum  as  said  superintendent  shall  deem  necessary  for  condacting  such 
institute." 

If  you  expend  institute  money  for  summer  normals,  you  can  in  that  way 
exhaust  the  fund,  and  ask  the  Auditor  General  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
State  Treasurer  for  an  institute  in  every  county  in  the  State.  This  would 
be  a  very  nice,  indirect  way  of  having  the  State  furnish  money  to  run 
summer  normals,  but  it  would  be  in  plain  violation  of  law,  and  certainly 
cannot  be  tolerated. 

Sections  173  and  \1A  of  school  laws  expressly  forbid  use  of  public 
money  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  law;  and  sections  178  and  179 
provide  severe  ^^enalties  for  such  use.

Dbae  Sib — In  further  reply  to  your  favor  asking  whether  or  not  in  mj 
opinion  a  set  of  abstract  books  that  are  valuable,  and  yield  to  their  owner 
a  large  income,  are  subject  to  taxation,  I  would  say  ^at  in  the  case  oF 
Joel  Perry  vs,  the  city  of  Big  Rapids,  67  Mich,,  146,  the  majority  of  the 
Supreme  Conrt  held  that  abstract  books,  referring  to  land  titles,  hare  do 
intrinsic  value  and  are  not  taxable,  and  cites  the  case  of 
Dart  vs.  Woodhouse,  40  Mich.,  399. 
In  the  case  above  referred  to  Morse,  Justice,  gave  a  dissenting  opiuioo 
and  held  that  such  books  were  subject  to  taxation.  I  was  of  the  same 
opinion  in  examining  the  statute  and  still  believe  that  would  be  the  better 
rule,  but  probably  the  Supreme  Court  in  case  of  contest  would  adhere  to 
their  former  decision;  this  being  so  it  would  be  better  not  to  place  abetrsct 
books  on  the  list.

It  irouU 
aeem  that  tbe  power  of  the  board  of  education  to  sell  the  prapertj  of  the  sdyuls 
and  give  a  dead  would  depend  upon  the  vot«  of  the  district,  as  to  whether  or  not 
they  needed  the  property.

Section  76  of  the  general  school  laws  of  1889  provides:     "  The  cleik  ^ 
each  county  shall,  on  receiving  from  the  secretary  of  the  coont^  board  « 
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school  examiners  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  boards  of  Bcbool 
inspectors,  file  the  same  in  his  office.  On  receiving  notice  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Pablic  Instruction  of  the  amount  of  moneys  appor- 
tioned to  the  several  townships  in  his  county,  he  shall  file  the  same  in  his 
office,  and  forthwith  deliver  a  copy  thereof  to  the  county  treasurer." 

On  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  various  boards  of  school  inspect- 
ors in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  I  find  that 
those  districts  having  a  board  of  education  usually  make  their  reports  as 
boards  of  inspectors,  but  are  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board  of  edn-' 
cation,  and  several  of  these  reports  are  made  as  a  report  of  the  "  board  of 
education." 

I  think  that  a  report  made  by  the  board  of  education  would  be  suffi- 
cient, at  least  it  is  not  so  material  that  the  county  clerk  should  raise  any 
qnestion  in  the  matter.  If,  however,  the  clerk  desires  to  "split  hairs,"  let 
tne  board  sign  as  inspectors,  as  by  the  act  they  fill  that  place. 

Concerning  the  power  of  the  Ixiard  of  education,  without  a  vote  of  the 
electors  of  the  township,  to  sell  the  property  of  the  schools  and  give  a 
deed,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  section  19,  and  subdivision  8  of  sec- 
tion 27  of  the  general  school  laws  of  18^9. 

It  would  seem  by  reading  the  two  sections  tc^ether  that  the  district  has 
the  right  to  say;  first,  as  to  whether  or  not  they  need  the  property,  and  if 
they  do  not  or  so  decide,  the  inspectors  would  have  the  right  to  sell. 

If  there  is  any  matter  nt  issue  concerning  this  last  question,  I  would 
prefer  that  you  state  the  circumstances  fully  and  I  will  try  and  assist  you.

Dear  Sib — Your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.,  the  first,  second  and  third 
qaeations  of  which  were  answered  by  telegram  of  May  19,  is  received 
.  The  fourth  and  Efth  questions  as  to  the  seizure  of  net^  I  think  are 
answered  by  my  commnoi  cation  above  referred  to,  and  I  therefore  proceed 
to  the  consideration  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  relatinfi;  to  the  qneetion  of 
whether  Pine  lake,  Charlevoix  county;  White  lake,  Muskegon  connty;  and 
Black  lake,  Ottawa  county,  lying  wholly  within  this  Stat«,  but  connected 
with  the  great  lakes  by  navigable  channels,  are  inland  waters;  and  whether 
the  Stat«  has  a  right  to  regulate  the  manner  of  fishing  on  such  waters. 

I  think  they  are  neceesarily  inland  waters,  as  they  lie  wholly  within  the 
borders  of  the  State,  bnt  under  the  decision  of  the  United  Statea 
Supreme  Court,  10  Wall.  657,  they  are  navigable  waters,  subject  to  the 
maritime  jurisdiction  of  the  general  government  This,  however,  does 
not  preclude  the  State  from  passing  laws  to  regulate  the  manner  of  fish- 
ing in  such  waters,  nor  officers  of  the  State  from  exercising  their  duties  in 
enforcing  such  law,  so  long  as  the  State  or  its  officers  do  not  intrude  upon 
the  r^hte  and  authority  o?  the  general  government.

A  city  marshal  may  hold  the  office  of  colleotor  of 
taxee.  Under  the  election  law  of  1889,  the  carrying  away  of  olipe  would  not  render 
one  liable  criminally.

Gentlemen — Your  favor  containing  four  inquiries  received.  Ton  make 
no  explanation  why  you  have  submitted  these  four  abstract  questions  to 
this  office.  I  assume  that  you  are  laboring  under  the  impression  that  the 
Attorney  General  is  authorized,  and  it  is  his  duty  to  advise  every  person, 
firm  and  corporation  who  are  in  any  doubt  as  to  the  law  touching  any 
matter  in  which  they  may  have  some  personal  interest,  or  the  local  public 
may  be  in  the  least  interested.  Permit  me  to  say  that  such  is  not  the  law, 
yet  I  get  a  great  many  inquiries  like  yours,  all  sent  in  good  faith  no  doubt, 
under  the  impression  above  indicated;  or,  perchance,  the  writers  know  of 
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my  even  disposition,  and  know  that  I  will,  as  tar  as  possible,  accommodate 
them. 

Yont  qnestions: 

First,  "Can  a  prosecntiog  attorney  of  a  county  bold  the  office  of  city 
alderman?" 

Answer.  As  a  general  mle,  he  can.  There  might  be  cases  when  the 
charter  of  the  city  prohibited  it,  and  in  such  case  he  could  not. 

Secoml,  "Is  it  legal  to  nominate  city  mayor  by  acclamation?" 

Answer.  If  yon  mean  by  this,  Does  the  fact  that  a  mayor  is  nominated 
by  acclamation  vitiate  the  election?  I  would  answer  that  the  person 
elected  or  who  received  the  greatest  number  of  legal  votes  is  entitled  to 
the  office,  even  though  he  was  never  nominated  at  all,  i.  e.,  run  in  on  a 
"stab  ticket."  Being  nominated  by  acclamation  does  not  vitiate  the 
electioiL 

Third,  "Can  the  city  marshal  hold  the  office  of  collector  of  taxes?" 

Answer.  Usually  he  can,  but  the  office  is  always  controlled  by  the  char- 
ter, and  1  could  not  tell  unless  I  saw  the  provision  governing  it.  If  there 
is  nothing  in  the  charter  of  the  city  prohibiting  it,  he  certainly  could. 

Fotirik,  "Can  the  board  of  election  handle  and  hide  a  lot  of  slips  of  a 
candidate  running  for  office?" 

Answer.  Of  course  they  could  do  it,  but  it  would  not  be  legal,  and  any 
person  who  was  injured  might  have  a  right  of  action  if  he  could  establish 
the  fact  that  snch  action  injured  him.  I  hardly  think  the  election  law  is 
broad  enough  te  punish  one  for  carrying  away  slips.

Gentlemen — I  have  examined  the  question  submitted  by  the  clerk  of 
your  board,  relative  to  the  claims  presented  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  at  Ionia,  for  transferring  prisoners  who  have 
been  restored  to  reason. 

Section  29  of  act  43  of  the  public  acts  of  1887,  among  other  things,  pro- 
vides: "Whenever  any  convict,  who  shall  have  been  confined  in  said 
asylum  as  a  lunatic,  shall  have  become  restored  to  reason,  and  the  medi- 
cal  superintendent  shall  so  certify  in  writing,  he  shall  be  forthwith  trnns- 
ferred  to  the  House  of  Correction,  Prison  or  Eeformatory  from  whence 
he  came."  Just  as  soon  as  any  person,  convicted  for  violating  the  laws  of 
this  State,  is  transferred  by  the  warden  of  a  prison  and  placed  in  charge 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  said  asylum,  he  becomes  a  State  patient,  and 
13 
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no  one  haa  any  control  over  him  except  the  saperintendent;  on^y  by  his 
direction  can  anoh  person  be  transferred  to  the  prison  from  which  he 
came 

Section  30  of  said  act  43  expressly  provides:  "  The  bills  for  the  main- 
tenance,  clothing  and  other  charges  of  all  State  patients  shall  be  rendered 
quarterly  to  the  Auditor  General  *  *  •  and  shall  be  paid  by  the 
State  Treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  asylum  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General." 

It  eeems  olear  to  me  that  these  bills  come  under  the  clause  "other 
charges,"  and  that  they  are  to  be  audited  by  the  Auditor  General,  and 
there  is  no  reason  for  referring  them  them  to  yonr  board.

Railroad  Land*,— failure  of  Title.—Equttable  Claim. 

The  law  does  not  authorise  the  State  ol  Michigan  to  refund  money  to  persons  wbo 
purchased  laode  of  the  Fort  HuroQ  and  Lake  Michigan  Railway  Compaaj,  the 
title  of  the  company  having  failed.  Neither  is  claimant  entitled  to  bo  reimbursed 
on  the  theory  that  he  advanced  mocey  relying  upon  the  reprseentations  of  iith 
State  officers,  when  it  appears  the  olsimant  was  not  mialed  in  the  matter.

Gentleuen — I  have  examined  the  annexed  papers  relative  to  the  cUim 
of  Samuel  C.  Sebring,  asking  that  the  State  of  Michigan  reimburse  him 
for  money  paid  for  the  N.  E.  ^  of  the  N.  W,  J  of  section  11,  township  i 
N.,  of  range  11  W. 

The  claimant  in  this  cause  proeeuu  the  claim  that  the  State  of  Michigan 
should  reimburse  him  for  his  money  on  the  theory  that  he  advanced  it 
relying  upon  the  representations  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  that  the  land  in 
question  had  been  confirmed  to  the  Port  Huron  &  Lake  Michigan  Rail- 
way Company,  and  to  sustain  that  position  he  furnishes  a  paper  showing 
the  tax  history  of  this  piece  of  land,  and  on  the  margin  is  indorsed  this 
language:  "Confirmed  to  the  Port  Huron  &  Lake  Michigan  R.  R.  Co., 
May  Ist,  1873."  The  date  of  this  instrument  is  the  17th  day  of  December, 
1875,  and  is  signed  by  Ralph  Ely,  Auditor  General  of  the  State  of  Michi- 
gan. 

Mr.  Sebring  also  furnishes  his  deed  by  which  he  got  title  from  the  rail- 
road company.  The  deed  is  dated  and  acknowledged  May  6,  1875,  some 
eight  months  prior  to  the  time  that  he  himself  procured  the  tax  history  of 
this  land. 

There  is  no  law  in  the  State  pf  Michigan  authorizing  or  requiring  the 
State  to  refund  the  money,  and  the  only  possible  claim  that  Mr.  Sebring 
could  have  would  be  one  based  in  equity  on  the  ground  that  h©  had  been 
mialed  by  some  State  officer.  And  it  appears  clearly,  when  the  deed  and 
certificate  are  taken  t^ether,  and  when  the  dates  are  compared,  and  the 
fact  taken  into  consideration  that  the  certificate  produced  was  furnished 
to  Mr.  Sebring  himself  for  taxes  which  he  paid,  that  Mr.  Sebring  did  not 
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bave  this  certificate  for  eight  months  after  he  claimed  to  have  had  title, 
nod  could  not  under  any  possible  ciroomstances  be  misled  in  the  manner 
and  form  he  claims.  I  mnst,  therefore,  give  it  ae  my  opinion  that  the 
State  of  Michigan  is  nnder  no  legal  obligations  to  pay  to  Mr.  Sebring  the 
money  which  he  lost  by  reason  of  investing  in  this  leind.

Official  Solars/.— Bond  to  Hepay  Salary.^Title  to  Office,  how  ConteMted.— Right  to 
Withhold  Salary. 

Xa  offioer  de  /aoto,  whose'offica  is  contested  by  quo  toaTTonto  and  who  is  finanoiaU^ 
irraspoDsible,  should  be  required  to  give  a  bond  to  repay  the  salary  to  the  oontest- 
ant  in  case  b«  ie  defeated  in  qiio  warrantv  proceedings.  Title  to  office  can  never  be 
collaterally  tried,  and  notice  to  the  county  treasurer  to  withhold  payment  is  not  a 
legal  writ,  and  ia  nothing  on  wbioh  he  cod  legally  act.  He  oan  only  act  upon  the 
apparent  title  of  the  actual  incumbent,  and  has  do  right  to  withhold  the  salary  o( 
any  officer,

Deae  Sib — Tour  favor  concerning  the  r^ht  of  the  County  Treasnrerto 
pay  the  salary  of  the  Probate  Judge  to  K  0.  Palmer,  who  is  now  holding 
that  office,  and  whose  right  to  the  office  is  being  contested  by  quo  war- 
ranto proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Conrt  by  J.  M.  Fuller,  who  claims  that 
he  was  elected  to  that  office  last  spring,  and  who  has  given  you  notice  to 
withhold  payment,  is  received  and  considered. 

I  realize  in  the  first  place  that,  if  Mr.  Palmer  is  not  financially  reepon- 
aible,  that  equity  would  require  that  he  should  give  a  bond  to  repay  the 
money  in  case  be  is  defeated  in  the  suit,  yet  there  is  no  statutory  provision 
requiring  this  to  be  done. 

It  is  a  well  established  principal  that  the  title  to  an  office  can  never  be 
collaterally  tried.  Notice  to  the  County  Treasurer  to  withhold  payment  is 
not  a  l^al  writ,  and  is  nothing  on  which  he  can  legally  act.  It  would  not 
fjive  authority  to  refuse  payment  to  Mr.  Palmer. 

The  doty  devolving  upon  the  County  Treasurer  to  pay  official  salaries  can 
not  be  safely  performed  unless  he  is  justified  in  acting  upon  the  apparent 
title  of  the  actual  incumbent     He  has  no  right  to  withhold  the  salary  of 
any  officer  occupying  an  office  simply  because  some  one  gave  him  notice 
that  he  claims  the  same  office.     If  be  had  such  authority,  he  would  be 
vested  with  the  authority  to  virtually  test,  at  least  to  a  limited  extent,  the 
right  to  hold  an  office- 
Auditors  of  Wayne  Co.  vs.  Benoit,  20  Mich.,  176. 
Comstock  vs.  Grand  Bapids,  40  Mich.,  397. 
McVeany  vs.  Mayor,  etc.,  N.  T.,  80  N.  T.,  185. 
Dolan  vs  Mayor,  68  N.  T.,  274. 

In  the  latter  case  the  Court  say:  "Distributing  officers  charged  with 
the  duty  of  paying  official  salaries  have,  in  the  dischai^  of  that  duty,  the 
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right  to  rely  upon  the  appEtrent  title  of  an  officer  de  facto  and  to  treat  hito 
03  an  officer  de  jure  without  inquiring  whether  another  has  a  better  right" 

As  above  sn^epted,  I  recognize  that  this  rule  would  worb  a  hardship  in 
cases  where  an  officer  is  not  finaucially  responsible,  and  am  not  prepued 
to  say  that  the  Court  would  hold  it  unjust  if  the  officer  should  exact  & 
bond  tbat  the  money  would  be  repaid,  or  paid  to  the  claimant,  in  case  tb&l 
his  office  or  title  to  the  money  was  declared  bad. 

There  is  uo  question  under  the  authorities  that  in  case  Mr.  Fuller 
should  be  adjudged  eutitled  to  this  office  but  what  he  would  be  entitled  to 
an  action  against  Mr.  Palmer  to  collect  all  of  the  money  from  him. 

An  officer  who  is  wrongfujly  kept  out  of  an  office  is  l^;ally  entitled  to  all 
of  the  salarv  that  accrued  to  such  office  during  such  time. 

An  official  salary  is  not  made  dependant  upon  the  amount  of  work  done 
and  belongs  to  the  office  itself  without  regani  to  the  personal  service  of 
the  officer.

There  are 
two  cells,  7x8  feet,  made  of  steel.  There  are  separate  rooms,  away  from 
the  main  jail,  for  female  and  boy  prisoners  and  insane  and  idiotic  persons. 

Barry. — Jail  is  30x68  feet,  built  of  brick,  heated  by  furnace  and  venti- 
lated by  windows.  Have  no  sewerage.  There  are  eight  cells  built  of  brick, 
wood  and  iron.  No  special  provisions  for  female  and  boy  prisoners,  nor 
for  insane  and  idiotic  persons.  Jail  was  condemned  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  at  their  last  meeting  in  June,  1891.  I  have  not  received  orders 
for  the  jemoval  of  the  prisoners  but  expect  to  soon. 

Bay. — Jail  is  40x40  feet,  bnilt  of  brick,  iron  and  wood,  on  stone  founda- 
tion. It  is  heated  by  steam  and  ventilated  by  shafta  and  windows.  Sew- 
erage is  in  good  condition.

Traverse  county  jaiL  * 

Berrien. — Jail  is  44x44  feet,  bnilt  of  brick,  stone  and  iron,  heated  by 
qtoves  and  ventilated  by  windows  at  sides  and  top.  No  sewerage,  use 
vanlts.  There  are  seventeen  cells  below  and  six  above.  They  are  7x9fe«t, 
made  of  stone  and  iron.  Female  and  buy  prisoners  are  kept  apart  in  npper 
story  of  jail.     Have  no  special  provisions  for  insane  and  idiotic  persons. 

BruTicn. — Jail  is  32x34  feelj,  built  of  brick,  stone  and  iron,  heated  by  fur- 
nace and  ventilated  by  Sues.  The  sewerage  is  in  fair  condition.  There 
are  eight  ceUs  6x8  feet,  made  of  boiler  iron.  There  are  two  rooms  above 
for  female  and  boy  prisoners,  '^o  special  provision  for  insane  and  idiotic 
persons. 

CaZAouTi.— Jail  is  36x48  feet,  built  of  brick,  stone  and  iron,  heated  by 
steam  and  ventilated  by  iron  pipes  in  wall  of  jaiL  Sewerage  is  in  first-claas 
condition.  There  are  twelve  cells  6x10  and  9x12  feet,  bnilt  of  iron  and 
steel.  Have  special  provisions  for  female  and  boy  prisoners  and  for  insane 
and  idiotic  persons. 

Cass. — Jail  is  36x48  feet,  bnilt  of  stone,  brick  and  iron,  heated  by  Bteom 
and  ventilated  by  means  of  pipes  running  from  each  cell  to  ventilator  in 
roof.  Sewerage  is  in  good  condition.  There  are  twelve  cells  7^x71,  one 
10x12  and  one  12x14  feet,  built  of  stone  and  iron.  The  npper  story  is  for 
female  and  boy  prisoners.    No  special  provisions  for  insane  and  idiotic 


Charlevoix. — The  jails  used  by  this  county  are  not  at  the  county  seat, 
but  are  village  jails,  one  at  Charlevoix  and  the  other  at  East  Jonuii,  and 
are  rented  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Charlevoix  county.  There  is  one 
cell  in  each  jail  for  the  use  of  female  and  boy  prisoners.  No  special  pro- 
visions  for  insane  and  idiotic  persons, 

Cheboygan.- — Jail  is  30x45  feet,  built  of  brick,  heated  by  furnace  in 
basement  of  jail,  and  ventilated  hj  windows.  The  sewerage  is  in  «>od 
condition.  There  are  six  cells  5x10  feet,  built  of  boiler  iron.  Have 
special  provisions  for  female  and  boy  prisoners,  but  none  for  insane  and 
idiotic  persons. 

Chippewa. — No  statement,  hence  we  copy  from  last  report.  Jsil  is 
30x34  feet,  built  of  stone,  heated  by  steam  and  ventilated  by  opening 
windows.  Sewerage  is  in  good  condition.  There  are  six  cells,  6^x4  feet, 
built  of  iron  and  cement;  for  female  and  boy  prisoners  there  are  separate 
rooms  upstairs. 

Clare. — Jail  is  30x32  feet,  built  of  brick,  heated  by  hot  water  furnace 
and  is  without  ventilation.  Sewerage  is  in  good  condition.  There  are  ten 
cells,  7x14  and  5x8  feet,  built  of  iron.  The  cells  for  female  and  boy 
prisoners  are  in  second  story.  No  provisions  for  insane  and  idiotic 
persons. 

dinton.— Jail  is  41x34x15^  feet,  built  of  brick,  wood  and  iron,  heated  by 
furnace,  ventilated  by  windows.  Sewerat^e  is  in  fair  condition.  There  are 
fourteen  cells,  eight  7x7  J  and  six  7x7  feet,  made  of  wood  and  iron.  There 
is  one  cell  over  the  dwelling  part  for  the  female  and  boy  prisoners.  No 
special  provisions  for  the  insane  and  idiotic, 

Crawford. — ^Oor  main  jail  on  first  floor  of  court  house  is  new  and  made 
of  steel  and  iron.  There  are  two  good  cells,  four  cots  to  each  ceU. 
Sewerage  is  in  good  condition.  Jail  for  females  is  on  second  floor  of  oonrt 
house.  There  are  three  cells,  built  of  boiler  iron,  one  cot  to  each  cell. 
Both  jails  are  in  good  condition  and  clean  as  could  be  expected.

Sewerage  is  very 
good.  There  are  17  cells,  size  6x7  feet,  made  of  iron  and  steel.  We  have 
provisions  in  the  third  story  of  jail  for  female  and  boy  prisoners.  No 
special  provisions  for  insane  and  idiotic  persons.  This  is  the  common  jail 
for  Leelanau  and  Benzie  counties. 

Oraiiot. — Jail  is  31x31^  feet,  built  of  stone,  iron,  brick  and  wood,  heated 
by  furnace  and  stoves,  and  ventilated  by  windows.  The  sewerage  is  fairly 
good.  There  are  8  cells  5x7  feet.  Six  cells  are  made  of  iron  and  two  of 
iron  and  wood.  For  female  and  boy  prisoners  there  are  two  cells  entirely 
separate,  built  of  iron  and  wood.  These  are  also  nsed  for  insane  and 
idiotic  persons. 

Itillsdale.—Jail  is  30x40  feet,  built  of  brick,  stone  and  iron,  heated  by 
steam,  and  ventilated  by  ventilating  stack.  Sewerage  is  in  good  condition.

There  are  also  two  bath  rooms 
and  two  bed  rooms  with  wash  basins  and  olosflts,  and  one  without  water  or 
closet.    The  entire  jail  is  supposed  to  be  fire  proof. 

The  county  contracts  with  the  aheriS  at  *6,000  per  annum  to  do  al! 
criminal  work  for  which  aaid  county  would  be  liabls,  boarding  prisoners, 
and  conveying  all  convicts,  insane,  etc.,  to  State  institntioDS. 

Huron. — Jail  is  30x32  feet,  boilt  of  brick  with  stone  foundation,  heated 
by  steam,  ventilated  by  ventilators  leading  from  ceiling  to  chimney.  Sew- 
erage is  in  fair  condition.  There  are  13  oell&  Twelve  cells  5x7  feet  made 
of  iron  and  one  7x10  feet  made  of  wood.  There  is  one  cell  for  females. 
No  special  provisions  for  boys  nor  insane  and  idiotic  persons. 

Ingham.— Jail  19x26  feet,  built  of  brick  and  iron,  heated  by  stovee  and 
ventilated  by  ventilator  in  roof  and  wiadowa  Sewer^e  is  in  good  condi- 
tion. There  are  eight  cells  4Jx7  feet,  built  of  iron.  The  second  story  of 
jail  is  used  for  female  ami  boy  prisoners.  No  special  provisions  for  insane 
and  idiotic  persons. 

Ionia.^fail  is  30|x32^  feet,  bnilt  of  brick,  stone,  wood  and  iron,  heated 
by  ^team  and  ventilated  by  ventilators.  Sewerage  is  in  good  conditioD. 
There  are  twelve  cells  7  feet  long,  6  feet  wide  and  7  feet  high  made  of 
boiler  iron  with  grated  doors.  One  cell  is  all  we  have  for  female  and  boy 
prisoners  or  for  insane  and  idiotic  persons. 

Iosco. — Jail  22x22  feet,  two  stories  high,  is  bnilt  of  brick  on  stone  fonn- 
dation.  It  is  heated  by  hot-air  fnmace  and  ventilated  by  ventilators  in 
chimneys  and  through  the  roof.  Sewerage  is  in  good  condition.  There 
are  four  cells,  each  holding  four  prisoners.  They  are  6^x6  feet  and  7  feet 
high.  Two  are  made  of  steel  and  two  of  iron.  There  are  two  ceHs  in  the 
upper  story  that  can  be  used  for  female  and  boy  prisoners,  or  for  insane 
and  idiotic  persons. 

Our  cells  and  cell  corridor  are  so  small  that  is  is  necessary  to  let  the 
prisoners  have  the  jail  corridor  for  exercise  during  the  day  in  wann 
weather.  They  are  locked  in  the  cells  during  the  night.  The  outer  wall 
is  brick  12  inches  thick,  lined  with  iron,  and  is  perf eccly  safe. 

Iron. — We  have  no  jail  in  this  county  yet.  Our  prisoners  are  confined 
in  Menominee  county  jail.  Our  jail  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  a  few 
weeks.

— Jail  ia  40x70  feet,  built  of  brick,  heated  by  steam  and  ven- 
tilated by  windows  and  ventilating  shafts.  Sewerage  is  in  good  condition. 
There  are  twenty-six  cells  5x7x8  feet,  made  of  stone,  and  a  steel  cage  of 
four  cells  holding  four  prisoners  each.  There  are  five  cells  in  tiie  npper 
story  and  two  lai^e  cells  in  the  hall  for  boys,  idiotic  or  insane  inmates. 
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KaVcaska. — Jail  is  24x32  feet,  built  of  wood,  heated  by  wood  stoves  and 
ventilated  by  openin;^  from  each  cell  12x18  inches.  Xo  sewerage.  There 
are  five  ceUs  made  of  wood,  three  of  these  are  lined  with  iron;  tour  of  the 
celb  are  6x8  feet  and  one  6x12.  No  special  provisions  for  female  and  bo^ 
prisooera  or  for  insane  and  idiotic  persona  The  jail  and  sheriff's  rest-  ^ 
dence  ie  anhealthy  and  in  my  judgment  is  anfit  for  the  lon^f  confinement 
of  prisoners.

There  are  13 
cells:  ten  4x7  feet,  one  12x20  feet,  one  12x12  feet,  and  one  9x12  feet,  made 
of  iron.  There  is  one  large  room  for  female  prisoners,  also  one  for  boy 
prisoners.     No  special  provisions  for  insane  and  idiotic  {>ersons. 

Manitou.—Jan  20  feet  square,  is  built  of  plank  laid  flat,'  heated  by 
stoves  and  ventilated  by  two  windows.  No  sewerage.  There  are  three 
cells  4x6  feet  made  of  plank,  2x4  inches.

These  mlee 
are  striotly  enforced.  The  rooms  are  heated  by  wood  and  coal  Ertovee.  The  meUiod  t^ 
heating  and  ventilating  the  sick  rooms  has  been  much  changed  within  the  last  tew 
months  so  that  greater  comfort  is  secured  for  the  sick.  Veutilatioii  is  by  windows  in 
eaoh  room  and  transoms  over  each  door.  The  paupers  are  treated  kindly  at  all  times. 
Just  mlee  are  established  for  the  care  and  management  ot  the  inmates  which  are 
kindly  euforoed,  and  the  keeper,  James  Fartelo  and  hie  wife,  are  untiring  in  their 
efforts  to  make  the  livee  of  tee  paupers  pleasant.  The  paupers  are  well  fed;  for  brcok- 
fast  they  usually  have  porridge,  bread  and  butter,  apple  sauce  and  ooffee;  for  dinner, 
soup,  freeh  or  salt  meat,  potatoee  and  other  vegetables,  bread,  butter,  tea  and  milk: 
and  for  supper,  bread,  butter,  pie  ooosaioually,  tea  and  sauoe.  All  meale  are  well 
cooked,  and  suited  to  the  age  and  health  of  the  inmates.  The  clothing  is  suitable,  and 
adapted  to  the  different  seasons  of  the  year.  It  is  as  good  as  our  formers  wear,  and  is 
kepi  mended  and  clean.  The  sick  are  caced  tor  by  the  keeper  and  hie  wife  and  soeh 
inmates  as  are  able  to  asHiet  them.  A  competent  physician  is  employed  at  a  yeariy 
salary  who  visits  the  house  ouoe  a  week  and  oftener  if  neoeeaary.  We  have  no  iDMoe 
in  the  poorhouse,  all  being  sent  to  the  Eastern  Asylum  at  Pontioc,  where  th^  oan  hare 
proper  attention  and  cai«.  The  idiotic,  of  whom  there  ate  three,  are  kindly  tieated. 
The  other  inmates  being  kind  to  them,  and  treating  them  as  brothers.  There  are  no 
children  admitted  to  the  poorhouse.  They  ar*  generally  adopted  by  the  citizens,  or  in 
some  instances,  which  are  ven'  seldom,  they  are  sent  to  the  State  Public  School  at 
Ckildwater.  The  Bay  county  farm  contains  120  acres  ot  land,  alt  under  cultdvation,  aiid 
in  OS  good  condition  as  any  farm  in  the  county.  Our  farm  raises  as  good  crops  as  any 
one  if  not  the  best  in  the  township.  Our  last  crop  was  as  follows:  Wheat,  251  bosb* 
els;  oats,  iSG;  peas,  93;  corn,  1,200;  potatoee,  325;  carrots,  500;  mangel  wursel,  20O;  beana, 
16;  and  onions,  15  bushels;  21  tons  of  bay,  100  bushels  of  buckwheat;  two  trata  of 
squash;  a  large  number  of  cabbages,  and  other  vegetables.  We  have  on  the  farm  seven 
milch  cows,  four  horses,  colta,  heifers,  pigs,  etc.,  and  all  the  neoeesary  farming  imple- 
ments required.  Our  keeper  and  his  wife  seem  to  be  well  qualified  for  U^eir  difficalt 
poeition,  and  they  poeseea  the  faculty  of  controlling  the  inmates,  some  of  whom  an  of 
weak  mind,  consequently  have  some  difficulties  among  themselvee,  but  a  word  from 
the  keeper  acts  "like  oil  poured  upon  disturbed  waters."  The  crops  now  growiog  on 
the  farm,  from  apjtearanoes,  will  turn  out  well,  excepting  the  hay,  owing  to  the  very 
dry  weauier  we  had  in  the  spring. 

BenziA — [No  poorhouse  nor  farm.] 

Berrien, — The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Berrien,  one  mile  from  Berrien 
Centre,  a  station  on  the  C.  W.  &  M.  Ry.,  and  three  mUee  from  Berrien  Springs,  the 
county  seat  The  general  condition  of  the  poorhouse  and  other  buildings  is  good. 
There  are  bath  tutn  on  the  first  fioor  for  the  use  of  the  males  and  on  the  seoraid 
floor  for  the  use  of  the  females.  All  rooms  in  the  building  are  warmed  by  steam 
from  a  boiler  located  in  the  basement.  Ventilation  is  by  windows,  transoms  and  air 
shafts  built  in  the  walls.  We  oonaider  the  treatment  of  the  inmates  of  our  poorhouse 
to  be  humane  and  no  more  restraint  is  used  in  their  government  than  is  neoeesaty  to 
prevent  them  from  becoming  nuisances  in  the  neighborhood  or  injuring  themselves  and 
one  another.  Their  food  consisle  of  bread,  butter,  meat,  potatoee,  ve^etablee,  fruits  in 
season,  tea,  coffee,  etc.  The  inmates  ore  supplied  with  sush  clothing  as  is  necessary  to 
make  them  comfortable,  comfort  being  the  object  sought  rather  than  style.  Onr 
physician  is  a  graduate  of  the  Michigan  University;  his  office  and  residence  is  at 
Berrien  Centre.  He  is  called  whenever  occasion  requires  his  services.  The  ourang  m 
done  by  the  help  employed  in  the  house  assisted  by  the  inmates  under  the  direotitxi  ot 
the  keeper  or  matron.  The  accommodations  for  the  insane  and  idiotic  is  the  nme  >s 
the  other  inmates  except  that  such  as  show  a  disposition  to  be  violent  or  to  wander 
away  are  not  allowed  outeide  the  building  without  an  attendant,  whUe  two  or  three  are 
kept  most  of  the  time  confined  in  their  rooms.  The  three  children  who  have  been  in 
the  county  house  during  most  of  tjie  year,  who  oould  not  be  admitted  to  the  State 
School,  have  been  sent  to  the  district  school. 
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BmhmA.— The  poor  farm  is  looatod  two  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Coldwater.  Th« 
buildings  are  in  fair  oondition.  The  poorhouee  is  warmed  by  steam.  There  has  been 
ao  ioe  and  milk  houee  witb  oreamery  built  the  last  year,  whioh  adds  very  muoh  to  the 
oonvenience  in  the  oare  of  milk  and  butter.  The  inmates  are  required  to  bathe  once 
each  week  and  obsore  the  rules  of  the  house.  They  are  reoeivinK  kind  treatment  ^d 
are  well  oared  for  in  every  respect 

CaIADun.~Our  poorhouee  is  located  in  the  township  of  Marengo,  about  two  ovilea 
northeast  from  Marehall  City.  The  main  building  is  old  but  in  good  repair,  well  venti- 
lated and  heated  by  steam.  We  have  a  briok  building  newly  built  especially  intended 
for  the  insane  wiUt  hospital  aooommodations  such  as  laundry,  bath  room,  ete.  The 
building  is  warmed  by  steam.  Facilities  tor  bathing,  in  old  building,  oonsieta  of  bath- 
room, bath  tubs  and  water  oonneotion.  Both  new  and  old  buildings  are  warmed  by 
ateam.  The  paupers  are  humanely  treated  and  made  as  comfortable  as  possible  under 
the  oiroumstanoes.  Food  would  be  rated  with  wholesome  farmers  living.  The  clothing 
is  ocnnf  ortable  and  is  adapted  to  the  season  of  the  year,  as  far  as  praotioal,  and  kept 
olean.  We  have  a  regular  attendant  to  take  care  of  the  sick  and  a  salaried  physician 
Bubjeot  to  call  at  any  time.  The  aooommodations  tor  the  insane  and  idiotic  are  ^ood. 
The  rooms  are  &re-propf  and  heated  by  steam.  Children  temporarily  in  the  poorhousa 
have  the  privilege  of  the  district  school, 

Cass. — The  poorhouee  is  looated  in  the  township  ot  Jefferson.  The  house  asylum  and 
farm  buildinga  are  in  good  oondition.  The  main  buildings  and  asylum  are  built  of 
briok.  The  taoilities  for  bathing,  good  bath  tub,  water  heated  by  steam.  The  bnild- 
iBgs  are  warmed  by  steam.  Ventilation  of  buildings  is  good.  The  paupers  are 
treated  kindly.  The  food  is  good,  well  cooked,  and  served  at  tables  in  the 
dining  room;  it  consists  of  bread,  meat,  v^etablea,  tea,  and  coffee.  Good,  com- 
fortable clothing  is  fumiehed  the  inmaces  and  is  adapted  to  the  different 
seasons  of  the  year.  The  sick  are  well  oared*  for  and  provided  with  such  food  as 
tbey  can  eat.  Those  persons  violently  insane  ore  sent  to  the  Kalamazoo  asylum.  A 
brick  asylum  is  used  for  temporary  cases.  AU  children  of  a  suitable  age  and  mental 
oondition  are  sent  to  the  State  Public  School  at  Coldwater,  and  none  capable  of  receiv- 
ing an  education  are  kept  in  the  oounty-house. 

Charlevoix. — [No  poorhouee  nor  farm.] 

Chtl>oygan.—Tlte  poorhouse  is  looated  in  the  citv  ot  Cheboygan.  The  general  con- 
dition is  good.  Facilities  tor  bathing,  a  good  oath  tub.  All  when  aamitted  are 
required  to  bathe.  The  building  is  warmed  by  stoves,  wood  is  used  for  fueL  Ventila- 
tion is  by  opening  doors  and  windows.  Good  food  of  many  varieties  is  provided.  The 
clothing  is  good  and  is  provided  when  seeded.  The  sick  are  nursed  by  the  keeper  and 
his  wife  under  the  direction  of  the  oonnty  physiojan.  We  have  no  insane  or  idiotic 
persons.  No  children  to  take  care  ot  this  year.  We  have  a  county  phyaician  tor  the 
ivhole  county  who  is  required  to  employ  another  for  the  southern  part  of  the.  county. 

Chippewa. — The  poorhouee  is  looated  in  the  cit^  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  The  house 
and  other  buildings  are  in  good  oondition.  Facilities  for  bathing,  a  bath  rooi%  and 
the  inmates  take  a  bath  when  necessary.  The  poorhouse  is  heated  by  wood  and  cool 
and  the  house  is  kept  warm  and  comfortable.  The  only  means  of  ventilation  is  by 
windows  and  doors.  The  keeper,  Mr.  Donaldson,  treats  the  inmates  kindly  and  is  firm 
in  making  them  do  what  is  right.  Those  that  are  able  to  work  are  required  to  do  what 
they  can.  The  paupers  are  well  fed  with  porridge  generally  for  breakfast,  ooffee,  bread 
and  butter  and  apple  sauce;  for  dinner  they  have  fresh  or  salt  meat,  soup,  potatoes,  and 
vegetables  of  different  kinds;  for  supper  they  have  tea,  bread,  butter,  and  generally  pie 
and  sauce.  They  have  good  food.  Tkoy  are  well  clothed,  in  summer  with  cheap  cloth- 
ing suitable  to  the  season,  and  it  is  kept  nice  and  clean;  in  winter  they  Ftre  clothed  with 
heavy  clothing.  The  sick  are  taken  care  ot  b^  the  keeper  and  inmates,  or  by  a  nursej 
everything  neoeeeary  for  their  comfort  is  provided.  There  are  no  particular  accommo- 
dations for  the  insane  and  idiotic.  We  have  not  had  many  of  them,  they  are  token 
oare  of  in  an  apartment  by  themselves  until  we  can  send  them  to  the  asylum.  The 
ohildren  are  sent  to  the  country  school  not  tar  from  the  oounty  house,  and  tbey  are 
educated  there  until  we  get  places  for  them  where  they  will  be  well  educated  and  oared 
for.  The  keeper  of  the  poorhouse  is  a  ^ood  and  wise  man,  and  he  and  the  inmates  get 
along  well.  He  deals  with  them  very  £ndly,  but  firmly,  and  what  he  says  must  'be 
done.  The  superintendents  meet  at  the  county  poorhouse  onoe  every  monui,  unleae  a 
Bpeoial  meeting  is  called. 

Clare. — The  poorhouse,  situated  in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  ot  Harrison,  is  in 
good  oondition.  Facilities  for  bathing,  tuba.  The  building  is  warmed  by  wood  stoves. 
Ventilation  is  by  doors  and  windows.    The  treatment  of  paapen  is  for  their  best  inter- 
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etrte.  The  food  is  plain  and  Bubatoctial.  They  aro  supplied  with  clothing  thst  ts  mut- 
able for  the  season  of  the  jeax.  The  sick  are  well  tieatod  and  a  oompetent  ph;rsi<'iB'i  i^ 
employed.  The  ineane  are  sent  to  Traverae  Ci^.  We  have  no  idiotic.  We  have  no 
children.  We  are  continuing  the  same  plan  aa  heretofore  in  the  care  and  support  of 
the  poor.  We  hire  the  inwatee  boarded  which  is  the  keeper^  aalarr.  We  rent  him  the 
farm  tor  S125  per  year.  We  also  rent  the  old  farm,  situated  in  Grant  township,  for  tlOO 
PwyoK:- 

1  Clinton.— Same  as  last  year,  henoe  we  copy.  The  poorhouae  ia  located  in  the  town- 
ahip  of  Bingham,  sod  is  in  good  condition.  Facilitiee  for  bathing,  bath  tubs.  Build- 
ings are  warmed  by  furnace  in  part  and  by  stovee  in  psrL  The  ventilation  is  fair.  The 
trratmeat  of  the  paopera,  their  food,  clothing,  and  the  care  of  Uie  siok  are  all  good. 
For  the  insane  and  idiotic  there  ia  a  brick  buildiDfc  separate  from  the  poorhousa. 

Crawford. — The  poorhousa,  situated  in  Graylmg  township,  ia  in  good  condition. 
.Have  no  facilitiee  for  bathing.  Buildings  are  wannM  by  good  storea,  using  wood  for 
fuel.  Ventilation,  food,  olol£ing,  aad  oare  of  the  eick  are  all  good.  The  panders  have 
excellent  treatment,  We  have  no  accommodationa  for  t^e  insane  and  idiotic.  Have 
no  children 

Dtlta, — The  poorhouse  ia  located  in  the  city  of  Sscanaba.  '  The  house  and  other 
buildiogB  are  in  good  condition.  We  have  80  acres  of  land  and  raise  vegetablee  and 
other  farm  products.  Faoilities  for  bathing  are  good,  we  have  six  batli  rooms  supplied 
with  hot  and  oold  water.  Our  hoepitsl  has  a  complete  patent  of  steam  heating;  at  onr 
poor  farm  the  buildings  are  heatea  by  wood  stovea.  Ventilation  of  bnildiuaa,  good. 
The  paupen  are  well  treated.  Our  food  is  such  as  is  approved  by  county  pnysician, 
very  good.  The  clothing  is  cheap,  but  comfortable,  llie  sick  are  oomd  for  at  the 
county  hospital,  one  of  the  finest  institutions  in  the  State.  Sisters  of  8L  FroDcia 
employed  as  nurses.  We  have  no  aoooinmodationa  for  insane  and  idiotic  The  children 
are  cared  for  by  CJommissioner  of  Charity. 

Eaton. — The  poor  farm  is  located  in  the  township  of  Chester  and  is  the  S.W.  3^ 
of  section  3L  The  poorhouse  is  ample  for  the  accommodation  of  7b  inmateo.  A  new 
building  was  erected  last  season  that  wUI  aooommodatc  30  men.  The  building  are  all 
of  brick  and  moetly  new.  Bams  and  out  buildings  are  in  good  repair.  Facilitiea  for 
batbing,  bath-tubs  in  bath-room.  The  rooms  ore  all  warmed  by  Bt««m  from  one  boiler. 
Ventilation  is  by  windows  and  traneoma.    The  treatment  of   paupers  is  humane^  no 


arguse  milk  freely.    The  men's  clothing  is  mostly  o

The  sick  are  cored  for  by  the  att«ndinK  physician,  and  nursed  by  keeper  and  matron 
assisted  by  some  of  the  inmates.  No  insane  are  kept  at  the  county  honae.  Ilie 
children  attend  the  district  school. 

Emmet..— Th6  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Maple  River,  and  ia  in  good 
condition.  Facilitiea  for  bathing,  tubs  and  buckets.  The  building  is  warmed  by 
stoves.  Ventilation  is  by  doors  and  windows.  The  paupers  are  treated  humanely. 
Food  is  good.  Their  clothing  is  all  that  ia  necessary.  The  siok  have  good  core.  No 
provision  is  made  for  the  insane  and  idiotic.  We  have  no  children  to  educate.  We 
give  the  keeper  of  the  poorhouse  use  of  form  and  paa[«r  labor,  be  also  boards  the 
paupers  for  |2.O0  pec  week  and  in  com  of  sickness  he  gets  more. 

Qenesee. — The  county  poor  farm  is  located  in  the  township  of  Burton,  two  and  one- 
half  miles  south  of  the  city  of  Flint  The  building  is  of  brick,  size  60x120  feet,  two 
stories  high.  The  front  is  occupied  by  the  females,  the  rear  by  the  males;  each  deport- 
ment being  separate,  and  provided  with  sittii^  and  dining  rooms  on  first  floor.  Sle^ 
ing  rooms  above.  Bach  deportment  has  bsth-rooros  with  hot  and  oold  water.  The 
inmates  ore  required  to  bathe  once  each  week  and  ottener  if  necessary,  lliia  rule  is 
strictly  enforced.  The  building  is  warmed  bv  ooal  stoves,  oil  the  rooms  being  warm 
and  comfortable.  In  some  of  the  rooms  we  have  ventilating  flues,  and  in  otheia  we 
ventilate  by  the  windowa  The  paupers  are  all  treated  kindly,  no  favoritism  being 
ollowed.  Those  that  are  able  to  work  we  give  some  light  employment,  in  mo«t  coses 
they  prefer  it.  None  are  allowed  to  leove  the  farm  without  the  overseer's  permissicHu 
Good  substantial  food  is  furnished.  Special  pains  are  taken  to  olothe  the  panpsra 
warm,  especially  in  winter;  each  person  having  two  suite.  We  hove  separate  rooms  for 
the  care  of  the  sick.  A  physician  visits  the  bouse  twice  a  week  and  oftener  if  neoee- 
sary.  We  have  aocommiMationB  tor  only  those  that  are  mildly  insane,  of  which  we 
have  o  few.  We  give  them  their  full  liberty  to  wander  around  the  yard  and  building. 
The  district  school  being  near,  if  we  have  any  capable  children  we  send  them,  but  as  o 
general  thing  we  have  few  of  that  dass  as  we  send  them  to  Coldwatei. 
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Oladiein, — The  county  tana  is  situated  id  Sage  township.  The  oondition  of  the 
house  is  fair,  but  the  barns  and  other  out  buildinifB  are  poor.  Facilities  for  bathing, 
tuba.  Building  is  warmed  by  stoves  and  ventilated  by  doora  and  wiadows.  The  tieat- 
ment  of  paupers  is  good  as  far  as  aeoertained.  Pood  is  good  as  oould  be  desired. 
Clothing  is  Boffioient  It  has  been  reported  that  the  siok  aie  not  properly  oared  for, 
and  it  is  nov  under  inveetigation.  We  hare  no  accommodation  for  the  insane  and 
idiotio,  nor  for  the  eduoation  of  ohildren.

Grand  Trawrw.-  Have  no  county  farm,  the  poor  are  kept  in  a  boarding  house  in 
Traverse  City.  We  have  no  tsoilities  for  bathing.  Buildings  are  warmed  Dy  stoves. 
Ventilated  by  doora  and  windows.  The  treatment  of  paupers  is  kind.  The  food  is 
wboleeome.  Clothing  comfortable.  The  sick  have  the  best  of  oare.  No  acoommoda- 
tions  for  the  insane  and  idiotic.    Tbe  ohildren  are  educated  at  the  public  school. 

Oratiot. — The  poorhonse  ia  located  in  the  township  of  Newark.  Tbe  house  and  other 
bnildings  are  good.  Facilities  for  bathing,  bath  tubs,  water,  soap  and  ecrubbing 
brushes.  Buildings  are  warmed  by  stoves.  Ventilated  by  doors,  windows  and  tran' 
aoms.  Treatment  of  paupers,  good.  The  food  oonsistB  of  bread,  butter,  meat,  pota- 
toes, and  other  vegetaolee.  In  fact  a  regular  farmer's  table  is  spread.  Tbe  olothiug  is 
good  and  comfortable.  The  siok  have  good  oare  and  the  beet  poesible  medical  treat- 
ment. No  special  accommodations  for  Uie  insane  and  idiotic  The  children  are  edu- 
cated at  the  State  Pnblio  SohooL  We  hire  the  keeper  and  give  him  nee  of  farm  and 
pauper  labor,  and  allow  him  91.60  per  week  for  each  pauper,  th^  same  to  pay  tor  board 
and  cloUies  of  inmates;  he  to  oare  for  the  sick. 

.Hillwlale.— Tbe  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Cambria.  The  buildings  are 
in  fiiet-class  repair.  Facilities  tor  bathing,  good.  The  building  is  warmed  by  furnace 
and  stoves,  using  both  coal  and  wood.  The  building  are  nicely  ventilated.  The  treat^ 
ment  ot  paupers  must  be  kind  and  humane.  Qood,  wholesome  food,  and  plenty  of  it 
such  as  tarmers  use.  Meat  ot  all  kind,  beef,  pork,  veal,'  poultr;,  ete.,  and  the  milk  and 
bntter  from  twmty  good  oowb.  The  olothing  is  suob  as  the  majority  of  farmers  wear. 
The  dok  are  oared  for  by  the  keeper  and  wife,  with  a  good  physician  when  called  for. 
The  insane,  if  trusty,  have  the  freedom  of  the  yard  and  grounds,  and  if  able  to  work  are 
required  to  do  so,  dj  the  advice  of  attending  physician.  The  idiotio  are  kept  in  cot 
tagcB,  eaoH  eex  by  themselves,  and  all  treated  kindly.  If  the  cbildren  are  qualified  they 
ore  sect  to  the  State  school  at  Goldwater.

'Dier  have  three  meals  per  day,  vegetables  and  meat  for  dinner;  tea,  bread  and 
butter  for  oreakfast  and  supper.  The  sick  are  ted  by  order  ot  county  physician.  The 
clothing  is  warm  and  heavy,  to  suit  the  climate.  Car  boenttal  is  under  the  charge  of 
the  county  physician.  We  have  no  accommodations  for  the  insane  and  idiotic,  have  to 
send  them  to  the  asylum.

Huron. — The  poorhouse  is  located  in  Colfax  township,- and  is  in  good  condition. 

The  building  is  warmed  by  wood 
stoves,  and  ventilatea  bv  doors  and  windows.  Tbe  paupers  have  good,  fair  treatment. 
Food  consists  of  wheat  Dread,  beef,  P^^  egss,  and  aifferent  kinds  of  vegetables.  The 
olothing  is  woolen  and  oottonades.  Tbe  sick  are  well  cared  for;  a  physician  is  hirsd  1^ 
the  year  to  attend  them.  Have  no  insane  and  idiotic  Have  a  cell  we  might  use  if 
needed.    The  ohildren  attend  the  district  eohool  near  the  poorhouse. 

Itifflum, — The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Meridian.  Condition  of  build- 
ings is  good,  Paoilitiee  for  bathing,  bath  room.

The  buildings  are  warmed  b^  tur- 
neoe  and  stoves.  The  ventilation  is  not  perfect,  same  objections  as  heretofore  existed. 
Kind  treatment  prevails,  and  is  generally  appreciated.  Plain  and  substantial  food, 
with  plenty  of  milk  and  vegetablee.  The  clothing  is  of  wool  and  cotton  as  required  by 
the  temperature  and  condition  of  person.  The  connty  phvBician  visits  the  sick  on  call 
of  the  keener,  and  a  room  is  provided  for  use  as  boepital.  The  accommodations  for  the 
insane  and  idiotic  are  very  poor.    Eduoation  ot  ohildren  same  ss  reported  last  year. 
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loteo, — The  poorhouMj  looated  in  Tawtia  township,  is  in  good  condition.  No  taoilttieB 
for  bathing.  Building  la  warmed  b^  hot-air  fumaoe.  Ventilated  br  doom  and  win- 
dows. Hie  treatment,  food  and  clothing  of  the  paupers  is  Kood.  The  eiok  are  well 
cared  for.  Th«re  is  an  asylum  about  100  feet  from  the  main  building,  tor  t^e  aooom- 
modation  of  the  insane  and  idiotic.  The  obildren  ore  educated  at  school,  one-half  mUe 
from  county  farm. 

Iron. — County  owns  no  poorhouse,  poor  farm,  or  county  hospital.  A  private  hoepitel 
in  Pelcb  towoBhip  waa  deeignated  a  temporary  county  hospital  and  patients  paid  for  by 
the  month.  Witn  the  number  of  permanently  indigent  people  in  tQe  coun^,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  that  a  poorhouse  and  farm  would  be  an 
expensive  method  of  oaring  for  the  poor.  There  are  practically  no  paupers  in  the 
county  that  are  not  sick.  Many  of  these  are  oounty  ohargea  for  a  short  time  only  asd 
are  cared  for  at  their  boarding  houses  and  homes  untS  able  again  to  take  oare  of 
themselves. 

Imbelta, — The  poor  farm  and  buildings  are  located  in  the  township  of  Cbippewa> 
about  seven  miles  from  Mt.  Pleasant,  the  oounty  seat  of  Isabella  county.  The  main 
building  which  is  oaaigned  to  the  use  of  the  mole  inmates  is  comparatively  new  and  in 
good  shape.  The  barns  and  other  buildings  ore  fair  but  not  sufficient  for  the  wants  of 
the  farm.  The  building  occupied  by  the  female  inmates  and  also  as  the  residence  of 
the  keeper  is  in  fair  condition,  but  not  as  complete  as  the  building  occupied  by  the 
male  inmates.  We  have  also  an  extra  building  tor  those  petsons  who  are  infected  with 
contagious  or  loathsome  diseases.  Facilities  for  bathing,  a  good  bath  tub  for  the  mala 
deportment,  but  this  is  all  there  is  in  the  poorhouse.  Buildings  are  warmed  by  stoves 
using  wood  for  fueL  The  apartment  for  malee  is  wall  ventilated,  but  the  other  depart- 
ment depends  on  the  open  door  and  raised  window  for  fresh  air.  The  inmates  are 
treated  kindly,  but  sometimes  measuree  have  to  l>e  token  to  insure  discipline,  which,  if 
looked  upon  oy  a  ^rson  who  does  not  know  the  reason  for  the  same,  might  be  oonaid- 
ered  other  than  kmdly,  but  there  is  n(>  corporal  punishment  inflicted  in  the  institution, 
and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  keeper  to  keep  the  inmatee  as  much  occupied  as  possible 
according  to  their  strength  and  ability.  The  inmatee  have  good  substantial  food  with 
■omething  eitra  as  luxuries  on  holidays.  Tbe  inmot«s  are  properly  clothed.  The  ddc 
are  welt  cared  for.  The  physician  visits  the  poorhouse  once  In  two  weeks  and  olwaya 
oomas  at  tha  call  of  the  overseer  when  anyone  needs  continued  core.  All  persona  of 
weak  mental  condition  ore  together,  the  only  division  mode  is  in  regard  to  sex.  l^ey 
are  traated  kindly  hut  no  effort  is  made  to  train  or  cure  them.  There  is  only  one  child 
in  the  poorhouse,  and  he  is  an  imbecUe,  physically  and  mentally. 

Jtuikaon.—Tho  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  filockman,  and  is  in  good 
condition.  Faculties  for  bathing,  bath  rooms  in  both  departmente  and  on  both  Soon. 
The  buildings  are  heated  by  steam.  Ventilation  is  by  open  fireplaces  in  hospital  rooms 
and  ventiloting  shafts  in  all  chimneys.  Food  consist*  of  beef  and  pork,  fresh  and  salt, 
and  vegetables  in  seasoD.  The  olotbing  ia  iiood  A  phyaioian  is  hired  by  the  year. 
We  have  wards  for  the  insane  in  both  departments.  The  children  are  sent  to 
Coldwater. 

Kalaviazoo.— The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Cometook.  BuUdings  an 
in  good  order.  Faoilitiea  for  bathing,  tube  with  warm  and  cold  water.  Buildings  are 
heated  by  steam.  We  have  one  oook  stove  in  the  cook's  department  and  one  range  in 
the  overseer's  department.  Ventilation  is  such  that  every  room  in  the  house  can  be 
ventilated  without  raising  windows  and  opening  doors.  The  treatment  of  paupers 
U  good  and  humane.  A  good  overseer  and  toe  beet  kind  of  a  matron.  The  food  oon- 
siste  of  bread,  meat,  potatoes,  coffee,  1«o,  and  o  general  variety  of  vegetables  in  their 
season.  Clothing  is  good  and  comfortable,  shoes,  hose,  and  underclothing  wbea 
needed.  The  sick  are  cared  for  at  the  hospital,  a  physiciin  employed  to  attend  them 
when  needed.  They  are  treated  with  kindness.  Ah  we  have  do  violently  insane  per- 
sons, we  let  them  go  as  they  please.  Do  not  have  to  shut  any  of  them  up.  They  are 
well  taken  oare  of.  At  present  we  have  only  four  children  in  the  house ;  they  are  sent 
to  the  district  school. 

Kalk(aka.—{So  poorhouse  nor  farm]. 

Kent—The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Pans,  six  miles  east  of  the  city 
of  Grand  Bopida.  The  farm  ooneists  of  116  acres  of  land,  all  improved.  Bama  are  in 
good  condition,  the  house  is  old.  An  appropriation  has  bean  made  by  tbe  board  of 
supervisors  tor  a  new  building.  Amount  appropriated,  t2S,000.  Facilities  for  bathing, 
bath  room.  Buildinga  ara  warmed  by  wood  and  coal  stoves.  Ventilated  by  transoms 
over  doors  and  windows,  one  building  ventilated  by  the  Ruttan  aystem.  Tbe  paupera 
are  treated  kindly  and  humanely.    Disorderly  and  disobedient  one*  are  oonflned  in 
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oellB.  Food  oonsiets  of  beet,  pork,  fish,  milk,  butter,  ooflee,  tea,  sugar,  and  all  kinds  of 
Tegetables  raised  on  the  farm.  Clothing  is  of  woolen  and  cntton,  according  to  eeaaon, 
At!  are  oomfortablj  clothed.  The  eiok  are  attended  bT  oounW  phjeician  when  neoee- 
Borj,  also  proper  nourishm.ent  and  nursing  is  tumiBhed.  liie  insane  and  idiotio  are 
kept  in  separate  building  warmed  b7  ooal  itove  and  well  ventilated.  The  building  oon- 
tama  bath  rooms,  and  cella  to  be  used  tor  the  violently  insane.  Aa  no  children  ar« 
kept  in  pourhoose  for  anj  length  of  time  no  provision  is  made  tor  their  education, 

KeteeeTiaw.—The  building  oooupied  as  a  poorhouse  is  located  in  Eagle  Harbor  town- 
Bhip.  It  is  a  frame  building  with  suitable  out  buildings  and  in  good  repair.  The 
hause  is  not  owned  by  the  county.  Facilities  tor  bathing,  ordinary  wash  tub.  The 
baildlngs  are  wanned  by  wood  stoves  and  ventilated  by  doors  and  windows.  Good 
treatment  is  required  from  the  keeper.  The  food  is  plain  and  subetantial.  Clothing  ia 
suited  to  the  climate.  The  aiok  are  oared  for  by  an  attending  phvsioian.  We  have  no 
insane  or  idiotic  persons  in  the  poorhouse.  The  children  ate  educated  at  the  public 
aohoolfi. 

Lake. — The  oounty  house  is  located  in  the  townahip  ot  Chase;  the  condition  of  the 
house  and  other  buildings  is  good.  Have  no  facilities  for  bathing.  The  buildings  are 
wanned  by  stoves  and  ventilated  by  windows  and  doors.  The  paupers  are  well  treated 
aad  cared  for.  They  have  good  wholesome  food  and  comtortaole  olothing.  The  sick 
are  well  cared  tor  and  extra  nurses  are  furnished  when  neoessaryi  No  accommodations  - 
for  the  insane.  Have  two  feeble-minded  children  in  poorhouse  not  old  enough  to  be 
taught. 

lopMr.— The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Mayfield.  Faoilities  tor  bath- 
ing, bath  tube  with  hot  and  cold  water.  Buildings  are  wanned  by ,  steam.  Ventilated 
t^  fluee  in  chimneys  and  transoms  over  doors.  The  treatment  of  paupers  is  humane, 
no  corporal  punishment  is  allowed.  Food  oonsiats  of  flour,  pork,  beef,  fish,  sugar,  tea, 
coffee,  butter,  milk  and  such  vegetables  as  are  grown  on  the  farm.  Clothing  is  of 
wooleo  or  cotton  as  season  requires.  The  aiok  have  the  attendance  of  the  oounty 
ph^ioian  when  needed-  No  special  accommodation  tor  the  insane  and  idiotic.  The 
children  are  educated  at  the  district  sobooL 

£«0Zanau.— [No  poorhouse.] 

Zienawee.—Thepoorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Madison.  All  buildings  are 
in  good  repair.  Facilities  tor  bathing,  two  bath  houses  with  tour  tubs  for  hot  and  cold 
water.  Buildings  are  heated  by  steam.  Ventilation  is  good.  The  treatment  of  pau- 
pers is  kind,  no  corporal  puniehment  ia  allowed.  F^ood  coneiste  of  bread  and  meat,  of 
the  best  quality,  and  ««ge,  also  the  milk  and  butter  from  twelve  oowa  are  consumed  by 
the  inmates.  CSothing  consiste  of  woolen  in  winter  and  cotton  in  summer,  and  a  plen- 
tiful supply.  A  competent  physician  is  employed  by  the  year  to  care  for  toe  sick.  The 
hospital  IS  heated  hy  steam  and  has  modern  water  olceets,  bath  room  with  hot  and  cold 
water.  Everything  is  in  Srst  class  condition.  In  all  cases  the  sick  have  careful  nurs- 
ing.   We  have  no  insane  or  idiotic.    The  children  are  sent  to  diatriot  school. 

Livingaton.—Tbe  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  ot  If  arion.  Faoilities  tor 
bathing,  good.  The  buildings  are  warmed  by  steam.  The  ventilation,  treatment,  food, 
clothing,  and  care  ot  the  sick  are  all  good. 

Luce. — The  poorhouse  is  located  in  McMillan  township,  it  is  in  good  oonditi<n]. 
Facilities  for  bathing,  good.  Buildings  are  warmed  by  stoves.  Ventilation  is  by  rais- 
ing and  lowering  windows.  Treatment  of  paupers,  food,  clothing,  and  care  ot  the  sick 
are  ail  good.  Aooommodations  for  the  insane  and  idiotic,  fair.  The  children  are 
educated  at  public  school.  • 

MocHnac— The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  ot  BrevorL  about  t«n  miles 
from  St.  Ignace,  the  county  seat.  Bath  tubs  are  used  for  bathing.  Building  ia  heated 
with  stoves  and  drums,  and  ventilated  by  doors  and  windows.  Paupers  are  treated 
kindly  and  furnished  with  good  wholesome  food.  When  in  need  of  clothing  they  are 
fumished  with  what  they  require.  The  sick  are  kindly  treated  and  turnisbed  a 
physician  and  nurse. 

We  have  no  accommodation s  for  the  insane  or  idiotic.  We  have  no  children  to  edu- 
cate. We  employ  our  keeper  and  wife,  paying  them  a  salary  ot  (120  per  year,  and 
allowing  the  keepera  share  of  all  crops  raised  on  the  poor  farm,  the  keeper  furnishing  all 
necessary  labor,  seed,  e to  We  have  abouteigbteen  acres  of  land  cleared  and  under  culti- 
vation. Thekeeperboards  all  paupers  sent  to  the  poorhouseat  the  rate  of  ilO  per  month. 
We  have  made  tnis  arrangement  for  the  reason  that  we  seldom  have  over  one  or  two 
paupers  in  the  poorhouse  at  one  time,  and  find  that  this  works  well.  At  present  wa 
nave  two  inmates  in  the  poorhouse. 
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bftthing,  b«th  tubs.  BuildingB  ara  wanned  by  at«am.  v«ntilBtion  of  buildingg,  Tail. 
Treatment  of  paupers  kind  and  humane.  Food  is  plain^  wholesome  and  abundonL 
Clothing  is  good,  clean  and  appropriate  to  the  seasoo.  The  siok  are  oared  for  in  the 
hoepit&l  not  oonneeted  with  other  builditxee.  The  insane  and  idiotic  are  treated  in  a 
building  separate  from  all  others.    The  ohiTdren  are  educated  at  public  sohooL 

Maniatee. — The  poorhouee  is  located  in  the  township  of  Manistee.  The  poorhonse 
and  all  other  buildings  on  the  oouDtf  farH,  by  the  efficient  managemeat  of  oar  keeper, 
Mr.  W.  B.  Horton,  are  always  kept  in  the  best  poesible  condition  as  to  repairs  and  OMan- 
lineaa  Facilities  for  bathing,  bathroom  on  first  floor  with  hot  and  oold  water.  The 
rooms  occupied  by  the  inmates  are  warmed  by  fumaoea.  Thoee  ooonpied  by  ttie 
keeper  and  his  family  are  heated  by  storea.  Ventilation  is  fair  by  double  chimneys 
with  ventilating  fine  in  oenter.  The  treatment  of  paupers  is  kind  and  humane  in  e*wy 
respect.  Food  le  of  good  quali^  and  plen^  ot  it.  Clothing  is  eubstantial  and  auited 
to  the  seaaon.  The  siok  are  ae  well  oared  for  as  ie  poeeible  in  an  institution  of  this 
kind.  No  special  aooommodatknu  for  inaane  persons  as  we  never  keep  anch  natienta  in 
the  poorhonse  any  longer  than  is  absolutely  neoeeeary.  There  is  a  gooa  and  well 
kept  district  school  half  a  mile  from  the  poortiouee,  but  we  are  not,  ^Ued  upon  to 
make  much  use  ot  the  same  as  we  Bvoia  as  much  as  pcoaible  keeping  onildren 
within  school  age  in  the  poorhonse. 

Manitow. — [No  poorhouse  nor  poor  farm]. 

Marquette.— Thti  poorhouae  is  located  in  the  city  of  Marquette.  The  general  ooo- 
dition  IS  only  fair,  owing  to  the  age  of  the  building.  Facilities  tor  bathing,  bath  tuba 
with  hot  and  oold  water,  l^e  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  stores.  Veatilated 
b^  windows  and  doors,  with  air  shaft  in  coie  part  of  building.  Treabnwtt  ot  paupera  ts 
kind  but  firm,  and  inmates  are  required  to  conform  to  reaeonable  rulea.  All  that  are 
able  are  required  to  perform  light  labor.  Tbaj  have  good,  plain,  nntiitious  Axid.  The 
clothing  is  comfortable  and  warm,  auitable  to  Uiis  climate.  The  aick  have  comfortable 
bede,  good  nursing  and  medical  care.  The  insane  and  idiotic  have  separate  rooms  and 
a  cage  for  the  violent  Children  ot  school  age  are  sent  to  State  sohool  at  Goldwater. 
The  majority  of  the  inmates  are  invalids. 

JtfoaoH. — The  poorhonse,  located  in  Amber  townahip,  is  in  flrst^asa  condition.  Faoil- 
itiea  tor  bathin^tube  and  pails.  Building  is  warmed  by  staves.  Ventolated  by  doora 
and  windows.  The  treatment  of  paupers  is  kind  but  firm.  The  food  oonsiata  ot  good 
farmer's  tare.  The  siok  have  the  beat  care  obtainable.  No  accommodations  for  the 
insane  and  idiotic    When  have  any  children  we  send  them  to  the  country  sohooL 

Jlfecocto. — The  poorhouae  is  looated  in  the  townshin  of  MeooatA.  It  is  in  good  repair 
and  is  kept  neat  and  clean.  Facilities  for  bathing,  oath  tub.  Building  ia  warmed  by 
furnace.  Ventilation  is  by  means  of  ventilators  in  chimneya.  Treatment  of  paupen  is 
kind  but  strict.  Food  oonaists  of  good  snbetantial  farmer's  fare.  The  oloUkmg  is  oot- 
ton  in  summer  and  woolen  for  winter.  The  siok  have  good  ca[&  The  insane  are  sent 
to  the  asylum.  The  idiotic  are  kept  in  the  building.  Children  are  educated  at  the  dis- 
trict schcoL 

Menominee. — The  poorhonse  is  located  in  the  city  ot  Menominee.  It  is  in  excellent 
condition.  Facilities  tor  bathing  are  two  bath  tubs  with  hot  and  oold  water.  The 
buildings  are  warmed  by  steam  and  ventilated  by  transoms  over  doors  and  windows. 
The  panp^  have  good  treatment.  They  have  plain,  eubetantial  food.  The  clothing 
consists  of  woolen  in  winter  and  cotton  in  summer.  The  siok  have  firBt-olassoare.  For 
the  accommodation  ot  the  insane  and  idiotic,  we  have  two  rooms  with  doors  and  win- 
dows barred.  We  do  not  keep  such  persons  longer  than  is  absolutely  i 
children  to  educate. 

Xidtand.—Tha  poorhouae  is  located  in  the  township  of  Midland,  tour  milee  tnnn 
the  county  seat.  The  poorhouse  and  other  buildings  are  good.  Famlitias  for  bathing, 
bath  tub,  suitably  arranged.  The  building  ie  warmed  ^  hot  water  heat*r  and  stoves. 
Ventilation  is  by  doors  and  windows.  The  paupers  are  treated  kindljr.  Qood,  whole- 
some food  is  furnished  and  any  oUier  diet  ordered  by  the  connty  pbyajcian.  Tliey  are 
supplied  with  clothing  suitable  to  the  season  ot  liie  year.  The  siok  ore  oared  tor  by 
the  countr  ph;rsioian.  We  have  suitable  rooms  tor  the  insane  and  idiotic.  We  do  not 
keep  chUoren  in  the  poorhonse  but  send  them  to  Goldwater. 

Mieeaukee.—Tb^  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Reeder,  three  and  one-hsU 
milee  south  and  one-tourth  mite  east  ot  Idke  City,  the  county  seat.  The  genual  con- 
dition ot  the  poorhouae  is  good.    Faoilitiee  for  bathing,  tul»  and  pails.    The  building  is 
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warmed  bj  furnaoe  and  stovee,  and  rantilBted  bj  doom  and  windows.  The  tcsatment 
of  panpere  is  good.  Food  oonaista  of  bread,  butter,  beef,  pork,  vegetablee,  piee.  sauc« 
and  puddings.  The^  have  good,  oomtortsble  obtfaing  to  suit  the  BeBBons.  The  siok 
have  good  oare  under  the  Bupervisioa  of  the  keeper  sod  matron.  For  the  msBne  and 
idiotio  there  is  b.  building  containing  tour  rooms,  two  of  whioh  are  oella  with  grated 
windows.and  doors.  We  do  not  keep  Uiem  longer  than  we  are  obliged  to.  The  treat- 
ment is  as  kind  as  the  oose  will  permit.  We  do  not  keep  ohildien  longer  than  is  neoee- 
sarj.    When  here  the;  attend  the  distriot  eohool. 

Monrot. — The  poorhooee  is  located  in  Monroe  township.  It  is  a  two-story  briok 
building  with  basement.  Out  buildings  are  mostly  new  and  in  good  oondition.  Facil- 
ities for  bathing,  two  bath  tubs,  one  in  keeper's  depvtment  and  one  in  pauper's 
department,  well  supplied  with  warm  and  oold  water.  Buildings  are  warmed  by  tJiree 
fumaoes  and  four  stoTes,  using  ooal  and  wood  for  fuel.  Ventilation  ia  by  means  of 
Sues  reaching  from  the  baeemMit  to  the  roof.  Treatment  of  paupers  is  by  uniform 
rules  adapted  to  their  varions  needs— moral  suaaion,  no  corporal  punishment  Food 
oonsists  of  wheat  bread,  salt  pork,  fresh  meats  oooasionally  through  the  summer,  witli 
soups  and  Tegetablea  of  all  kinds,  which  are  raiBe;d  on  the  farm,  fresh  meats  and  fish  dur- 
ing the  winter,  plenty  of  milk  at  all  times,  roaat  turkey  and  chicken  at  Christmas  and 
New  Veara,  Thanksgiving  and  other  holidavs.  Meals  are  served  three  times  a  day. 
iOlothing  for  males  in  summer  is  of  oottonade,  and  in  winter  ootton  underwear  wiUt 
other  suitable  clothing  as  needed  to  make  them  comfortable;  for  the  females,  cotton 
denims  and  prints  in  summer  and  flannel  underwear  in  winter.  The  siok  are  undar  the 
special  oare  of  the  matron.  Nutmb  are  also  employed  when  needed.  The  sick  are 
furnished  with  such  food  as  is  prasoribed  by  the  attending  phyaioian.  We  have  rooms 
where  the  inaane  can  be  oared  for,  inoviding  they  are  not  excitable.  The  idiotio  give 
but  little  trouble  as  ther  ara  in  most  oases  oaDable  of  oaring  for  themselves.  When  we

Montcalm. — The  poor  house  is  located  in  the  township  of  Fairnlaine,  no  change  in 
house  or  buildings,  except  an  addition  has  been  built  to  the  building  for  the  idiotic, 
tor  the  use  of  the  matron,  Faoilities  for  bathing — bath  tubs.  Buildmgs  are  warmed 
by  stoves  and  ventilated  by  doors  and  windows.  Treatment  of  paupen  ia  good,  food 
d,  and  they  have  good  clothing  suitable  to  the  season.  A  regular  ^^ioian  risitd  the

JUtufesgon.— The  poorfaeuse  is  located  in  Ibe  township  of  Muskegon?  two  and  one- 
half  miles  from  the  court  house,  it  is  in  fair  oondition,  not  having  been  at  first  desired 
for  a  pOOThfiase,  it  is  not  as  oonvenient  as  should  be.  Last  year  we  built  an  addition 
so  as  to  keep  the  sexes  separate.  We  now  have  more  room  and  better  conveniences. 
We  have  had  a  wind-mill  ereoted  which  supplies  water  tor  bathing  and  for  watering 
stock.  The  bams  are  old  and  in  poor  condition.  The  farm  contains  thirty  acres  of  as 
poor  land  as  there  is  anywhere,  twentj  aoree  improved.  Facilities  for  tjathing— bath 
tubs.  The  house  is  warmed  by  stoves  using  wood  for  fuel.  Ventilation  is  by  doors  and 
windows.  The  treatment  of  paupers  is  good  and  kind.  We  have  a  keeper  who  is  an 
excellent  farmer  and  a  very  judiciouB  manager  of  the  houee  and  inmates.  His  wife  is 
a  neat  housekeeper,  a  very  oapable  nniBs  and  all  are  treated  kindly.  No  punishment  is 
inflicted  except  in  extreme  cases  and  then  it  is  not  severe.  Food  is  of  good  quality, 
oonsisting  of  beef,  pork  and  flah  [salt  and  fresh]  bread,  piee,  oakee,  delioaoies  for  the  sick, 
vegetablea  of  all  Idnde,  grown  on  the  fann,  butter,  milk,  tea  and  coffee.  Everything  is 
cooked  and  prepared  in  the  keeper's  Utcheii.  The  clothing  is  good  and  seaeonaDle. 
The  bedding  is  mostly  woolen  blankets  as  they  are  easier  washed  and  kept  clean.  The 
siok  ara  cated  tor  by  the  keeper  and  his  wife,  with  such  assistance  as  the  inmates  can 
render,  and  a  hired  nurse  when  needed.  A  ^ood  physician  is  employed  by  the  year. 
The  insaneand  idiotio — we  have  three — are  kindly  treated  by  the  keeper  and  inmates. 
All  of  the  insane  who  are  at  all  violent  are  sent  to  the  asylom.  For  the  aooommoda- 
tion  of  these  unfortunates,  we  have  three  cells  or  rooms,  with  wire  soreen  doors  and 
windows.  When  we  have  children  they  attend  the  district  school.  We  find  homes  for 
them  or  send  them  to  the  public  school  at  Coldwater. 

Newaggo. — The  poor  farm  is  located  in  the  townships  of  Sherman  and  Qarfield. 

Oakland — The  poorhouse  ia  a  very  large  brick  building,  situated  on  the  east  line  of 
the  township  of  Wsterford;  the  other  buildings,  consisting  of  a  suitable  brick  struct- 
nre  for  the  mildly  insane  and  the  feeble  minded;  a  briok  laundry,  together  with  frame 
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bacni,  wagon  and  tool  houae,  shop,  ioe  houae,  oorn  houea,  poultry  houae  and  hog  pens 
are  kept  in  good  order  and  repair,  aa  is  alao  the  farm,  orcharda  and  fenoea.  Th«  atook 
is  of  a  high  grade  and  cbtHoe,  and  are  oared  tor  ae  well  as  moat  taaaj  tarmere  afford 
their  thoroughbreds.  Faoilltiea  for  bathing— two  bath  rooma  with  tubs  and  ahower. 
The  faoilitiea  for  bathing  are  muoh  better  than  the  diapoaition  for  using  them.  Indeed 
the  aheep  might  as  bood  be  expeotod  to  wash  themaelvea  as  the  average  pauper  to  vol- 
untarily Dathe  Qenerally,  whan  compelled  to  submit  to  ablution  they  think  they  have 
been  aubjected  to  abuse.  The  main  building  is  beat«d  by  steam  and  kept  as  warm  aa 
required  at  small  expease.  The  other  buildings  are  warmed  by  stoveB.  The  ventila- 
tion is  a  modifloatiou  of  the  Rutan  system,  together  with  the  resulta  ot  using  partially 
seaeoaed  lumber;  fumishes  as  muah  fresh  air  ae  can  be  utilized.  A  very  email  propor- 
tion of  the  iumatee  of  the  oounly  house  were  aver  before  aa  oomfortablj  aituated  aa 
now.  For  proof  reference  is  made  to  the  fact  that  like  oSce  holders  "  few  die  and  none 
resign."  The  farm  and  garden  affords  a  fair  variety  of  both  meat  and  vegetables, 
together  with  the  oereals,  added  to  this  as  the  aeason^  change,  freah  meat  and  other 
things  are  provided,  so  that  the  table  ia  aa  well  furnished  aa  is  usual  among  people  out- 
side of  towns.  The  clothing  is  suoh  as  is  comfortable  without  being  oonapicnoua  or 
extravagant  A  homeopathic  doctor  oares  for  the  siok.  The  insane  and  idiotic  have  no 
treatment  aa  they  need  none,  food,  warmth,  clothing,  sunahine  and  sleep  is  what  they 
require  and  these  are  fumiahed  without  stint.    We  keep  no  children  of  aohool  age. 

Oeeana.~~Tbe  pourhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  HarL  It  is  in  fair  condition, 
the  out  buildings  are  in  good  condition. '  FaoilitLas  tor  bathing — one  bath  tub.  Build- 
ings are  warmed  by  atovea.  Ventilation  is  fair.  Treatment  of  paupers  ia  good;  food  ia 
plain  and  substantial.  The  sick  have  gopd  oare.  The  inaana  and  idiotic  have  good 
aooommodationa  and  are  well  treated.  We  keep  none  that  are  violently  inaane  at  the 
poorhouBe  and  all  ot  the  inmates  are  of  that  olsae,  who,  by  reason  ol  extreme  old  age 
or  disease  are  incapable  of  BsasiBting  on  the  farm.  The  children  are  eduoat«d  at  the 
district  Hohool,  one-halt  mile  distant. 

Ogeniau.— The  poortarm  is  located  in  the  townehip  of  Weat  Branch,  just  outside 
the  city  ot  West  Branch.  The  poorhouae  ia  in  good  oondition;  it  ia  a  lane  frame 
building,  well  painted  and  plastered.  The  bam,  hoa  bam,  and  hen  houae  are  large  and 
in  good  repair.  The  paupers  are  provided  with  wash  bowla  and  pitchera,  towala.  soap 
and  water.  No  bath  room  in  the  houae.  The  rooma  in  the  lower  story  ore  warmed 
with  heating  atovea;  regiatera  in  the  ceiling  allow  warm  air  to  sseend  to  the  alaep- 
ing  rooma  above.  We  have  no  system  of  ventilation.  The  windows  lower  from  the 
top  to  allow  circulation  of  pure  air.  The  treatment  ot  paupers  is  kind.  Qood,  aub- 
etantial  food  la  provided,  oonsisting  ot  bread,  battel^  meat,  potatoes,  tea,  ooffee,  etc 
Good  clothins  adapted  to  the  season  ia  provided.  We  have  a  large,  well- ventilated 
sick  room  on  the  ffiat  floor.  A  physician  ia  hired  by  the  year.  No  insane  or  idiotic  are 
kept  here.  All  that  otaee  are  removed  at  once  to  the  aayluma.  A  flrst-class  pablio 
school  within  half  a  mile  open  to  alL  We  are  endeavoring  to  urge  upon  tiie  auperriaoia 
the  ptoprietv  of  appropriabng  money  enough  to  olear  the  farm.  In  the  past  year  about 
ten  aorae  ot  low  fertile  ground  has  been  cleared,  oaa  acre  ot  which  is  worth  ten  of  the 
high  land. 

Ontonagon. — The  poorhouae  ia  located  id  the  townahip  of  Ontonagon.  The  hoaae 
and  l>amB  are  in  gooa  condition.  Facilities  for  bathing,  zmo  bath  tub.  Building  are 
warmed  by  wood  stoves  and  ventilated  by  windows.  Treatment  of  paupers  and  their  food 
are  good.  Their  clothing  ia  warm  and  clean.  A  physician  is  employed  by  the  year  to 
oare  for  the  aick.  No  ocoommodatioDs  tor  the  insane  and  idiotic  No  ohildren  to 
educate. 

0>c«o)a.— The  poorhouse  ia  located  in  the  township  ot  Sylvan.  The  building  are  in 
Bplendid  oondition.  Facilities  tor  bathing,  bath  room  wim  bath  tub.  Buildmga  >n 
warmed  by  wood  stoves,  ventilated  by  transoms.  The  treatment  ot  paupers  is  good. 
They  have  plenty  of  good,  wholesome  food,  and  good,  comfortable  clothing.  The  ai^ 
have  good  care  and  a  physician  when  needed.  The  inaane  are  not  kept  hen  long. 
Children  attend  the  district  school. 

Otcoda.—{We  have  no  poorhouse  nor  farm.] 

OUego.—Tbe  poorhouse  ie  located  in  the  townahip  of  Livingston.  The  house  Is  in 
good  oondition  but  the  bams  are  poor.  Have  no  taoUitiea  for  bathing.  The  buildings 
are  warmed  by  stoves  and  ventilated  by  transoms  over  doors.  Treatment  ot  paupers 
and  their  food  are  ^ood.  The  aick  have  good  care.  We  have  no  aooommodations  for 
the  insane  or  idiotic.    Have  no  children  to  eduoate. 
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solid  briok  struotuTe,  thiee  etoriea  above  the  boflement,  and  with  all  other  buildinge  on 
the  farm  is  in  ezoellent  ooodition.  In  the  basement  are  bathing  vats  supplied  with  hot 
and  Dold  water.  All  paupers  are  required  to  b&the  at  leaat  oiioe  a  week.  The  building 
is  warmed  bj  two  wood  furnaces  in  the  basement,  which  keep  all  parte  of  the  build- 
ing oomfortable.  Ventilating  Suee  were  conetruotea  in  the  ohimneys  when  the  house 
was  built  All  the  roome  of  the  paupers'  department,  exoetit  where  smoke  from 
tobacco  pipes  taint  tbe  air,  seem  to  oe  well  ventilated  and  wholeeome.  Paupers  are 
treated  with  oonBiderato  kmdDees.  Employment  of  some  kind  on  the  farm  or  in  the 
house  is  found  for  ever;  inmate,  phyeicaJlj  or  mentally  competent  to  perform  manual 
labor.  These  people  seem  interested  in  their  labors,  undertake  them  obeerfully  and 
are  far  more  oontented  and  leas  fault  finding  than  when  idle.  Vegetables,  wheat 
bread,  oat  meal,  corn  meal,  the  milk  and  butter  of  from  ten  to  twelve  oowa. 
with  beef,  pork  and  mutton  are  the  subetantials  of  the  table.  Tea,  coffee,  sugar  and 
syrupa  are  supplied  in  abundance.  Tobacco  is  furnished  to  all  tboee  that  have  th6 
habit.  The  dishes  are  varied  from  day  to  day  to  insure  strong  appetites  and  healthy 
reltBb  for  all  meele.  The  winter  clothing  is  of  mixed  ootton  and  wool  goode,  and  li(;bter 
fabric  of  ootton  or  mixed  for  summer;  underclothing  suitable  to  the  season  and  the 
oondttion  of  the  person  is  always  supplied.  The  siok  are  nursed  in  their  rooms, 
attended  by  a  physician,  and  ore  supplied  with  all  the  comforts  of  e  private  house. 
Ordinary  household  remedies  are  always  at  hand  in  the  poorhouse.  A  amall  frame 
building  separate  from  the  main  struoture  is  used  for  the  insane  and  idiotio.  It  ie 
warmed  Iw  wood  stoves,  well  lighted  and  with  fair  ventilation.  We  have  no  children 
capable  of  being  educated. 
Preaque  IiU, — [No  poorhonse  nor  farm.] 
iioscontmon. — |No  poorhouse  nor  farm.] 

Saginaw. — There  is  no  change  in  our  report  of  the  condition  of  the  poorhouae,  «to., 
up  to  March  17. 1891.  On  that  day  the  poorhouae  burned,  with  moat  of  the  furniture. 
Tub  inmates  (47)  were  immediately  removed  and  cared  tor  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Sagi- 
naw, £.  S.,  and  are  maintained  there  until  such  time  as  they  con  be  moved  back  to  Ue' 
county  farm.  We  have  let  the  contract  for  the  oonetruotion  of  a  new  poor  house  j  when 
completed  and  furnished  will  be  a  model  in  all  its  arrangementa  and  convenienoefl. 
The  cost  will  be  about  (25,000.  It  will  be  conetmcted  aa  nearly  fire-proof  as  possible. 
It  will  be  a  plain,  substantial  brick  building,  with  steel  beams  for  joice,  all  partitions 
brick,  slate  roof,  etc.,  wanned  by  steam  and  well  ventilated.  Dimensions  116x48  feet, 
30  feet  high.    The  fiist  and  second  storiea  will  be  wainscoted. 

Sanilac.  —The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Lexington.  No  facilities  tor 
bathing.  Buildings  are  warmed  by  stoves  and  ventilated  by  doors  and  windows.  The 
pBupere  have  good  care.  They  have  good  substantial  food  and  good  clothing.  The 
siok  have  good  care.  We  have  one  cell  for  the  accommodation  of  insane  or  idiotio. 
Have  no  children  to  educate. 

Schoolcraft. — Tbe  poorhouse  is  looated  in  the  township  of  Hiawatha;  it  is  in  good 
condition.  FaoUitiee  for  bathing — tubs.  The  buildings  are  wanned  by  wood  stovee 
and  ventilated  by  doors  and  windows.  The  paupers  are  treated  kindly  but  with  decis- 
ion. Food  is  of  a  good  quality  and  ample  quantity,  served  Uiree  times  a  day.  Clothing 
ia  furnished  when  neoeasary.  Tlie  sick  ore  cared  for  by  numerous  pfaysioiana.  We 
have  no  accommodations  for  the  insane  or  idiotic    No  children  to  educate. 

ShiawoMee.— The  poorhouse  is  located  in  Caledonia  township,  three  and  one-halt 
miles  southeast  of  Onoeso,  and  two  and  cne-half  southweet  of  Corunno,  on  a  fine  farm 
of  eighty  acres.  The  house  and  other  builings  are  old  but  in  fair  oondition.  We  are 
now  erecting  a  new  brick  building.  Facilitiee  tor  bathing,  bath  tubs.  Our  buildings 
are  heated  with  stovee,  but  tbe  new  building  will  l>e  warmed  with  a  fumaoe.  The 
buildinm  are  ventilated  by  doors  and  windows.  We  intend  to  have  the  inmates  treated 
well.  "They  have  plenty  of  good  food.  They  have  good,  plain,  comfortable  clothing, 
suitable  (or  visiting  their  friends  or  attending  church.  'The  sick  have  good  care.  Our 
accommodations  tor  the  insane  will  be  eufHcient  soon  as  our  new  building  is  finished. 
W«  have  had  no  trouble  in  caring  for  the  idiotic,  and  they  receive  humane  treatment. 
The  children  attend  the  district  school  one  mile  distant- 

St.  Clair. — The  poorhouse  is  looated  in  the  township  of  Wales.  The  poorhouse  and 
other  buildings  are  in  good  condition.  We  have  good  facilities  for  bathing.  Buildings 
are  warmed  Dy  three  {No.  29)  Monroe  hot  air  furnaces.  Ventilation  ie  good-  The 
paupers  have  gbod  treatment  Their  food  ie  of  the  very  beet  Clothing  poor.  The 
siok  have  the  beat  of  care.  We  have  no  accommodations  tor  the  insane  or  idioUo. 
Edacation  of  the  children  poor. 
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St.  Jotepfc.— The  poorhouae  is  located  in  the  totroHhi^  o(  Fawn  River.  The  honae 
is  verj'  poor,  other  buildings  good.  We  have  no  facilities  for  bathing.  The  build- 
ings are  vanned  by  stoves' and  ventilated  by  doors  and  viudowa.  The  treatment,  food, 
and  clothing  of  the  paupers  are  good.  The  sick  have  the  beet  oare  that  oan  be  givnt 
under  the  existing  oiroumstanoee.  We  have  no  aooommodationa  for  the  insane  and 
idiotic.    We  have  no  ohildran  to  educate. 

Tuscola. — The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  townanip  of  Aimer.  The  main  building 
of  the  poorhouae  burned  in  the  fall  of  1890.  We  are  rebuilding  the  same  at  the  piee- 
ent  time.  The  other  buildings  are  in  good  condition.  Facilities  Cor  bathing — common 
bath  tub.  Buildings  are  wsrmed  by  stoves  and  ventilated  by  doors  and  windowa.  The 
treatment  of  paupers  is  always  kind,  allowing  none  to  be  treated  harshly.  They  have 
good  Bubstantial  food,  turniahed  prinoipally  from  the  form.  The  clothing  0OQBist«  of 
ootton  for  summer  and  woolen  for  winter.  The  sick  are  under  the  care  of  the  keeper 
and  a  physician  when  necessary.  We  have  cells  for  the  confinement  of  the  insane  and 
idiotic  vrhen  they  become  vicious,  never  allowing  harsh  treatment  in  their  managemeaL 
The  children  are  educated  at  a  common  district  school,  within  three-fourths  of  a  mue 
of  the  poorhouse. 

Van  Bnren. — The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Hartford,  h&lf-way 
between  the  vUlagee  of  liawrenoe  and  Hartford.    The  house  and  other  buildings  are  in 

food  condition.  There  are  two  bath  rooms,  one  for  males  and  the  other  for  females. 
'he  inmates  are  required  to  listhe  once  a  week  and  oftener  when  neoesBsry.  He  house 
is  warmed  by  tvro  hot  air  furnaces  using  wood  tor  fuel.  Ventilated  by  cold  sir  flues 
and  by  doors  and  windowa.  The  inmates  are  treated  kindly,  those  that  are  able  to 
work  are  required  to  do  so.  No  corporal  punishment  is  allowed,  oonSnement  and  short 
rations  is  all  that  is  necessary.  The  food  for  the  inmates  vary  aooording  to  the  seaaons. 
'  The  inmates  are  respectably  clothed  and  their  clothing  is  changed  aa  often  as  neoesBarjr. 
A  physician  ia  employed  by  the  county  who  visits  the  sick.  No  insane  are  kept  at  the 
county  house.  The  idiotic  are  wall  taken  care  of  in  the  same  building.  Have  only  two 
that  ace  not  capable  of  oaring  for  themselves.  No  ohUdren  that  are  capable  of  learn- 
ing are  kept  in  the  poorhouse.  We  are  well  satisfied  with  the  mana^ment  of  our 
house  and  (arm.  The  paupers  are  well  pleased  and  seem  to  feel  that  they  are  at  home 
and  well  cared  for. 

Waihtenavi.—'Lh.b  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Pittsfleld.  The  farm 
contains  120  acres  of  rolling  land  with  stony  and  gravelly  soil.  Farm  and  buildings 
ore  in  good,  fair  condition.  Faeilitiea  for  battling,  bath  tuba.  Inmates  are  required  to 
bathe  once  each  week.  Buildings  are  warmed  hj  steam,  u  iing  soft  coal  tor  fuel.  We 
use  about  176  tons  of  lump  ooal.  Ventilation  is  by  means  of  the  steam  heating 
apparatus.  The  treatment  of  the  paupete  is  kind  nut  firm.  All  tiiat  are  able  are 
requited  to  work  a  part  of  the  time  each  day.  The^  have  good,  plain  food,  and  plenty 
of  it,  with  vegetables  well  cooked  and  butter  three  times  each  week.  Clothing  is  suit- 
able to  the  time  of  the  year.  There  is  a  hospital  for  males  with  male  attendant  and  a 
hoepital  tor  females  with  female  sttendaut.  We  do  not  keep  any  that  are  Tiolently 
insane,  but  send  them  to  the  asylums.  The  cases  of  mildly  insane  or  demented  and 
idiotic  we  keep  here,  having  them  cared  for  by  the  other  inmates  as  far  as  pcesiblA. 
We  do  not  keep  children  here  that  are  eligible  to  the  public  school,  but  we  have  one 
colored  boy  that  was  returned  from  the  school  at  Cotowater.  As  we  do  not  get  the 
supervisors  reports  until  the  first  of  October,  wa  have  no  means  of  knowing  the  ezaot 
number  ot  persons  helped  by  them  during  the  year,  but  estimated  them  at  Sf^-  If 
this  report  was  made  up  to  October  1,  we  should  then  have  a  report  from  the  dinerant 
townships  and  also  from  the  poormasters  in  the  cities  of  Ann  Arbor  and  Ypsilanti. 
They  look  after  the  poor  in  the  cities  (except  the  transient  poor)  and  they  report  to  oa 
October  1,  same  as  the  supervisors.  In  these  cities  are  the  largest  number  of  permanent 
poor  that  are  assisted  at  their  homes  and  which  does  not  appear  in  this  report 

Wayne. — The  county  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Nankin,  and  with  Uie 
eiception  of  a  small  portion  is  entirely  new.  The  outbuildings  are  also  meetly  new 
and  all  the  buildings  are  in  first-class  condition.  There  are  bath  tubs  provided  foe 
bathing  purposes.  All  inmates,  whose  health  will  permit,  are  compelled  to  bathe  on 
entering  the  institution  before  being  assigned  quarters,  and  are  required  to  bathe  not 
less  than  once  a  week  thereafter.  The  main  buildings  are  heated  by  steam.  Tbe 
boiler  house  is  apart  from  the  institution.  Tbe  ventilation  ot  the  buddings  is  good, 
special  attention  naving  been  given  to  that  feature  when  the  buildings  were  erected. 
The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  prohibit  any  ill  treatmeat 
of  inmates.  Refractory  patients  are  punished  by  being  distdia^ed  from  the  institu- 
tion, or  when  there  is  a  breach  of  the  peace  by  being  brought  bwore  a  justice  of  tlie 
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peace  for  tricJ  and  puniahment.  The  [food  oooeiBte  of  the  beet  quality  of  freeh  and 
salt  beef,  vegetables,  good  bread  and  coffee,  with  a  epeoial  diet  for  the  eiok  as  ordered 
bj  the  house  physioiao.  Qood,  substantial  and  eeasonable  clothing  is  supplied  in 
ample  quantitiea  Separate  apartmeata  are  eet  apart  for  hospital  purpoeea  with  a 
phjisician  in  constant  attendance;  attendants  and  nurses  are  aleo  provided.  Separate 
Dnildings  constructed  of  brick  especially  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  inssDe. 
This  department  is  usder  the  charge  of  the  medical  Huperintendent,  who  is  a  regular 
pbysioan  and  an  expert  in  the  treatment  of  the  iiisane.  A  euffloient  number  of  attend- 
ants is  provided  and  every  precaution  is  taken  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  ianiat«e. 
No  ohildren  of  school  age  are  kept  in  the  institutiou,  the;  being  oammitt«d  to  the  State 

C'llic  school  as  fast  as  received  as  provided  by  law.  A  lai^  oommodioue  chapel  has 
n  erected,  where  the  various  denominations  hold  Sabbath  services  in  their  turn. 
Wexford. — The  poorhouse  is  located  in  the  township  of  Colfax,  it  is  in  good  condi- 
tion; other  buildings  very  good.  Have  fair  facilities  for  bathing.  Thebuildinge  are  well 
warmed  by  a  furnace.  Ventilation  good.  The  paupers  are  treated  kindly.  They  have 
plenty  of  good  food  well  cooked.  They  have  good  clothing  and  it  is  kept  clean.  The 
care  of  the  sick  is  fair.  Have  poor  accommodation b  for  the  insane  and  idiotic.  Chil- 
dren att«i]d  district  aohool. 
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
